Aldermen Vote To Build 

$50,000 High School Stadium 

Appropriate $40,000 To Improve Boyd Park Playground. 
Acceptance Of More Streets Authorized 


Th-e meeting of the Board of Alder- 
men on Monday night was one of the 
most important of the year. Hearings 
were held which attracted a large 
number of citizens, appropriations 
were made which assure improve- 
ments and projects being accom- 
plished that will redound to the ad- 
vantage of many in the city and the 
name ot' a new Water Commissioner 
was submitted by the Mayor for con- 
tinuation. 

The hearing which brought many 
to City Hall was that on the proposed 
change of Standing Regulations willed 
would open the north side of Com- 
monwealth avenue to vehicular trafllc. 
Another hearing which caused a num- 
ber of persons to attend the alder- 
manic meeting was that on laying out, 
grading and accepting Adams street 
from Watertown street to California 
street, under the Betterment Law. 

Appropriations made included 
$25,193 for the grading and accepting 
of streets under the Betterment Law, 
$3833 for drains in Greenough, Gras- 
mere and Merton streets; $5595 for 
sewers in Harding street, Kensington 
avenue and Normandy road; $928 for 
sidewalk curbings on Crescent street, 
Ward 1: $40,021 to build a concrete 
culvert over Laundry Brook at 
Boyd Park and grade the playground 
there; $50,880 to build a stadium* at 
the High School. The Board also au- 
thorized taking from the tax levy 
$50,000 additional for sewer construc- 
tion and a like amount for street con- 
struction. 

The name submitted by Mayor 
Weeks as his appointee for Water 
Commissioner Is that of Richard H. 
Kills of North Andover. The Mayor 
also asked that the Board appropriate 
$425 as additional salary for the Water 
Commissioner for the last half of this 
year so that the successor of Mr. Whit- 
ney will start out with a salary $900 
more than that veteran official re- 
ceived. 

The streets which will be graded 
and accepted under the Betterment 
Law as a result of the appropriation 
made Monday night, and the amounts 
specified for each of these streets 
are — 

Arlington road. Ward 3, $600.49; 
Cambria road. Ward 3. $1,699.06; Dana 


rood, Ward 3. $2,311.85: Falmouth 

road. Ward 3, $4,293.60; Allen avenue, 
Ward 5, $5,892.00; Avalon road, Ward 
5, $5,907.00; Glastonbury Oval, Ward 
5, $164.00; Brewster road, Ward 5, 
$2,252.00; Mayflower Terrace, Ward 
5. $2,013.00. 

Chairman Grebenstein of the Claims 
and Rules Committee recommended 
that leave to withdraw be given on a 
number of claims against the city and 
the Board accepted his report. Among 
these claims were those of Ray Grieve, 
Mrs. Reddish, Angela Murray, Walter 
Wallis, A. G. Moore and John M. Quin- 
lan. Mr. Grebenstein explained why 
adverse action was taken on these 
claims. Ray Grieve of Mechanic 
street. Upper Falls asked damages 
from the city because of injuries 
which his 7 years old daughter re- 
ceived when her fingers were caught 
in a door at the Emerson School. The 
check on a door was broken causing 
it to close quickly. According to law, 
towns and cities are not responsible 
for injuries received by children in 
public schools. 

Mrs. Reddish of 909 Chestnut street, 
Upper Falls, asked damages from the 
city because of an alleged defect on 
the sidewalk which caused her daugh- 
ter to fall and receive injuries. The 
exact date of this accident was not 
known by the claimant. 

Walter I. Wallis of Needham asked 
$14 damages for repairs on his auto 
necessitated by a collision with 
city truck on Hartford street, Newton 
Highlands. Miss A. G. Moore asked 
for payment for damages to her auto- 
mobile. She claimed that while driv- 
ing along Crafts street on May 7 a city 
employee threw a shovelful of gravel 
which hit her car. breaking headlights 
and damaging the finish. The em- 
ployee contended that Miss Moore was 
driving rapidly and contributed to the 
accident. John M. Quinlan of Capital 
street, Newton, cluimed that a Street 
Department truck backed into his car 
while it was parked in the driveway of 
his yard, causing serious damages to 
the automobile. The driver of the 
truck claimed that the Quinlan car 
was being backed out of the yard 
when it collided with the truck.

$25,000 Fire At 

Newton Corner 

Blaze In Tire Store Causes General 
Alarm 


One of the most serious fires in this 
city for many months occurred late 
Monday afternoon when a blaze which 
started in the cellar of the store at 
223 Washington street, oecnpied by 
the Newton Tire Company spread with 
alarming rapidity and caused three 
alarms to be sounder], bringing ap- 
paratus from all parts of Newton as 
well as assistance from Watertown 
and Waltham. According to the re- 
port of Chief Randlett the fire was 
caused by carelessness on the part of 
Louis Webber of Chelsea, an employee 
of the Newton Tire Company. Young 
Webber was working in the cellar on 
tires using material which con- 
tained gasoline. The gasoline fumes 
became ignited and Webber rushed 
upstairs and onto the street with his 
clothing in flames. He was rushed 
to the hospital with his legs severely 
burned. 

Fed by highly inflammable material 
the flames spread rapidly and the 
smoke from the burning tires made 
the fire extremely difficult to tight 
Hoseinan Edward Hurley of Engine 1 
was overcome by the fumes and taken 
to the Newton Hospital in the police 
ambulance. Lester Felnberg of Chel- 
sea, owner of the tire shop was also 
overcome. Felnberg has a large stock 
of tires on hand and his loss is only 
partially covered by insurance. The 
flames and smoke caused serious 
damage to the Hoffman Beauty Shop 
at 225 Washington street and the Man- 
hattan Tailors at 227 Washington 
street. Chief Randlett estimates the 
damage to the building and contents 
at about $25,000. 

The lines of fire hose laid across the 
tracks of the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way blocked traffic for about an hour 
and one-half when travel was ut its 
peak. Cars were run from Oak Square 
as far as the Washington street bridge 
to relieve conditions after a blockade 
had resulted which delayed passengers 
homeward bound to the Newtons and 
Waltham.

On Monday Mayor Weeks seut a 
communication to the Board of Al- 
dermen Informing them that he had 
appointed Richard H. P211is as Water 
Commissioner to succeed J. Clifton 
Whitney.

The Mayor commented 
that he feels the present day needs of 
Newton’s water department require 
not only an executive experienced in 
water works management, but one 
qualified by training and experience 
us an engineer.

Newton’s Tercentenary Pageant 

Wins Enthusiastic Praise 

Acclaimed By Thousands As The Best Ever Produced 
In This Vicinity 


Pageantry’s purpose to "Make Old 
Men dream dreams and Young Men 
see visions" was most successfully ac- 
complished this week in the produc- 
tion of the inspiring Tercentenary 
Pageant-Drama. “Newton — The City 
Beautiful," In a natural amphitheatre 
setting on the extensile Newton Cen- 
tre Playground. More than 15,000 per- 
sons witnessed at three evening per- 
formances — Tuesday, Wednesday, and 
Thursday — a production of perfection, 
probably unequalled by anything of 
its artistic type ever given before in 
this section of the country. 

Seats were at a premium at every 
performance and on each of the three 
evenings, so fortunately favored by 
weather ideal for out-of-doors perform- 
ance. “sold out" signs had to be dis- 
played long before the scheduled time 
of starting. Without a flaw in the 
presentation, more than 400 men, wo- 
men, and children played their parts; 
60 talented musical artists provided 
instrumental accompaniment and a 
chorus of 150 full-toned voices took 
prominent part. Newton's pageant 
was a real gem. 

For the thousands who came, saw 
ami marveled, attempt at description 
would appear puerile, but for the other 
thousands, prevented because of lack 
of room from witnessing this color- 
ful spectacle, may be pictured the beau- 
ties of the Garden Scene, the inter- 
esting detail of the picturesque Vil- 
lage Green and the stirring scenes of 
the Town Meeting. 

Fanfare of trumpets announced the 
opening exactly at 9:00 o’clock in the 
evening when darkness had set in suf- 
ficiently to make th<* lighting most 
effective. Whittier's "Hymn of Greet- 
ing" followed while the pageant field 
was in darkness and a semi-circular 
ring of flood lights shining out of 
clumps of evergreen and directed sky- 
wards formed a veritable curtain of 
light in front of the three great grand- 
stands shaped almost like a horse- 
shoe. 

With the conclusion of this open- 
ing choral number and while applause 
was still echoing across the grass- 
carpeted stage. “dawi>" disclosed the 
“Elemental Spirits of the Untamed 
Wilderness” prostrate, sleeping. In 


this part the lighting effect was espe- 
cially fine and Indicated early the 
prominent part to he played all 
through the pagea .L by the lanterns, 
floods and spots located In two tow- 
ers back of the elevated seats. 

Awake, the dancers portrayed the ob- 
stacles with which the pioneer had to 
contend; a virgin soil to be subdued; 
to the Primitive Forest comes Man; 
the new contender builds, worships, 
defends Then Civilization arrives, 
and Freedom. Mr. C. Haasler Capron 
of Newton Centre, whose reputation is 
national. Is responsible for the won- 
ders of the lighting. The attention 
of his workmen to timing and apace 
was perfect and the blending of colors 
in this and other scenes gave a touch 
to the whole which made the lighting 
an outstanding feature. 

Dancing here and throughout was 
most descriptive, too. Miss Margaret 
Huntley and Miss Harriet Dane, lead- 
ers of the dancers, interpreted the 
parts assigned to them extraordinarily 
well and at no time dropped out of 
the roles they assumed. To them 
went the mass of the praise, but to 
the hundreds of others who danced 
spiritedly and always in harmony with 
the musical accompaniment, the ap- 
preciative audiences gave hearty ap- 
plause. This whole company of danc- 
ers reflected credit upon Mrs Harry 
P. Forte, who trained and directed 
them. The touch of her art was ap- 
parent. although she herself was not 
in sight. 

The “Town Meeting" with Former 
Mayor Edwin O. Childs in the role 
of Moderator, made a splendid impres- 
sion. The setting — two score of men 
seated in council, heatedly discussing 
the moot questions of the early Colon- 
ial days — was like every other in the 
beautifully written pageant, historical- 
ly correct in spirit, although not en- 
tirely so in the “letter" — and it was so 
intended. Freemen who voiced the 
sentiments of the hardy pioneers and 
their determination to win freedom 
were portrayed by such as Walter 
Amesbury, member of the Newton

CITY OF NEWTON 

IN THE BOARD OF HEALTH 
March 3, 1930: 

ORDERED That the following reg- 
ulations be and are hereby adopted: 

REGULATIONS 

Raw Milk: Pasteurization: 

Pasteurized Milk 

SECTION 1:— On and after Septem- 
ber 1st, 1930, all raw milk, offered for 
sale to a consumer in the City of 
Newton, shall he drawn exclusively 
from tuberculin tested and accredited 
herds, or tested herds on the way to 
accreditation; shall he certified by the 
Medical Milk Commission In the man- 
ner required by law; and shall, when 
offered for sale, contain not more 
than 10,000 bacteria per cubic centi- 
meter. 

SECTION 2: — On and after Septem- 
ber 1st, 1930, all milk not meeting the 
requirements as contained in Section 
1, before being offered for sale to a 
consumer, shall be pasteurized and 
shall comply with the following re- 
quirements: shall be natural cow’s 
milk not more than forty-eight hours 
old when pasteurized; shall have a 
bacteria content of not more than 750,- 
000 per cubic centimeter before pas- 
teurization; shall be subjected for a 
period of not less than thirty min- 
utes to a temperature of not less than 
140 degrees Fahrenheit and not more 
than 145 degrees Fahrenheit and shall 
be immediately cooled to a tempera- 
ture of 50 degrees Fahrenheit or lower. 

SECTION 3: — The heaters or pas- 
teurizers used in the pasteurization of 
milk shall be equipped with suitable 
automatic time and temperature re- 
cording devices indicating to what 
temperature the milk has been heated, 
the length of time it was subjected to 
such heat, as well as the time when 
such record was made. The record 
so made shall be preserved for one 
year by every milk dealer and shall 
he open to the inspection of the Board 
of Health or its authorized agent 
whenever requested. 

SECTION 4: — No pasteurizing 
equipment shall be used for the pas- 
teurization of milk that is not ap- 
proved by the Board of Health or its 
authorized agent. 

SECTION 5:— All cream and 
skimmed milk offered for sule to a 
consumer, not obtained from milk 
meeting the requirements of Sectiou 
1, shall be pasteurized in accordance 
with the provisions of Sectiou 2, or 
obtained from pasteurized milk. 

SECTION 6: — All ice cream offered 
for sale to a consumer shall be man- 
ufactured from cream obtained from 
milk meeting the requirements of Sec- 
tion 1, or from milk mooting the re- 
quirements of Section 1, or from pas- 
teurized milk, as defined lu Sectiou 2. 

SECTION 7: — No milk offered for 
sulo shall be pasteurized moro than 
once. 

SECTION 8: — Pasteurized milk 
when offered for sule sliull contain 
not more than 50,000 bacteria per 
cubic centimeter.

UNDER THEJjILDED DOME 

Apparently determined that proro- 
gation should lie reached during the 
month of May, the Legislature held a 
record-breaking session last week, sit- 
ting for almost 21 continuous hours or 
from 10:30 a. m. Wednesday to 10 a. 
m. Thursday. It was considerable of a 
strain on everybody, with the clerks in 
the various branches, legislative and 
executive and t lie Secretary of State’s 
office, getting the worst of it. These 
latter had the work of handling and 
engrossing the measures, while t he leg- 
islators had only to talk about them. 
But everybody seemed eager to get 
home for good before the holiday. The 
Newton legislators stuck it out pretty 
bravely, all things considered. Repre- 
sentative Thompson and Senator Hol- 
lis were the only ones who remained 
until the actual ceremony of prorogu- 
ing. 

It was a trying night, made more so 
by the fact that in the early morning 
hours of the last day, when ordinarily 
everybody is in bed or ought to he, 
some of the most important action ol 
the year was taken. The Governor 
vetoed five hills, four of them to amend 
the civil service laws and one to raise 
the salaries of certain district court 
judges. About 160 House members 
were on hand and in each instances 
the Governor was sustained. None ol 
the vetoes could have been sent to the 
Senate because the hills originated in 
the House and had therefore to be re- 
turned to that branch. 

There are to lie a number of special 
investigations due to legislation passed 
this year, blit the total is about one- 
third of that of last year or nine spe- 
cial commissions. Taxation will be 
onsidered by a special commission 
again, with a view of getting into new 
form some, of the bills rejected this 
year. Dredging of Fort Point Channel, 
not a new matter, will be again stud- 
ied; proposed changes in the laws to 
protect marine fisheries, need of the 
establishment of a State fish pier at 
Gloucester, proposed changes in the 
form of limited town meetings, need of 
a bridge from Hull to South Boston, 
investigation ■>! tin* State's regulation 
of professional boxing and whether 
professional wrestling should be regu- 
lated as well: maintenance of State 
reservations for recreation and the pro- 
posal to erect a building on t lie State 
House grounds for the accommodation 
of the Supreme Court. Another com- 
mission will study the problem of 
habit-forming drugs, while still an- 
other will deal with the retirement 
allowances of State and Metropolitan 
district employes. Than there will be 
a special commission for the celebra- 
tion o ft he George Washington bicen- 
tennial. 

The Boston Board of Port Authority 
will look into the suggestion of the 
Governor that a grain elevator he

erected in South Boston. The State 
Department of Public Works will study 
the vexatious problem of throwing 
junked automobiles on other folks' 
land, while the Public Utilities Com- 
mission will take up a codification of 
the law relating to automobiles that 
carry persons for hire, with the ex- 
ception of taxicabs. 

Not as much was accomplished as 
might have been in the matter of 
compulsory automobile liability insur- 
ance rates. After all. the matter is 
about where it was before all the talk 
and excitement started. One of the 
last things done by the House was the 
killing of a Dill for the creation of a 
special motor vehicle appeal and rat- 
ing hoard with instructions to study 
the advisability of establishing a 
demerit system of rating. This seemed 
to lie on the way towards enactment. 
The Senate was fairly unanimous hut 
the whole thing was dealt a fatal blow 
in the House. 

The thanks of Newton people who 
are interested in the problem of reliev- 
ing traffic congestion in Governor 
Square should go to Mayor Curley of 
Boston for his interest in that hill. 
Not hut what our own fellow citizen, 
Henry I. Harriman, chairman of the 
Elevated trustees, put in a lot of hard 
work in striving to provide satisfactory 
legislation. However, had not Mayor 
Curley agreed to the form of tin* hill it 
Is doubtful if it would have ever 
passed. 

The passage of a hill providing for 
old-age assistance received a great deal 
of publicity. But it is not an old-age 
pension act. Rather it extends tiie 
provisions of the present law relating 
to the payment of funds to those in 
need. As a social welfare measure it 
is said to he in advance of other States. 

Book censorship was one of the 
much-discussed matters that really re- 
ceived attention. The "liberals”, so 
called, did not get what they first 
sought, hut a measure was enacted 
which will give the courts wider discre- 
tion in interpreting the obscene litera- 
ture statute. 

The special commission of last year, 
of which Senator Hollis, was chairman, 
managed to produce a Dill for the elim- 
ination of grade crossings which is 
looked upon as one of tiie best hills 
enacted this year. Under its provi- 
sions, the State Department of Public 
Works will carry out a program of 
grade chossing abolition, with the rail- 
roads paying 50 percent of the cost, 
the State 35 or 40 percent and the re- 
mainder by the municipalities inter- 
ested. 

Representative Luitwieler had the 
satisfaction of seeing a revision and 
recodlficatiun of the fire prevention 
laws. He has labored for three years 
oil this. Now there will lie uniform 
laws throughout the State, instead m 
a jumble, with a separate code lor Hu 
Metropolitan district. 

The child welfare features received 
much attention this year and an im 
portaut hill passed was that providing 
for educational advantages to children 
unable to attend school because of their 
crippled condition or some such cause 
Another law allows the State to con- 
tribute to t he higher education of a 
child not under 16 or over 22 whose 
father was killed in the World War or 
died from other causes as a result ol 
that service.

OBJECT TO IMPROVING OF 
ADAMS STREET

We hope the people who were kick- 
ing about the cold, rainy weather are 
satisfied with the weather we have 
been getting this week. 


This must be “wasp year." There 
are more of these stingers flying about 
than we have seen for some time. It 
is no joke when one flies into a car 
you may be operating. 


The store owners and other busi- 
ness men of this city deserve praise 
for the co-operation they have given 
the Tercentenary Committee in dec- 
orating their places of business. Have 
you noticed many — or any chain-stores 
decorated? 

The management of the Colonial 
Filling Station on Centre avenue, New- 
ton is to be commended for re painting 
this station. Instead <>r the glaring, 
monotonous green which was daubed 
on this building recently, it is now 
colored white with green trim. 


The fire at the tire shop on Wash- 
ington street, Newton last Monday af- 
ternoon emphasizes the need of fire 
resisting partitions between cellars of 
stores in business blocks. 


The parade on Memorial Day was 
the most imposing ever in this city. 
The many thousands of spectators who 
lined the streets were quite com- 
mendatory in their comments on the 
display. 


One untoward feature of the pa- 
rade was the shunting of the platoon 
of Newton firemen who marched down 
Centre street and onto Homer street 
so that this body of men, many of 
whom were veterans of the World 
War, were not accorded the privilege, 
enjoyed by the rest of the paraders, of 
Passing the reviewing stand. It was 
an unfortunate error, unintentionally 
made, which sidetracked the firemen. 
The firemen were quite indignant until 
explanations were made. 


At the meeting of the Aldermen 
on Monday night a hearing was held 
on the petition to grade and accept 
Adams street from Watertown street 
to California street. Mrs. Mary Ready 
of 10*1 Adams street, who has resided 
there for 70 years favors the improve- 
ment. John McMullen of 108 Adams 
street said all the older residents of 
the street favor the improvement. It 
is badly needed and has been waited 
for a long time. 

Mr. Hatch representing A. W. Os- 
good. owner of the Garden City Laun- 
dry. objected to the petition. He 
stated that Mr. Osgood has recently 
expended over $600 in placing Adams 
street in good condition. The street 
is now in good condition, 
sided at 120 Adams street for 40 

Timothy Kenslea stated he has re- 
years. He gave the information that 
he is a foreman on the Street De- 
partment of Newton and an expert 
road builder. He asserted that Adams 
street is now in as good condition 
as any street he can build and that 
if this street is cut through so that 
it will be a through way to California 
street, it will be used for heavy 
traffic. Trucks will use it to and from 
the freight yards at Bemis. He said 
that many of the heavy taxpayers on 
the street had not been asked to sign 
the petition. James Maher of 30 
Pearl street, owner of property on 
Adams street extension opposed the 
petition. He is satisfied with present 
conditions. 

William Delaney of 24 Adams 
street opposed the petition as did 
Louis Fried of 59 Cook street, who 
said he is the second heaviest tax- 
payer on Adams street.

TERCENTENARY PAGEANT 


(Continued from Page 1) 


messenger on horseback, Robert 
Pieper, announcing the passage of 
the Stamp Act, formed the Second 
Episode. It carried on the olements 
of perfection which had begun earlier 
in the First Episode, "John Eliot and 
the Indians, October, 1646." This 
episode was placed on the camping- 
ground of Chief Wuban and his In- 
dian tribe. It was one of the long- 
est of the four episodes and many 
expressed the belief that it was the 
most interesting. 

When the curtain of light was raised, 
or rather extinguished, the flood of 
other lights focused on a picture of 
a peaceful Indian village with squaws 
busily engaged in making pottery or 
weaving in their primitive way. Med- 
icine men administered to the sick and 
braves of the tribe busied themselves 
making fire, pointing arrows and in 
various ways portraying the character- 
istics of the tribe which one time 
made its home among the hills of the 
present Garden City. 

Into this peaceful scene, up the 
stream which represented the Charles 
River, an excited Indian outlook pad- 
dles, jumped out on the bank, pulled 
his long canoe after him yelling. "The 
White Man Comes.” John BUot, 
famed missionary preacher and teach- 
er. led the white men onto the scene, 
receiving from Chief Waban the 
"heart’s right hand" of friendly greet- 
ing. James R. Houghton in clear, full 
voice sang, and, in pantomime, Ray- 
mond Lang, as Eliot, preached to the 
tribe. It was truly descriptive of 
the first gathering of its kind on the 
American continent. 

The lights were lowered to denote 
tlf passing of time. The second 
scene reveals g crowd deeply moved 
by Eliot’s exhortation. They are 
asked if they will accept the teach- 
ings of Christianity. They give the 
sign of their pledge. Waban is bap- 
tized. With the signing of “The In- 
vocation" by Carlos Troyer. the sec- 
ond scene closes upon the “first Chris- 
tian Community of Indians within the 
English Colonies." 

The lights are again lowered, to 
return a moment later, revealing an- 
other day, when the Apostle appears 
with his companions, bringing imple- 
ments of husbandry to encourage a 
better social order, and to incite “to 
a prudent management of their af- 
fairs on earth." For this new vision, 
not only of Heaven but of Earth, the 
Indians are filled with great joy and 
appreciation! 

Scene of the Third Episode, “The 
Village Green," however, topped all 
<*thcrs as ,i spectacle. It was located 
at Angler's Corner, 1834-1860. To the 
right was the typical white-painted, 
Meeting House with its towering bel- 
fry. To the left was the Little Red 
School House. Dandies of the day 
were out in force, dressed in their 
finest, bowing and scraping to every 
pretty lady who passed — and there 
were many of them. Daintily hang- 
ing on the arms of their beaux were 
the maidens in their gorgeous silks, 
bustled dressed, voluminous sleeves, 
neck chokers and bonnets. 

Way back on the banks of the river 
a negro lad fished. On the same bank 
two others played catch. School was 
letting out at the left, the open door 
guarded by the white haired master 
disgorging its lasses with rutiled pan- 
ties showing below their full dresses 
and the fun-loving lads in velvet long 
trousers and ruffled waists. 

Into this scene, in succession drove 
the stage coach, dropping off its pas- 
sengers and taking on the “bride and 
bridegroom" who had emerged from 
the church amid a joyful wedding 
party. From the left next arrived a 
lad on a high wheeled bicycle and 
most spectacular of all the snorting, 
puffing, wood-burning steam train — 
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first to arrive in Newton with Its 
President and a distinguished com- 
pany aboard. The entire scene was 
one of “Modes and Manners," carefully 
thought out and perfectly executed. 

In this beautiful episode Charles E. 
Kelsey, in magnificent wine-colored 
suit, appeared as the railroad presi- 
dent ; Raymond Green, apparently 
made up by a master, portrayed Lin- 
coln, whose call to arms to defend and 
preserve the unity of the nation, broke 
up that happy scene; Charles W. Bond 
was the schoolmaster; E. A. Pitt and 
S. W. Pattee piloted the steam train 
and John J. Hurley, dressed as a first 
coachman of those ceremony-loving 
days, handled the rein of the coach 
ami four as only an expert can do. 

Last of the Episodes, the 4th, dis- 
closed “A Newton Home, 1930” in 
which Frod Blanchard's clear voice 
and emphatic expression told the story 
of what had gone before somewhat 
in summary to children of the fam- 
ily. Mrs. W. Cornell Appleton was 
“mother" in this scene and the chil- 
dren were Fred Hammond, Baxter 
Richardson. Sybil Lander. Marlon 
Morgan and Virginia Lichtner. 

The finale was preceded by tableaux 
in alcoves of the central setting and 
were very effectively presented, anil 
there was an interlude in which the 
lo villages of Newton were represent- 
ed by ton maidens. Then followed 
the Garden Scene, previously referred 
to in which children of the Play- 
grounds. so well trained, danced and 
played to the delight of the audiences. 
In the dancing in this scene Misses 
Huntley and Dane were featured 
again, and Miss Catherine Martin por- 
trayed A Spirit. The parts of four 
flower dancers were taken by Misses 
Edna Mitchell. Dorothy Carroll. Pris- 
cilla Wright and Helen Dane, while 
Miss Jean Budding and Geraldine Wis- 
hach were leaders of the butterflies. 

Plymouth had a great pageant 10 
years ago and since that time Lexing- 
ton did likewise. The first was staged 
at a cost of over $100,000 and the sec- 
ond cost more than $50,000, and when 
it is known that the expense of New- 
ton’s Tercentenary Pageant was only 
$15,000 and at the same time— though 
not as large — surpassed both Plym- 
outh and Lexington in the opinion of 
prominent artists and experts in pa- 
geantry as well as representatives of 
the press who have chronicled all 
three, then those in charge of the 
Newton pageant deserve the praise 
which is being showered upon them. 

Mr. Ernst Hermann, an acknowl- 
edged expert in pageantry, was gen- 
erally given the bulk of the praise for 
the outstanding success of Newton’s 
pageant. Mr. Chester Arthur Drum- 
mond, the author, evolved and crea- 
ted a masterful book and then with 
Mr. Hermann directed it. Back of the 
scenes, close to the buzzer was Direc- 
tor Drummond throughout the entire 
period of the performances and to his 
knowledge and effort the perfection 
is credited.

-if providing tickets for everybody; 
Miss Bunker and Mrs. J. Foster 
Holmes, who assisted in providing an- 
tique costumes and hats. The part of 
Narrator, which caused so much fa- 
vorable comment, was taken by Mr. 
William Macurda. 

The lighting was by Hussler Ca- 
pron — a marvelous work, and to Ralph 
C. Henry is credited the scenery, 
meeting house, little red school house, 
picturesque settings and much of the 
idea about the method of presenting. 
Surmounted on the settings, flooded 
with light are the features of cos- 
tuming for which Mrs. Arthur W. 
Lane and Mis. Herbert W. Longfellow 
are responsible, and they in turn 
share the praise with Mrs. Percy E. 
Woodward who accomplished some 
remarkable colored effects by her mas- 
tery of artistic dyeing. 

The cast which was organized by 
Mrs. Ellis Spear. Jr., fitted well into 
the parts assigned to them and her 
tiring task of assembling them night- 
ly. checking their makeup and ar- 
rangement of dress deserves the 
credit which the performances of the 
cast showered upon her. The music 
was arranged for under the direction 
of C. Clark Macomber, Chairman, and 
Ralph D. Mac-Lean, who directed the 
oicliestra. From opening fanfare of 
trumpet to finale, Newton’s Tercen- 
tenary pageant was a gem, the brilli- 
ance of which will shine for a long, 
long time.

Desolation in Wake of 

Gigantic Gold Dredges 

Automobile tourists through the 
northern part of California are liable 
to hnve their attention attracted to 
mountains of cobblestones frequently 
seen Sometimes these piles are 50 or 
00 feet high and several hundred feet 
long. They are never beautiful and 
they add nothing to the landscape. In 
fact, they are eyesores, but there Is 
little prospect of their retnovul. These 
piles nre the accumulation of the gold 
dredges, gigantic constructions which 
eat their way through the land and 
leave a trail of desolation. Farm lands 
and orchnrds are brought up hy the 
operators and left In ruin, for the land 
Is useless for uny purpose whatever 
after the passage of the dredger. 
These machines cost about a quarter 
of a million dollars, but the cost of 
operation is very small. A large quan- 
tity of the earth must be treated to 
recover a small quantity of the yellow 
metal, but at that the business Is very 
profitable. The stones tnken from the 
soil ore useful only to grind up for 
cement, but the piles standing today 
will offer crushed stone sufficient for 
the demands of the entire country for 
many years.— Washington Star.

Last came the periods of the Egyp- 
tian conquests and weapons of the al- 
most legendary Philistines, together 
with objects, senrahs nnd Jewels, which 
trace the Journey of the Israelites to 
the Promised Innd.

Their meaning is only con 
Jecturnl nnd no one has ever offered 
any explanation which is generally 
accepted. Apparently Easter Islnnd 
was chosen ns the graveyard for the 
chiefs of a large Islnnd archipelago 
which suddenly disappeared The thou 
Sands of slaves who were kept at work 
carving out these Images were left 
without food nnd fell upon eneh other 
until only a few remained. The story 
of all these events was never recorded 
and can be rend only by Inference. 


Liberty Cap 

In early Roman times, only freemen 
were permitted to wear enps. When 
a slave was mnnuinitted. a small cap. 
usually of red felt, was placed on his 
hend. and his name was registered In 
the city tribes. Several Roman com 
mnnders hoisted such caps on spears 
to Indicate that nil slaves who Joined 
them should he free; nnd when Cnesnr 
was murdered. the conspirators 
marched forth In a body, with n cap 
elevated on a spear. In token of lih 
erty. 

In the French revolution, the Ills 
erty cap was adopted hy the revolu 
tionists as a badge of tlielr freedom 


Plate and “Window Glass” 

Glass Is made In two ways. One h> 
blowing, the other hy rolling. The 
blown glass, known ns “window glass." 
Is nor always uniform In section, may 
contain Imperfections, bubbles, sand 
marks, streaks, warped surfaces and Is 
graded accordingly 

Plate glass Is free from the Imper 
feotlon of wnrpage, objects seen 
through It nre not distorted, It Is more 
costly. Single-strength window glass 
may he used for small panes and storm 
sash. Light-weight plate glass one 
eighth-inch thick Is recommended for 
small windows. 


IncTans’ Poisoned Arrows 

The bureau of ethnology says that 
the arrow poison used by the Indians 
was of vegetal and animal origin. 
Among the vegetal poisons there were 
the snp of the yucca august! folia, a 
preparation of aconite, nnd a plant 
called tango, the inllk of which was 
poison. Some tribes, such ns the Shn 
shoni and Bannock Indians, secured 
a deer and caused it to he bitten by a 
rattlesnake. T|ic deer was then killed 
and allowed to putrefy. Then the ar 
rows were dipped Into the putrid mat 
ter.

Meals in Lumber Camps 

Some one recently writing of Mulne 
lumber camp feods describes the tattle 
In rather Interesting terms: “The 
( food Is all on before the cook shouts: 

I ‘Come nnd get It I’ You will not find 
finger bowls, white napkins or ■ dozen 
knives and forks to every person, but 
you’ll find real grub, the kind that 
delights the stomach of every woods- 
j man. There are no ’courses.' You 
I eat ns much as you want of anything 
thnt Is on the tnhle. The dishes are 
kept filled by the cookees. Coffee, 
milk and tea are In large pitchers. 
Other food Is In tins or enameled bns- 
tns and In large quantities. The cups 
nre of tin and hold a pint — a renl mnn- 
slze cup. Knives, forks, spoons nnd 
plates are also of tin or enameled 
wnre. Some of the men mix beans, 
bread, pickles, potatoes nnd onion 3 
together and then cover It with mo- 
lasses. As soon ns n man has eaten, 
he takes his dishes nnd deposits them 
in one of the huge dishpnns thnt Is 
usually In the sink at one end of the 
cookrooin. To lenve your dishes on 
the tnble would be a certain sign of 
•greenhorn.' ” — Lewiston Journal. 


Scottish Judge Noted 

for Bathos on Bench 

Newly appointed Judges ore Invari- 
ably warned against undue loquacity 
on the bench. A dreadful example of 
such verbosity Is found In the case of 
Lord Eskgrove, n Scots Judge of a hun- 
dred years ago. Eskgrove could never 
bo content with a plnln statement, nnd 
his efforts to adorn the tale often led 
him Into almost Incredible depths of 
bnthos. Condemning a tailor to death 
for murdering a soldier he declared : 
"Not only did you murder him, where- 
by he was bereaved of life, but you 
did thrust, or push, or pierce, or pro- 
ject, or propel the lethal weapon 
through his regimental breeches, which 
were his majesty’s." On another oc- 
casion, sentencing two criminals for 
househrenklng with violence, he end- 
ed a long recital of their crimes by 
deploring: “And all this you did, God 
preserve us, Just as the family were 
sitting down to dinner.” — Montreal 
Star. 


Eliminating Ground Ivy 

A simple nnd effective remedy for 
ground Ivy on lawns has been found. 
This consists of a single spraying 
with sodium chlorute, using 1 to 2 
ounces per gullon of wnter, and that 
quantity of solution (s sufficient to 
cover 100 square feet, providing a 
pressure sprayer is used. If applied 
with a sprinkling con. a trifle more 
solution will he needed, as that method 
of application Is somewhat wasteful of 
mnterlnl. The leaves should he thor- 
oughly covered. The spray can be ap- 
plied any time during the summer 
or fall. Since the spray discolors the 
grass for a short time, it Is perhaps 
best to defer oppllcntion until late 
fall. 


English Poets Laureate 

The origin of the poet Inureatshlp of 
England is Involved In obscurity. In 
early days the word "laureate" came 
to mean In English "eminent.” It was 
thus generally, although not alwnys, 
applied In a literary sense. Medieval 
kings had poets or minstrels attached 
to their households, who received pen- 
sions. although their appointment wus 
not official. In this wny Ren Jonson 
was looked upon as the first laureate, 
but the title seems never to hnve been 
really conferred on him. John Dry- 
den was the first English poet to re- 
ceive the title by letters-pntent In 1070. 
From that time the post became a reg- 
ular Institution.

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE LECTURE BY JUDGE SAMUEL W. GREENE, C.S.B. 


Judge Samuel W. Greene, C.S.B., of 
Chicago, Illinois, delivered a lecture 
on Christian Science Saturday eve- 
ning, May 31st, at First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, Newtonvllle, and an- 
other Sunday afternoon, June 1st, at 
Paramount Theatre, Newton Corner. 
The latter, entitled: “Christian Sci- 
ence: Its Healing Message” is printed 
helow. The lecturer was introduced 
by Francis W. Davis, the First Read- 
er of the Newton Church, who said: 

First Church of Christ, Scientist, of 
Newton, again welcomes you to a June 
lecture In this auditorium. 

Our welcome extends beyond the 
cordiality of our greeting. It opens 
the door of greater opportunity to 
everyone in this audience. 

To the first Inquirer, the lecture 
brings authoritative information re- 
garding Christian Science and its dis- 
coverer and founder, Mary Baker 
Eddy. 

To the young student in Christian 
Science, it brings a broader view of 
the possibilities and practicalities of 
tliis new-old science. 

To the older worker in our cause, 
it brings refreshment and an en- 
larged vision of our opportunity to 
serve God and our fellow-men. 

Let us all, therefore, open the door 
of our thought to this lecture and wel- 
come individually the inspiration 
which it surely brings. Thus may we 
take away enlightment. a greater 
measure of helpfulness to our brother 
man and a surer application of the 
healing power of Christ, Truth. 

Judge Samuel W. Greene, our lec- 
turer this afternoon, needs no intro- 
duction to many, as lie recently served 
as First Reader of The Mother 
Church, later returning to the Board 
of Lectureship of The Mother Church, 
with whose authorization he now 
speaks. The subject of his lecture 
is “Christian Science: Its Healing 
Message.” 

I now have the honor to introduce 
Judge Greene. 

There is a message in Christian Sci- 
ence for every individual. There Is 
not a human need in the consciousness 
of man, woman, or child, in this com- 
pany, but it can be met and satisfied 
through a correct understanding of 
God as revealed in Christian Science. 
There is no mystery nor mysticism in 
Christian Science. It is the clear 
clarion-call to a busy, practical age, in- 
viting mankind to a consideration of 
the new-old message of the Christ. It 
is crying in the words of the Master 
Christian, “Come unto me, all ye that 
labour and are heavy laden, and I 
will give you rest." Its appeal is to 
the sick, the sorrowing, the unhappy, 
the dissatisfied. It comes to a world 
steeped in materialism and in materi- 
alistic philosophies, to a people uncer- 
tain, confused, unhappy, offering light, 
hope, consolation, salvation — here now 
and forever. It is marshaling a vast 
new army of thinkers. The outworn 
creeds and screeds and platitudes of 
unsatisfying religions are being re- 
placed by vigorous vital truths, con- 
cerning God and man: and great hosts 
of mem and women everywhere are 
being blessed and benefited through 
their acceptance of Christian Science. 

THE DISCOVERER 

The Discoverer and Founder of 
Christian Science, Mary Baker Eddy, 
through years of study, prayer, and 
contemplation, perceived a spiritual 
law of healing running through the ex- 
periences of the prophets, of Jesus, 
and of his disciples. She saw that the 
healing work accomplished by those 
consecrated men was instant and per- 
manent, and without the use of any 
material means or medicines. Being 
in need, herself, of healing, she 
reached out in thought and prayer to 
God. claiming the presence and the 
manifestation of God’s power just as 
in Jesus’ time. To the great amaze- 
ment of her family and friends, she 
was able immediately to rise from a 
sick bed and manifest a normal sense 
of health. She was not satisfied with 
the idea that this was a miraculous or 
unusual manifestation of God’s power 
for her own benefit, but she believed 
that she had realized the existence of 
a definite, certain law of health and 
healing which was and is available for 
all who bring their thinking into con- 
formity with that law. 

GOD 

This revelation or discovery 
changed the whole trend of Mrs. Ed- 
dy’s life, and her every ubility and 
energy was wholly dedicated from fills 
time forward to the elucidating of a 
practical, operative plan of procedure 
to give this truth to mankind. She 
saw that the world needed a moro 
understandable concept of God; some- 
thing removed from the realm of 
fancy and superstition and blind 
faith. She saw that mankind’s con- 
cept of God and crention needed 
changing from the material to the 
spiritual. She saw the need of spiritu- 
alizing the world’s view of crention. 
The ordinary custom of praying, pe- 
titioning God to do some specific thing 
or to forbear doing some other thing, 
shows how God has been generally 
considered to bo a great superman — 
one whom personnl appeals will, or 
may, influence to do or not to do some- 
thing. One may say, such a concept 
of God is surely not entertained to- 
day by thinking people. Perhaps not 
so generally as it was fifty yearn ago, 
but listening to the average prayer, 
one still hears much of the forvid per- 
sonal appeal. During the past fifty or 
Hixty yours Christian Science has been 
tanking its appenl to the world’s 
thought, and It is undoubtedly true 
that millions, not colling themselves 
Christian Scientists, have boon blessed 
and enlightened through the spread 
of Christian Science. 

Christian Science teaches that God 
Is above, und far removed from, Im- 


perfection, impatience, ignorance, dis- 
ease, pain, and death. It teaches that 
such material concepts of God and of 
God's creation must necessarily be 
false, misleading, and unbelievable, 
from the very nature of God. The Bi- 
ble says that God saw, that is, consid- 
ered, all that Ho had made and that it 
was “very good.” Is it not fair, then, 
to ask of every seeming condition of 
creation or existence: Is this very 
good? and if it does not measure up 
to that high standard, may one not be 
privileged to say. It is not of God’s 
creation and is not true? Such is the 
position taken by Christian Science. If 
it is not good, then it is not of God 
and is not true. 

The Bible says that God made all 
and that “without him was not uny 
tiling made that was made." It is not 
difficult to interpret or understand 
that statement. It is as simple as 
“ABC,” and yet, until Christian Sci- 
ence brought out the practical im- 
port, has the modern world ever heard 
of such a teaching? And even now 
when the Christian Scientist tells his 
friend that such a teaching is prac- 
tical for every-day consideration he 
may still be thought odd or ridiculous. 

Mrs. Eddy says (Science and Health, 
p. 481), “Human hypotheses first as- 
sume the reality of sickness, sin, and 
death, and then assume the necessity 
of these evils because of their admit- 
ted actuality.” She then adds, "These 
human verdicts are the procurers of 
all discord.” 

Manifestly, for one to assume the 
reality of sin, sickness, or death, he 
must assume that God, the infinite 
good, is not in control of His uni- 
verse, but permits some devil or evil 
to enter with discord and imperfec- 
tion. Christian Science declares that 
God is omnipotent, omniscient, om- 
nipresent; that He is infinite Mind, 
Spirit, Soul, Principle, Life, Truth, 
Love. What a glorious vision of God 
is this— all that is tender, all that is 
good, all that is intelligent, all that 
is correct is of God, and there is no 
condition nor creation which does not 
proceed from God. 

MAN 

As Mrs. Eddy worked and thought 
over this marvelous concept of God, 
she saw how poorly mankind had re- 
alized man’s heritage and high estate 
as the creature of God, as God’s son, 
as God’s image and likeness. As soon 
as she turned to the Bible she saw 
that the two accounts of man’s cre- 
ation, as told In the book of Genesis, 
had been confounded and misunder- 
stood by the average Bible reader. She 
saw that man, created in God’s im- 
age and likeness, could never have 
been material or made of matter; that 
indeed matter with its defects and im- 
perfections has no reality as a prod- 
uct of God’s “very good” creation. 
Then she saw that the confounding of 
the accounts of creation had been the 
cause of much of the erroneous 
teaching about man’s original sin, his 
fall, and his banishment from God. 
Christian Science teaches that man is 
spiritual because God is Spirit, that 
man is idea because God is Mind, that 
man can never be sick or die because 
he is of God, who is Life. 

The apostle Paul surely had some- 
thing of this concept of man when he 
wrote, “For I am persuaded, that 
neither death, nor life, nor angels, 
nor principalities, nor powers, nor 
things present nor things to come, 
nor height, nor depth, nor any other 
creature, shall be able to separate us 
from the love of God,- which is in 
Christ Jesus our Lord.” How much 
sickness, sorrow, and sin have result- 
ed from this false teaching and think- 
ing concerning man, only the ages 
can reveal. What a glorious prospect 
for one to look upon his heritage of 
good — that every good and every per- 
fect gift is his, coming “down from 
the Father of lights, with whom is no 
variableness, neither shadow of turn- 
i ing.” How wonderful for one to know 
j and understand that there is no sick- 
I ness, no imperfection, and that he is 
not subject to any false material laws. 
It is not strange that John the be- 
loved. seeing something of this teach- 
ing in the life and words of the 
blessed Master, could write, “Perfect 
love casteth out fear.” 

It is interesting to note in the many 
testimonies of Christian Scientists 
that fear is usually the great bugbear 
I to lie met. and that when fear is over- 
! come and one is trusting God com- 
j pletely, his healing quickly results. If 
I Christian Science had brought noth- 
ing to the world but the very sane 
teaching concerning the needlessness 
of fear, it would still have been a 
great contribution to the world's 
thought. One really cannot fear when 
lie has any right concept of God. One 
cannot fear Life, or Love, or Truth, 
or Principle, or Spirit, or good — and 
these constitute the nature of God and 
Ills creation. Therefore ono cannot 
reasonably fear. 

THE TEXTBOOK 

In her efforts to help others to see 
and understand these newly unfolded 
truths concerning God and creation, 
Mrs. Eddy saw the necessity of writ- 
ten statements. Accordingly, she be- 
gan in a small way to writo concern- 
ing her discovery. As her understand- 
ing increased her writings expanded, 
until eventually she had produced the 
volume known as “Science and Health 
with Key to the Scriptures,” also 
called “The Christian Science Text- 
book." Naturally, a book propounding 
such surprising theories of God und 
His creation us does Science and 
Health would arouse criticism and op- 
position. During the more than flfty 
yours of Its continued prosperity the 
book has become ono of very wide 
circulation, which is constantly in- 


creasing. It is In no sense a substi- 
tute for the Bible, and Christian Sci- 
entists do not so regard it or use it. 
It is designed to throw the light of 
spiritual interpretation on the Bible. 
It is also, as its name implies, a text- 
book on Christian Science, enabling 
the careful reuder and student of its 
pages to apply successfully the heal- 
ing power of divine law in solving hu- 
man ills. It has the unique distinc- 
tion of being the only book, aside from 
the Bible, ever written, the reading of 
which has healed many persons of 
various types of disease and sickness. 

With the growth and spread of 
Christian Science, the textbook is find- 
ing its way into the hands of many 
physicians and clergymen, and is often 
quoted by them with apparent ap- 
proval of its teachings in certain di- 
rections. The book, also, is being read 
by many scholars, authors, and teach- 
ers, as is evidenced by numerous ref- 
erences to its teachings in current lit- 
erature. Thus this book, upon which 
Mrs. Eddy spent much time and 
thought, is still carrying forward the 
message of education und healing to 
hosts of men and women throughout 
the civilized world. 

Recently I heard a testimony from 
a former Mohammedan from India, 
telling how he had been introduced 
to Christian Science in this country 
through the healing of his child by 
Christian Science treatment. About 
tlie same time in India, thousands of 
miles away, his father, also a Moham- 
medan, and a physician, had become 
acquainted with an Englishman, visit- 
ing in his country, who had told him 
of Christian Science. His father, the 
doctor, presently wrote to the son, 
in this country, requesting that he send 
him from Boston a certain religious 
book, "Science and Health with Key 
to the Scriptures,” by Mary Baker Ed- 
dy. On reading the book, the father 
was healed of some disease, and be- 
came an adherent of Christian Sci- 
ence. The son related the circum- 
stancs of a visit he afterward made to 
his father, telling how, under this new 
and better sense of God they had ac- 
quired in Christian Science, they felt 
nearer to each other than ever before. 
Thus the influence of this book ex- 
tends to the ends of the earth, bind- 
ing men together with bonds of love 
aud understanding that can never be 
broken. 

TREATMENT OR PRAYER 

To one becoming interested in 
Christian Science, or even hearing it 
favorably mentioned, the inquiry will 
naturally arise: How can I use it? or 
what benefit can come to me from this 
teaching? 

This is a practical age, and there 
are many theories of living being pro- 
posed on all sides; so one is justified 
in asking for a practical viewpoint. 
Mrs. Eddy has written in the text 
book (Science and Health, p. 37), “It 
is possible, — yea, it is the duty and 
privilege of every child, man, and 
woman, — to follow in some degree the 
example of the Master by the demon- 
stration of Truth and Life, of health 
and holiness.” 

In the first place, one reading the 
textbook gains at once something of 
confidence from its clear, bold state- 
ments of God’s presence and His avail- 
ability here and now to hless man- 
kind. One hears perhaps for the first 
time, in ringing phrases, that there is 
nothing to fear, for God is the only 
power and creator. Then, as one reads 
the Bible under this new, vivid, spir- 
itual interpretation, he begins to feel 
the presence of the Christ, as mani- 
fested in Jesus’ time and as exempli- 
fied in his works. He sees that Jesus’ 
words, “Lo, I am witli you alway, 
even unto the end of the world," have 
a new meaning; that they constitute 
a genuine promise on which one may 
rely with confidence. He finds new 
hope in Jesus’ words, "And I will 
pray the Father, and he shall give 
you another Comforter, that he may 
abide with you for ever.” 

A new and wonderful courage is 
born as one finds that these and other 
promises or the Bible aro for us to- 
day; that they are practical and are 
realizable in one’s everyday experi- 
ence. With this impetus, one usually 
presses on in his study and investi- 
gation with renewed interest and ea- 
gerness. 

At first one is inclined to search In 
Christian Science for some specific 
form of prayer or treatment. He wants 
a rule or formula by which to pray. 
Mrs. Eddy undoubtedly foresaw this 
weakness in human reasoning, and 
provided in the Manual, or laws of 
the church, that there are no for- 
mulas for treatment or teaching in 
Christian Science. Thus she provided 
against the error of the ages, which 
Jesus condemned in his rebukings of 
the scribes and Pharisees of his time. 

In Christian Science, one does not 
pray as a supplicant, imploring alms, 
but rather as an heir-at-law, endeavor- 
ing to possess that which is his by 
right of inheritance. An heir»at-law 
does not beg for his porting he ful- 
fills the conditions demanded by es- 
tablishing his identity and his relation- 
ship to the testator. He resists and 
repels whatever is antagonistic to his 
claim. He denounces and exposes the 
false claimant, and thus achieves his 
rightful ownership. In Christian Sci- 
ence ono often hears the expression 
"doing one’s work," meaning this pro- 
cess of establishing a clear realization 
of one’s identity and relationship as a 
child of God. 

In accord with the word of the Bi- 
ble. one afllrms and declares that he is 
God’s child; that he is God’s image 
and likeness. He declares and claims 
that his heritage as God’s child is 
good, and is only good. If aught pre- 
sents Itself to his consciousness that 
is not good, be it siu or sickness, he 


denies its existence, because God 
made all that Is good and He made only 
good, and there is no other creator. 

Let us consider, then, the process of 
reasoning, or treatment, in the case of 
disease. We shall take Jesus’ work 
as a model, when he was called to 
see and heal Peter’s mother-in-law, 
who was ill with a great fever. It is 
not recorded that he felt her pulse, or 
her fevered brow, to detect the in- 
tensity of her sickness. The record 
says that he stood over her and re- 
buked the fever, and it left her. Of 
course this does not mean that he 
talked to the fever as to a person, but 
he challenged the claim of fever. He 
denied its reality; he rebuked the be- 
lief of fever entertained by the woman 
and those around her. Then please 
observe what happened — immediately 
"she arose, and ministered unto them." 
thus indicating clearly that she no 
longer feared the disease; that she 
no longer believed that it had any 
power over her, and that she was 
free. 

As soon, then, as her consciousness 
was freed from the false beliefs of 
disease and weakness, she was well. 
There was no period of convalescence, 
but she immediately was up and about 
her regular duties. This proves the 
point that is made in Christian Sci- 
ence, that man is never really sick. 
One suffers because of his fears and 
his false beliefs, and as soon as they 
are destroyed he is well. Is not this 
exactly what Jesus brought out when 
he said, “If ye continue in my word, 
then are ye my disciples indeed; and 
ye shall know’ the truth, and the truth 
shall make you free"? 

Of course, thtf statement that man 
is never really sick is not meant to 
dispute that human beings do become 
ill and do require loving attention and 
healing ministrations. When Christian 
Science declares that man is never 
really sick, it refers to the perfect, 
spiritual man of God’s creation — the 
man whose creation is spoken of in 
the first chapter of Genesis. The false 
sense of man, or the "mortal man” as 
he is sometimes called in Christian 
Science, is that which must be cor- 
rected and healed; and to that end, 
effort is being directed in Christian 
Science. This is clearly the point 
made by the apostle Paul when he 
counsels the early Christians to “put 
off . . . the old man, which is cor- 
rupt; . . . and that ye put on the 
new man. . . . created in righteous- 
ness and true holiness.". 

Through proper study and under- 
standing of God’s perfect creation as 
recorded in the Bible, and spiritually 
interpreted in "Science and Health 
with Key to the Scriptures," Christian 
Scientists do believe that the ills and 
discords of this human existence can 
he largely overcome. This is surely 
in accord with the promises and ex- 
periences of Jesus of Nazareth and 
his disciples. The vigor of the Chris- 
tian Science movement, and the many 
instances of physical healing under 
its practice, bear eloquent testimony 
that Christian Science is founded upon 
the “spiritual Rock" that is, Christ, 
spoken of by Paul in his letter to the 
Corinthians. 

Again, let us consider the case of 
Jairus’ daughter, who was raised from 
the dead. When the father first sought 
Jesus’ help, he stated that she was 
quite ill. but while they were coming 
to the house we read that she died, 
and upon arrival Jesus was met with 
the statement that she was dead. His 
only comment was to the father, to 
whom lie said. “Fear not: believe only, 
and she shall be made whole." Then 
Jesus went into the house, and re- 
buked the belief of death, saying to 
the mourners, "The damsel is not 
dead, but sleepetli.” He went then 
into the room where the child lay, 
and taking her by the hand, called, 
“Maid, arise,” whereupon she arose 
straightway and walked. Here again 
is the process of deninl and affirma- 
tion. Jesus denied the claim of death. 
He said she is not dead. In effect it 
was saying. There is no death. It 
should not be difficult for one to be- 
lieve that death is unreal and untrue. 
Surely if God is Life, then He never 
causes death, and since God is the 
only cause, the only power, there is no 
cause of death; therefore, no death. 
What a burden of fear and depression 
will be lifted from the world’s thought 
when we no longer believe in death. 
What a breath of joy, of strength, of 
courage, and of endurance will come 
to us when we really believe that life 
is eternal. Remembering Jesus' 
words, "Verily, verily, I say unto you. 
If a man keep my saying, he shall 
never see death,” how can we doubt 
the destruction of the belief in death? 

Now let us consider a case of ab- 
sent treatment found in Jesus’ experi- 
ence, the case of the centurion’s serv- 
ant. Here the request came to Jesus 
to heal the servant, and Jesus, in re- 
sponse. started for the home of the 
centurion; but the centurion, being a 
man of faith, protested, and told Jesus 
it would be sufficient for Jesus to 
speak the word and the servant would 
be healed. In that case the centurion 
did not need to be convinced by argu- 
ment of the nothingness of disease: 
he already recognized Jesus’ spiritual 
authority, and asked him to speak the 
word, having full confidence in the 
healing result. Jesus approved of the 
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centurion’s faith, and said to him, 
“As thou hast believed, so be it done 
unto thee,” and his servant was healed 
in the same hour. Here again was the 
denial of the claim or belief of sick- 
ness, not in word but in thought, and 
then the realization that the servant 
was well, and it was so. 

In like manner can one take the 
other healings mentioned in the Bible, 
and always will be found in effect the 
denial of the claim of sickness or 
death, and the affirmation or declara- 
tion of health and life. Likewise, in 
Christian Science, one always denies 
the reality of the discordant sense, 
whatever it may appear to be. Then 
one always declares the fact of per- 
fect creation or being. It is not in any 
sense the exercise of imagination or 
will-power to correct the discordant 
sense. It is the calm, clear reasoning 
and reasonable interpretation of the 
Bible account of creation, wherein all 
of God’s creation, including man, is 
declared to be “very good." 

BUSINESS PROBLEMS 

Christian Science takes the position 
that God. being infinite good, is the 
author of good in every direction, or, 
as Mrs. Eddy expresses it in another 
way, “Love is impartial and univer- 
sal in its adaptation and bestowals" 
(Science and Health, p. 13). 

Through the application of this rea- 
soning. many men and women are 
working out harmoniously the so-called 
business problems of life. Let us con- 
sider this briefly, by taking the case 
of one out of employment, seeking a 
position. In accord with this Science, 
one might first declare and know that 
all of God’s creation is designed to 
present an harmonious and perfect 
manifestation. In other words, all of 
God’s ideas being “very good" must 
co-operate harmoniously. Then one 
might reason: I want to do something 
useful and helpful, and there must be 
something useful and helpful for me 
to do. In such cases one must rea- 
son unselfishly, even lovingly, as well 
as sensibly. Perhaps here, too, the 
element of fear enters prominently. 
One may be afraid that there is no 
opening for him; that his income, be- 
ing stopped, his family will accord- 
ingly suffer. A very little reasoning, 
however, should dissipate the fear. My 
heavenly Father cares for me. I live, 
move, and have my being in Him, and 
there is nothing to fear. Having over- 
come the fear, one can then decide 
what he has to give, and then his task, 
instead of its being to get a position, 
becomes a search for an opportunity 
to give something. * 

I heard recently of a man of mature 
years, being in search of a position. 
At every place to which he applied he 
was told lie was too old. Then some 
one showed him how he was seeking 
to get, instead of to give, and at the 
next place he talked differently. He 
didn’t ask for a job. but began to tell 
the man in charge what he had to 
give, and how willing he was to 
give, and how valuable his services 
would be. He soon interested the em- 
ployer and was given a trial. He then 
applied himself intelligently to give 
some of the qualities lie had men- 
tioned — promptness, intelligence, loy- 
alty. honesty, patience, industry, and 
such like, until his employer soon saw 
that he had made himself so valua- 
ble that he had in effect, created a 
permanent place for himself in the 
business activity, and he was permit- 
ted to organize a department where 
he carried on satisfactorily to himself 
and to his employer. Along this line 
1 have heard a number of interesting 
instances of how different ones were 
apparently failing in their business 
experience, until they realized through 
scientific thinking that one’s job and 
one’s business is to give and not to 
get. 

Let us consider a particular type of 
business for an illustration, such as 
the transportation business, or rail- 
roading. Mrs. Eddy says (Science 
and Health, p. 123). “Divine Science, 
rising above physical theories, ex- 
cludes matter, resolves things into 
thoughts, and replaces the objects of 
material sense with spiritual ideas.” 
How can railroading be resolved into 
thought? What does it represent in 
thought? One might easily observe 
that it means freedom, safety, com- 
fort. progress, activity, beauty, joy, 
education, peace, and many other sat- 
isfactory states of mind. As human 
thinking has improved, note how meth- 
ods of transportation have changed — 
going from ox cart to horse-drawn ve- 
hicles. then to steam-propelled car- 
riages on water and on land, then to 
the very common motor vehicles, and 
now to flying machines. 

I remember ouly a very few years 
back, when it was common talk to say 
the railroads were on the decline, be- 
cause of the automobile and motor 
bus. Forward-looking railroad men, 
though, soon began to improve their 
systems by utilizing the motor bus, 
and now this year of 11)30 has seen 
several transcontinental combinations 
of rail and air travel. The wise rail- 
roader. then, instead of thinking in 
terms of tilings, gives his attention to 
thoughts — to speed, safety, economy, 
comfort, and so forth. 

I recall some years ago when I was 
planning my first ocean travel, I heard 
some one say of a certain steamship 
line. "Their motto is ’Never a life 
lost.’ " You may not be surprised to 
hear that I immediately began to con- 
sider my passage on one of those 
ships. If one were planning a Journey 
by rail and there were several lines 
to be considered, one would naturally 
favor the line whose reputation for 
safety, comfort beauty, accommoda- 
tion. et ceteru, was most favorably re- 
ported. Thus, the management's first 
thought is to give something to the 


public. Naturally, then, the giving at- 
tracts patronage, and that, in turn, 
makes dividends for stockholders, 
which proves that the most successful 
business will be the one that gives 
most. 

As a traveler, I have more or less 
interest in hotels and their handling 
of business, and have at times com- 
pared the efforts in different hotels. I 
remember observing in one hotel 
among the instructions to employees 
this pertinent clause. "The guest is 
always right." You may be sure that 
it was in a hotel w’hich was popular 
with the public. 

These specific instances ‘are signi- 
ficant not in themselves, but in their 
indication of the trend of thought 
among successful business men, and 
toward that which is really scientific 
and in accord with God’s law. Note 
Jesus’ words on the subject, “Give, 
and it shall be given unto you; good 
measure, pressed down, and shaken to- 
gether, and running over, shall men 
give into your bosom. For with the 
same measure that ye mete withal it 
shall be measured to you again.” 

SIN AND SALVATION 

To those uninstructed in Christian 
Science it has sometimes seemed that 
nothing is done in Christian Science 
toward the healing of sin, but the fact 
is, that the whole course of Christian 
Science is an effort to destroy sin and 
the effects of sinful beliefs. As com- 
prehended in Christian Science, sin 
embraces not only the well-recognized 
instances of departure from the univer- 
sally established codes of honesty, 
morality, justice, et cetera, but any 
belief in the power of aught that is 
not of God. Indeed. Christian Science 
adopts as its standard for man's con- 
duct the standard raised by Jesus in 
the Sermon on the Mount. It does 
teach that in reality there is no sin. 
even as there is no disease, but mor- 
tal man. who believes in the pleasure 
and pain of the senses, needs to be 
healed of these false beliefs, and when 
they are destroyed for him through un- 
derstanding. he ceases to indulge 
them, and then the sin ceases — is de- 
stroyed; and Christian Science 
teaches that the destruction of sin is 
the forgiveness thereof. Christian 
Science does not teach that sin is 
without punishment. Inevitably what 
a man sows, that will he also reap and 
"he that soweth to his flesh shall of 
the flesh reap corruption.” 

CHRIST JESUS 

Along with the discussion of salva- 
tion comes the consideration of the 
mission of Jesus of Nazareth. Chris- 
tian Science does not teach that man 
is saved from anything simply because 
of the sacrifice that Jesus made. It 
teaches that Jesus of Nazareth was 
all that is claimed for him in the Bi- 
ble. He was the Son of God: he was 
born of a virgin; he did rise from the 
tomb, and he did ascend in spiritual 
consciousness until he was no longer 
visible to human eyes. It accepts Jesus 
as the Way-shower, as the example of 
a perfect life, and teaches that men 
should so pattern their lives and 
thought that they may be able to do 
all the works that he did. even as he 
promised they might, who believed on 
him. 

Christian Science, however, teaches 
that there is a distinction between 
Jesus the man. of Nazareth, and the 
Christ. In the textbook of Christian 
Science is a full and clarifying discus- 
sion of this distinction. The human 
Jesus manifested the Christ and ex- 
pressed more of the Christ than has 
any other human being, but the Christ, 
or Truth, as understood in Christian 
Science, is the expression of the spir- 
itual nature of God, and may be ex- 
pressed and reflected by each one as 
thought rises in spiritual purity and 
perception. 

UNIVERSAL HEALING 

In his teaching Jesus made it very 
plain that all needs are to be met 
through understanding and applying 
God s power. He invited all who had 
troubles aud burdens to come to him 
for healing: and a careful study of his 
teaching shows that he touched on all 
the human problems. Christian Sci- 
ence also offers, iu its universal ap- 
plication, relief from every human dis- 
cord. 

One of the commonest complaints 
among men is of lack— lack of friends, 
lack of family, lack of supply, lack of 
work, lack of home. The whole of 
lack is comprised in one lack; that is, 
lack of understanding of God. If God 
is all good — is Mind. Love. Soul, Spirit. 
Life — and if a man reflects God. 
with all that God is. he certainly can 
never entertain a sense of lack. A 
sense of lack indicates that mortal 
man is failing, or refusing to recog- 
nize God's omnipresence, and his rem- 
edy is to open his eyes — open his con- 
sciousness to a recognition of God. In 
the Old Testament it is related that 
Elisha, the man of God, was once the 
object of some king’s wrath, and the 
king sent an army and surrounded the 
city tn which the prophet dwelt. When 
the prophet’s servant went forth iu 
the morning, aud saw this hostile 
force, he was greatly frightened, and 
wanted to know what could be done. 
Elisha told him to fear not; that they 
had God. and their protection was as- 
sured. Then he prayed that the young 
man’s eyes might be opened. Then 
something happened to the young man. 
lie was no longer afraid. He beheld the 
| angelic host, uud instead of being 
made a prisoner the prophet took all 
the iuvaders prisoners. 

So in what is called the practice or 
use of Christian Science one frequent- 
ly. bv reason of improved understand- 
ing. sees Joy and hurmony come out 
of a situation that appears to be 
fraught with loss and destruction. I 
knew a Christian Scientist some 




years ago who was holding an elec- 
tive position in a Middle Western city. 
Having been so placed for years, he 
j gradually, according to the human ten- 
’ dency, looked upon the position as his 
source of supply. However, in a re- 
I curring election he was defeated. Then 
his friends began to sympathize with 
J him. and bemoan his untimely loss, 
as friends sometimes do, but he, in- 
stead of accepting the situation as 
i defeat, began truly to consider his re- 
; lationship to God. Using his knowl- 
edge of Christian Science in a prac- 
! tical way, he saw that God had not 
changed; that God had not taken any- 
thing from him, and that it was his 
privilege and opportunity to prove that 
j he understood something of God’s pro- 
vision for His creatures. He cheer- 
fully and happily applied himself to 
the work that seemed available at the 
! moment, declaring that his heavenly 
Father would make proper provision 
for him as he opened his eyes and was 
able to see God's plan. Within leas 
than a year there came to him an 
opening in an entirely different ac- 
tivity, from a source that he had never 
humanly considered, where he has 
been abundantly blessed during the 
intervening years. 

If one believes that he can be with- 
out God’s care, then he may easily 
fall into the error of belief in lack; 
Hut, on the other hand, suppose one is 
firmly and understandingly con- 
vinced that God is always caring for 
him: he will never even think in terms 
i of lack. If one position seems no long- 
er to be for him, he will not fear that 
he is out of work. He will rather rea- 
son that he has another position look- 
ing for him and needing him. and he 
must be alert and active to meet that 
j need. Or, if one source of supply 
seems closed to him. he will not be 
fearful, but assume that God is awak- 
ening him to larger things, and he 
I must be alert to see what is calling 
! him. Or. if some particular compan- 
ionship seems to be lacking, one will 
not stop to grieve, but know that in 
j the infinite heart of divine Love are 
i countless manifestations of helpful 
! companionship, and he will heed the 
call to see what Love would have him 
do. 

So. one may run the gamut of hu- 
man experiences, and always find in 
his consciousness of God’s ever-pres- 
■ ent goodness an opportunity for bless- 
ing, rather than for unhappiness, prov- 
ing Paul’s statement, “All things work 
together for good to them that love 
God, to them who are the called ac- 
cording to his purpose.” 

CONCLUSION 

i But some may complain of the pros- 
pect and program of Christian Science 
and say such results and such condi- 
tions as you speak of are ideal. Cer- 
tainly they are ideal: they are the 
ideal pictured by prophets, and made 
practical and effective in Jesus’ min- 
istry; and he promised that we could 
do not only what he did but greater 
works than his. His call to mankind 
was to be perfect. Shall all enlist 
under his banner? Shall all really be 
Christians? Or shall we be content 
with something less than the perfect, 
something that is not of God? 

As one looks about him, he sees 
enlightened progress on every hand. 
Men are trying for better things. Our 
great nation is trying to do away 
with drink. Our President has called 
on all the people to make law enforce- 
ment effective. The nations of the 
world have declared there shall be no 
more war. Ar,e not all these mighty 
efforts significant of idealism in the 
world consciousness? Is it not the 
leaven of Christ, Truth, that will even- 
tually leaven the whole lump of human 
consciousness? Shall those who bold- 
ly call themselves Christians be found 
; iu the rear, rather than in the van- 
guard of advancing humanity? 

Nearly two thousand years ago the 
great Master and Teacher sent forth 
i his little band of faithful followers to 
i preach the good news, to heal the sick, 
to raise the dead; and to them he 
gave this marvelous promise which is 
our heritage: "Behold. I give unto 
you power to tread ou serpents and 
scorpions, aud over all the power of 
the enemy; and nothing shall by any 
means hurt you." 

Shall we be afraid to attempt to go 
: forth and conquer in his name? But 
some may say. "The world is not 
ready for the ideal, the perfect.” Has 
j the world ever been ready for any 
great movement, or for any great lead- 
er? Human consciousness is always 
saying. "Wait, go slowly.” But Truth 
cannot wait. Its demands are imper- 
ative. and they who hear its call must 
be obedient or they shall be deemed 
I unworthy. 

j It is related that one came to Jesus 
j saving. "Lord, I will follow thee; but 
, let me first go bid them farewell, 
which are at home at my house.” Then 
| Jesus said to him. "No man. haviug 
put his hand to the plough, aud look- 
! ing back, is fit for the kingdom of 
1 God." There can be uo halfway serv- 
: ice of God. It is the teaching of the 
I Master, again, that we need to re- 
member. No man can serve two mas- 
i tors. “Ye cannot serve God and mum- 
. mon.” 

j Christian Scieuce is calling for the 
highest and best that is in men— is 
i calling for progress and unfolduienL 
| As the individual is aroused to better 
I thinking, better living, better health, 
better morals, he gradually sees more 
of God's preseuco und power and ex- 
I pects a more practical manifestation 
of this power, until he can indeed re- 
j alize something of Mrs. Eddy's vision 
when she says (Science and Health, 
p. 557), "Divine Scieuce rolls back 
| the clouds of error with the light of 
i Truth, and lifts the curtain on man as 
never bora aud as never dyiug. but 
as coexistent with his creator."

If 1 hud to stand out in the middle 
of a busy thoroughfare, day a,fter 
day, and direct automobile traffic I 
know that I should lose my patience. 
In fact, if I wasn’t fired at the end 
of the first day I should resign. Traf- 
fic cops, however, are made of stern- 
er stuff and can survive it and for 
that reason I envy them. But there 
is no question that some of them 
are entirely too stern and unrelent- 
ing. However, the old question of 
how far an officer should go is good 
grounds for discussion at any time. 

What I want to talk about is the 
diplomacy that some of these men 
use. I’ll go further and make a wager 
that they get far more satisfactory 
results by their patience than if they 
bellowed at the offender and threat- 
ened trouble. Strikes me that there 
are allowances to lie made on both 
sides and I'll bet, as I promised, that 
nothing is lost to the policeman who, 
as master of the situation, doesn’t 
try to razz the motorist. Altercations 
that are unnecessary spoil the day for 
everybody and accomplish little. 

Right in our own city the other day 
a woman drove past the stop signal. 
The officer blew his whistle and she 
then halted her car. Climbing down 
from his tower, the officer went over 
to the driver and in a business-like 
way, though not gruffly, he asked, 
“Why didn’t you stop?” 

Plainly the woman was completely 
unnerved. She apparently thought the 
offence she had committed was far 
more grave than a capital crime. She 
could barely reply, hut finally man- 
aged to say, “I — I — I — didn’t see you. 
Master Officer.” 

“You didn’t see me?” 

“No sir. I'm sorry, very sorry." 

“Well, well," remarked the officer. 
“You have hurt my pride. Here I 
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stand all day for people to look at. I 
have been told that I am not a had 
looking man. I try to keep my but- 
tons polished, tny shoes shined and 
my clothes brushed. I want every- 
body to say I’m a credit to the city, 
and yet you didn’t see me. As I say, 
you have hurt my pride.” 

By tliis time the poor frightened 
woman had gathered her wits again 
and began to realize that the officer 
was administering a rebuke along 
with his humor. She hadn't done 
anything terrible and the officer had 
brains and knew that the best lesson 
site could be taught would he through 
a wisecrack rather than a nasty call- 
down. 

How much more that woman 
learned about driving past stop sig- 
nals and how much better the temper 
of all concerned. That cop is not only 
human — he is a diplomat. 

The Memorial Day parade proved 
that there is no surer way to success 
in matters of local interest than to 
eulist the aid of as many people as 
possible. An occasion of that kind 
should he representative of many dif- 
ferent groups and because that was 
the case in this city there was a dis- 
play of civic spirit of which we may 
he justly proud. I should like to 
shake hands with those who contrib- 
uted their efforts towards Newton’s 
observance hut I realize that the task 
would he quite impossible. Every- 
body in line is to he congratulated, 
along with those who helped prepare 
the different features, ft was a splen- 
did piece of community action and not 
only fitting for Memorial Day and the 
Tercentenary hut as proof that our 
city’s growth has been sound and we 
need not fear for the future. 

Newton does not have many pa- 
rades. Such conservatism is cliarac* 
teristic and does not warrant criti- 
cism. Too many demonstrations are 
hardly in keeping with a suburban 
city made up largely of homes. Still, 
we should do those things, more often 
that we have in the past. The next, 
whenever it occurs, will he even more 
gratifying. I am certain. 

The soldiers were honored as they 
should have been and file display of 
the National colors gave a patriotic 
thrill which was good for us all. I 
must say that I was surprised to ob- 
serve that some of the men who made 
up the crowd on the sidewalk failed 
to lift their hats as the colors passed. 
However, it was not an act of dis- 
respect, I am sure. They seemed in- 
tent on watching the marchers and 
would have probably been much upset 
if reminded of their failure to prop- 
erly salute the flag. 

When I said that the more people 
who take part the more certain such 
an affair will he successful, I meant 
just that. If you recall how the 
horses on the stage coach stepped 
out you will learn with interest that 
they were shod especially for the oc- 
casion by “Tom” Delaney, an expert 
blacksmith, but whose skill at that 
fast-fading art is the match of any 
man. Then the three-horse hitch on 
the old steam fire engines, with the re- 
fin'd veteran driver. Mr. Henrlkus, 
handling the reins. Like the horsea, 
he was "hack in the harness" and as 
alert and able as in the old days when 
he drove the Newton Centre steamer. 

Yes. you may know instances your- 
self that correspond to these, and you 
will agree that it quickened the pulse 
to hear and see them. "Small town 
stuff." all this, hut the things Unit 
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make citizenship mean something and 
give ii .ill Mi., right to fi-H set-up 
over own community pride and pa- 
triotism. 

The operation of the civil service 
law is always brought to our attention 
when competitive examinations for 
places in the city employ are referred 
to in the news. The references to 
which I atn about to call your atten- 
tion are not local, however, hut have 
to do with our Legislature which has 
just wound up Its sessions for the 
year. And yet they concern us in 
Newton as much as anywhere and 
for that reason I believe you should 
know about them. 

If there is one thing regarding 
which members of the Legislature 
seemed to obsessed it Is the civil serv- 
ice law. Many of our legislators (not 
those from Newton, by the way) ap- 
pear lo want to make changes here 
and there for some reason or other. I 
don’t know why It is hut the civil serv 
ice law is most of the time tin the de- 
fensive. This year it lias had able 
defenders in Governor Allen and El- 
liot H. Goodwin, chairman of the Civil 
Service Commission. Through their 
watchfulness at least three hills were 
halted before they became law. In 
fact these constituted three of the 
five memorable vetoes which the Gov- 
ernor submitted in the early morning 
hours of the 24-hour continuous ses- 
sion of the General Court last week. 

Had not the Governor refused to 
sign these measures we should have 
had laws on the statute hooks which 
would have destroyed much of the 
efficiency of the civil service system. 
One hill, the Governor himself de- 
scribed as “forbidding the giving of 
oral examinations in connection with 
examinations for promotion in a police 
or fire department." The Governor 
was blunt and averred. “I believe that 
this hill would tend to cripple these 
municipal departments which are so 
vital to the safety of our citizens." 
And yet we might have had this law 
had the Chief Executive allowed it 
to pass. Of course lie was sustained 
on this and on the others. One of 
tlie latter provided that no applicant 
for the labor service should lie re- 
quired to submit to a physical exam- 
ination unless such examination was 
required by the city or town authori- 
ties. Tlie Governor pointed out that 
the applicant, if successful, might, 
without such an examination, do 
something to cause permanent injury 
to himself or to his fellow workers. 

The third of these rejected hills 
would have, the Governor declared, 
"forced tlie Civil Service Commission 
to withhold the certification of per- 
sons who have been found fitted for 
tlie service until all those, who. for 
any reason, are dissatisfied with their 
markings have had their appeals 
finally determined." 

Somehow or other certain politi- 
cians believe they may best serve 
tlieir constituents by trying to compel 
the Civil Service Commission to vio- 
late its own rules in favor of some 
friend of theirs. They ask to have laws 
broken and regulations ignored and 
if they fail they try to have some had 
legislation enacted. 

I recall that Commissioner Goodwin, 
at a public hearing on the civil ser- 
vice legislation, remarked very frank- 
ly. "The only man without a friend 
is the man at the top of the list, who 
is entitled to appointment." And 
there you have it. 


As I recall, it was coincident with 
shorter skirts that we got the shorter 
umbrellas.

In other 
words a small umbrella doesn’t fit a 
big man. He looks like a foolisli boy. 
waddling in the mudpuddles. 

I might as well lie plain about this 
and speak freely. Ladies, you cannot 
reform the umbrella-takers in your 
family by cutting down tlie size or 
having short handles with fancy cord 
run through tlie end. Tlie men may 
at first have preferred to go out in tlie 
rain without protection of this kind 
rather than lie grinned at by the mul- 
titude. But now it doesn’t seem to 
trouble them at all. Changes in the 
style of dress — short skirts for wo- 
men and golf trousers for men — have 
brought about a condition of tilings 
which diil not obtain a few years ago. 
No, ladies, if you want to keep your 
umbrellas from tlie men folks of your 
family you had better keep them 
under lock and key. 

Have you ever kept at work for 
more than 30 hours with only an in- 
terval now and then for u bite to eat? 
Well, it isn’t any fun, and yet it isn’t 
so had. A recent emergency com- 
pelled me to stay on the job from one 
early morning to noon of the day fol- 
lowing and although it was u new ex 
perience I managed to get by marvel 
newly. It’s funny, though, how many 
tilings people do to keep awake. They 
were a lot of us in the State House 
that night and although we were nmk-

NEWTON, MASSACHUSETTS 
TERCENTENARY 

1630-1930 

By JOHN R. PRESCOTT 


( The following historical sketch is 
taken from the “official Chronicle and 
Tribute Book ” of the Massachusetts 
Bay Tercentenary Committee, which 
comprises a history of the Colony, 
and histories of some of the cities and 
towns closely related to the JH3U 
period.) 

Nowton is distinctly a Boston sub- 
urb, a place where most of the resi- 
dences are single houses with ample 
grounds, and where the large apart- 
ment house is almost unknown. Many 
circumstances have contributed to its 
evolution from a primitive farming 
community into a park-like condition 
which meets the best ideals of sub- 
urban life. It is the purpose of this 
article to sketch this development. 

Newton began as a part of the great 
Puritan settlement of 1630. It was 
then included in the Cambridge and 
Watertown grants but was set off as 
a distinct township in 1688. 

Parts of Newton’s territory w’ere 
occupied as early as 1631. The first 
permanent settler was John Jackson 
in 1639, followed by the Fullers, 
Wards, Parks and other families typi- 
cal of the higher class of settlers of 
that period. Their quest was for the 
large holdings of farm lands made pos- 
sible by the liberal grants of that 
time. Some of the estates included 
1,000 acres, but the large families of 
the next generation brought about sub- 
stantial sub divisions. Until then the 
settlers’ homes were widely scattered; 
there was little community or village 
life. 

Farming, hunting and fishing sup- 
plied the’ food. The Charles River, 
which nearly encircled the town, 
teemed with fish — a great economic 
asset. Watertown, which was settled 
before Newton, so regarded it, and the 
tract of land she now holds on the 
Newton side of the river was origin- 
ally granted her to safeguard the fish- 
ing rights she claimed. 

Unlike most pioneer settlements. 
Newton had no trouble with the In- 
dians. The great plague of 1617 great- 
ly reduced the Indian population, but 
the settlers lived in peace and amity 
with those left, and saw them become 
the first tribes in North America to 
accept civilization and Christianity — 
a tribute to the force of example and 
patience of those early settlers. This 
event is commemorated in the Eliot 
Memorial, a handsome stone terrace 
on the spot where John Eliot began 
to preach to the Indians. The Indian 


names, Waban, Nonantum. Nehoiden, 
Nahanton, happily have no associa- 
tions of Indian violence or cruelty. 

As farming became established and 
roads laid out, mills came to grind the 
corn and saw the lumber. The first 
grist mill was on Smelt Brook at the 
outlet of Bullough’s Pond, Newton- 
ville. The water power here was in- 
creased by bringing water from Crys- 
tal Lake through an artificial chan- 
nel. A more dependable water power 
was found at the Upper Falls, and 
there, and at the Lower Falls, New- 
ton’s industrial development had its 
start. Such a development was plain- 
ly needed, for the farmers’ lands were 
not productive enough to serve the in- 
creasing population or permit a pro- 
per standard of living. 

An act of the Legislature ceding 
640 acres to Waltham in 1849 took 
from Newton all of the present Wal- 
tham territory on the south side of 
the Charles River, with all of its in- 
dustrial possibilities. Newton’s real 
destiny, however, was to be along 
other lines as we shall soon see. 

For the 200 years following its set- 
tlement the town developed normally, 
free from "booms” or "panics." Agri- 
culture and manufacturing combined 
to give a well-balanced growth, a 
growth which continued until a situ- 
ation arose that started Newton upon 
an entirely different development. It 
became a suburb! 

As early as 1830 practically all the 
solid ground in Boston had been built 
on or otherwise occupied, and resi- 
dential Boston had to overflow into 
neighboring towns. The opening of 
the Boston and Albany Railroad 96 
years ago made more distant places 
accessible, and it was then that New- 
ton started upon its career as a high 
class residential suburb. 

Its natural advantages were appeal- 
ing to the newly awakened tendency 
towards suburban life. With a terrain 
of 11,000 acres of alternating hills 
and dales, lakes and river, building 
sites were offered to suit every taste 
and any degree of expenditure. Old- 
time farms gave way to the smooth 
lawns and shrubbery of well-groomed 
private estates. Newton was fast be- 
coming the "Garden City of the Com- 
monwealth.” Its 10 villages were cen- 
ters of strong local interest and social 
life, but with a common and active in- 
terest in the civic affairs of the city 
at large, for the town had become a 
city 57 years ago.

The early villages centered around 
the village church, and a religious at- 
mosphere seems to have persisted in 
the numerous churches and many de- 
nominations of our time. One early 
church, the century-old St. Mary’s 
Episcopalian of Newton Lower Falls 
with its square columns and high box 
pews, remains unchanged in its Col- 
onial simplicity. The Jackson Home 
stead, buit in lSub, well preserved and 
still occupied, bids fair to double its 
age. and remain for an indefinite 
time typical of a style that seems 
to baffle imitation. 

The Hammond House, corner of 
Beacon and Hammond streets, soon 
starts its fourth century. The Wood- 
ward House on Woodward street, is 
nearly as old. For 250 years it has 
remained in the possession of a single 
family and name. Many other old- 
time Newton houses have been re- 
stored and occupied, their new owners, 
no doubt, having in mind that, "the 
goal of all restoration is to have ap- 
pearance old and usefulness modern.'' 

The appeal of the outdoors is met 
in Newton by its 477 acres of parks, 
playgrounds and other reservations; 
a great part of its river front being 
an extension of the far-famed Metro- 
politan Paik System. These are sup- 
plemented by the generous acres of 
five Golf Clubs, comprising S per cent 
of the taxable land in the city. With 
the parks, they give a maximum of 
open spaces. 255 miles of streets 
make accessible its present homes, 
and those that are to be. 

Newton’s growth in homes is re- 
flected in t lie shifting of real estate 
values. In 1S00. houses were 21^ 
and land 79^ of assessed values. In 
1930 all taxable buildings were 71 
and land 29^ of total values. New- 
I ton’s building expansion has been 
greatly helped by fixed zoning areas 
land reasonable building restrictions. 
A Planning Board passes upon all pro- 
! posed street layouts, while the Street 
! and Water Commissioners co-operate 
! in the matter of sewer and water con- 
: nections. 

Apart from its material advantages, 
Newton has an educational life ex- 
pressed in its schools and libraries, 
and in its many literary clubs. A high 
standard of civic responsibility has 
been aroused through its Village Im- 
provement Associations and kindred 
organizations. Politically, the city’s af- 
fairs have been managed by qualified 
officials, representing an unusually in- 
terested and intelligent electorate. 


At this Tercentenary period, the city 
of 65,000 can look back upon the three 
hundred years of achievement, with 


not a little satisfaction, and look hope- 
fully into the future, for which this 
period is but another beginning.

Children’s Day is being observed in 
most of onr church schools in the Dis- 
trict next Sunday. Many schools call 
this their last Sunday, but some have 
the courage to continue their church 
school, during June, declaring their 
policy to have church school whenever 
there is public school in session. 

With Children’s Day over, attention 
is being concentrated upon the re- 
cruiting of attendance for Daily Vaca- 
tion Church Schools in the District. 
Most of these open on Monday. June 
30. The Vacation Church School has 
three hours a day for usually twenty 
days, thus providing sixty hours of op- 
portunity, more than is possible dur- 
ing the entire year of 40 or 50 Sun- 
days, an hour per Sunday. Not all 
of the 3 hours in the Daily Vacation 
Church School is spent on formal in- 
struction, in the sense of classroom 
or Bible study, but all of the time 
is looked upon as guidance in and 
experience in Christian living. Super- 
vised play and creative construction 
under thoughtful Christian guidance, 
give opportunity for actual practice 
of fair play, co-operation, unselfish- 
ness and many other right and Chris- 
tian attitudes. If the articles made 
are given away to some hospital or 
mission school and accompanied by 
information concerning the place to 
which the material goes, a splendid 
experience in Christian service re- 
sults. 

These vacation church schools are 
community enterprises in our Dis- 
trict this year; they are being held 
in Newton Centre, Newtonville, New- 
ton Upper Falls and Watertown. 

Many of our church schools are also 
turning their attention to summer 
leadership training camps for young 
people and for teachers.

Tills prize will consist of one 
year's full scholarship, which includes 
two private lessons a week and all 
theoretical work, at the All Newton 
Music School in Newton. 

The Judges who will decide on the 
winner for the Scholarship are as fol- 
lows: Professor John P. Marshall, 
Dean of the College of Music, Boston 
University; Felix Fox, Director of The

Lessening Aversion to 

Formal Music Lessons 

Children's aversion to music lessons, 
entailing long hours of practice for 
many months, can be overcome by 
mnklng them familiar at an early age 
with musical toys, according to Frank 
H. Richardson, M. D„ In Woman’s 
Home Companion. 

“Many families have found the ap- 
proach to a real appreciation and love 
of music Is mode easier by having the 
simpler musical Instruments around 
where they can be picked op and 
played casually even before formal 
lessons have begun,” says Doctor Rich- 
ardson. "Such simple things as the 
fife, flageolet and piccolo; the banjo, 
mandolin or even the humble ukulele; 
the xylophone or bells 'will often tempt 
not only the child but also the guest 
In the home. 

“Improvised ensembles prove de- 
lightful ways of teaching children 
good-fellowship and freeing them from 
the embarrassment so overpowering 
in children whose only contact with 
strangers has been formal. 

“Many a child who would have been 
repelled at first by the technical diffi- 
culties of the violin or piano, has 
come happily to these more difficult 
musical instruments by way of their 
humbler and more easily mastered 
brothers in the musical family.” 


“Ornerv” Long Employed 

To Express Contempt 

“Ornery” and “onery” ore corrupted 
forms of “ordinary." They are dialect 
or colloquial terms meaning insignifi- 
cant, low. mean, contemptible, and 
they express 0 higher degree of con- 
tempt and disapprobation than “ordi- 
nary” does. “Ornary" as a contrac- 
tion of "ordinary" was a common pro- 
vincialism In England In the time of 
the Stuarts, although It Is now nearly 
obsolete. We find the phrase “uppon 
ornarie time," In the Easthampton rec- 
ords as late as 1G79. In Ireland and 
the United States this form persists in 
the still more corrupted forms or "orn- 
ery" and “onery." which were brought 
to the American colonies and perpet- 
uated largely by Irish and Scotoh-Irish 
immigrants, who settled in the South 
and West This explains the fact that 
“ornery" and "onery" are generally re- 
garded as southerlsms or westernisms. 
In 1830 the New York Constellation 
published the following as a southern 
expression: "You omerv fellow! Do 
you pretend to call me to account for 
my language?’’— Pathfinder Magazine. 


Got Something From Nothing 

The resourcefulness of the archeo- 
logical explorer enables him to do 
some wonderful things in the field 
that savor almost of the magical. Mr. 
Woolley, working at Ur of the Chal- 
dees. for Instance had his attention 
called to the presence of two small 
and cleanly cut boles in the ground 
which were so very much alike that 
he thought they might mean some 
thing. So the work of excavation in 
that particular spot was halted while 
a thin mixture of plaster of paris 
was made and this was poured into 
the Roles and allowed to set. When 
the cast was finally uncovered It was 
found that they had secured the lines 
of a Sumerian harp which had been 
shaped of wood which had long since 
deenyed and disappeared. The* cast 
was perfect in all its details and com- 
prised a valuable specimen. 


Proud Boast Is Old 

The germ of the idea of the sun 
never setting on the dominions of a 
particular ruler is found in Herodotus, 
Book VII, Chupter 8. The boast was a 
common one with the Spaniards in the 
Sixteenth and Seventeenth centuries 
and is frequently alluded to in the lit- 
erature of other countries. It does not 
seem to be recorded who first used the 
expression the sun never sets upon the 
British empire. John Wilson, who 
wrote under the pen name of Chris- 
topher North (1780-1854). in his Noctes 
Ambrosianae, No. 20, April, 1820. says, 
"His majesty’s dominions on which the 
sun nev'er sets." This appears to be 
the first use of the expression In Eng- 
lish literature. , 


Veneered for Strength 

When you consider veneered furni- 
ture you usually consider it as a 
chenp and economical method of us- 
ing expensive woods. But strength, 
as much ns economy, is the motive, 
points out the American Architect, cit- 
ing the fumous desk used by Napoleon 
ns an example. The desk accompanied 
the Corsican conqueror to the ends of 
Europe, packed on muleback or Jolted 
over the country on artillery caissons. 
But now, more than 125 years old, it Is 
on exhibition at Fontainebleau in per- 
fect condition. 


Bi-Lingualiam in Finland 

Before Finland was seized by Rus 
sla In 1808 to become a grand duchy 
under the czars, It belonged to Swe- 
den. Swedish remained the sole offi- 
cial language until 1SS3 when Finnish 
was givenji equal rights. Today both 
languages are ou an equal footing, but 
Swedish Is the commercial language 
of the maritime towns. Including Hel 
singfors, the capital, where it is the 
mother tongue of a lurge portion of 
the population.

Kept Reasonably Busy 

Unique Is the mlguelete. Every- 
where in Spain, from the gates of the 
royal palace in Madrid out to the re- 
motest, humblest hamlets, the civil 
guardsmen have the right of way— 
except in the Basque province of Gut- 
puzcoa. The Basques have their own 
police, called mlgueletee, who wear a 
Jaunty uniform of baggy red trousers 
a blue tunic with a cape fixed to the 
shoulders and a red boina on their 
heads (a contrast to the civil guards’ 
yellow trappings and gray or black uni- 
forms and shiny cocked hats, trian- 
gular and of oilskin). Although a sol-, 
dler, armed and trained as such, the 
mlguelete, Instead of parading about 
In idleness, has many civilian duties. 
He carries all the official mall in the 
province, conveys lunatics to the mod- 
ern asylum, inspects the roads, teaches 
the illiterates to read and write, col- 
lects telephone tolls and also taxes. 
A Basque is always ready with a bet, 
which is the common way of ending a 
dispute about handball, tree felling, 
grass mowing, stone lifting, swimming, 
about what weight his pair of oxen 
will drag or the fighting powers of a 
ram from his herd. On every bet a 
percentage is due and is collected by 
the mlguelete. It is the mlguelete 
also who takes charge of the savings 
bank accounts, and so great is the 
confidence lie inspires among the 
peasantry that old and young hand 
over their hard-earned reales and 
pesetas to this red-legged cop. What 
prestige ! Indeed, It has been proposed 
that the League of Nations study the 
corps with a view to making it a world 
organization. 


France First Country 

'to Organize Zouaves j 

Zouave Is the name of a tribe of 
Berbers in Algeria. In 1831 the French 
recruited two battalions of Berber sol- 
diers, who were uniformed in their na- 
tive costume. In about ten years they 
were converted into an Infantry branch 
of the French army and the uniform 
retained. Before the World war there 
were four regiments of zouaves still 
in the French army. The first service 
that these troops saw outside Algeria 
was in the Crimean war. They at- 
tracted, much attention because of 
their uniforms and their fighting qual- 
ities, and volunteer military organiza- 
tions throughout the world adopted the 
uniform, or a modification of It. and 
the drills and tactics. There were 
several of these zouave companies in 
the Civil war. and they were taken 
into the army as organized. 


Canadian Bituminous Sands 

In what is known as the McMurray 
country In Canada. 300 miles north of 
Edmonton, are to be found extensive 
deposits of bituminous sand. The fu- 
ture commercial significance of these 
deposits is as yet not generally real- 
ized. it adds, although it is possible 
tbnt eventually they may prove to be 
of real national importance. 

It is thought the bituminous sand in 
Canada is in many respects similar to 
the oil shale in the United States and 
that the development of bituminous 
sand should he considered quite as se- 
riously as that of the oil shales. Yield 
per ton from the latter will, in some In- j 
stances, be higher than from bitumi- 
nous sand, but. from the point of view ! 
of mining costs and certain other fac- 
tors. the development of bitumi- ; 
nous sands will probably have advan- 
tages over oil shales.

Artisans 
who makes necklaces, bracelets and 
brooches turn the amber on a lathe 
and polish it with whitening and 1 
water, or with stone and oil, the final 
luster being imparted by friction with 
flannel. — New York Times. 


When Armies Meet in 

Battle on Chessboard 

The principles of chess are based on 
the struggle of every-day life. It Is a 
battle between two armies of equal 
strength, fought on a field of 64 
squares. Victory usually perches on 
the more proficient of the two gener- 
als in command. In a technical sense, 
the capture of the opposing king is 
not permitted, yet when the capture Is 
inevitable, the game Is ended. This 
fact seems to escape the recognition 
of many players, who direct their en- 
tire energies to the capture of pieces 
or pawns, when consistent play would 
Indicate an easy road to victory 
through the medium of. a checkmate. 
The temptation to proceed with the 
attack before ail the pawns are in the 
field Is a great one, but such prema- 
ture attacks are usually abortive and 
frequently result in disaster. Chess 
literature abounds in examples of 
games in which disaster and defeat 
were a direct consequence of the fail- 
ure to develop properly one or another 
of the pieces. — Exchange. 


Blowing Hot and Cold 

Doctor Slossou says that heat is 
measured as time is measured, only by 
its loss. When you blow through near- 
ly closed lips the breath Is expelled 
so rapidly that passing over the hand 
It cools It by evaporating the perspira- 
tlon from the skin, whereas when you 
breathe upon it more gently from the 
open mouth the hand is surrounded by 
the warm air, and hence feels hot If , 
a thermometer were used instead of 
the hand, you would find that the ef- 
fect in the two cases is the same, or 
often the reverse, because the ther- 
mometer has no moist skin and regis- 
ters the actual temperature Instead of 
merely changes of temperature. 


Original Olympic Games 

The most famous of the four great 
national festivals of the Greeks was 
the Olympic games. They were cele- 
brated in the sanctuary of Zeus at 
Olympia every four years, but. owing 
to the fluctuations of the Greek lunar 
calendar, the time varied from the be- 
ginning of August to the middle of 
September. Olympia was situated In 
the Pisatis. the southeast district of 
Elis at the junction of the Cladeus 
with the Alpheus. It was never a 
town but only a sanctuary with the 
buildings connected with the worship 
and the games.

They would be safe because they are 
ready.

WE CALL FOR BAGGAGE CHECKS 


In the past the textile industry 1ms 
be6n the backbone of New England’s 
prosperity. For several years this in- 
dustry lias been going from bad to 
worse. The principal reasons for the 
decline have been— competition by 
Southern cotton mills; change in 
styles of women’s and girls’ wearing 
apparel resulting in much less cloth- 
ing being worn; invention of artificial 
silk, or rayon and popularity of this 
new material. 

Recently the National Association 
of Cotton Manufacturers held its an- 
nual convention in Boston. According 
to press reports, Eben E. Whitman, 
vice-president of the William Whit- 
man Company, which owns large mills 
both in New England and in Southern 
states decried child labor and the ex- 
ploitation of women employed nights 
in Southern mills. He said these evils 
are the direct cause of the vitally de- 
structive force which is bearing down 
on the textile industry the country 
over. They have caused continued 
overproduction. He recommended 
that the Cotton Textile Institute make 
a survey of the situation and recom- 
mend the discontinuance of night work 
by Women and children. Other promi- 
nent leaders in the textile industry 
agreed with Mr. Whitman’s views. 

According to the papers. Ward 
Thoron of Lowell, who operates cot- 
ton mills in the South, denounced 
Whitman’s arguments as being “pure 
bunk.” Mr. Thoron was quoted as ex- 
pressing tlte belief that women ought 
to be allowed to work when they 
please and that many children are 
employed in mills as a charitable ges- 
ture. He claimed that more children 
are employed in New England mills 
in proportion to operatives than in 
Alabama, where he owns mills. He 
was quoted as denouncing the Cotton 
Textile Institute as a "pest.”

Some members of the Massachusetts 
legislature, as well as many others 
outside, have an idea that insurance 
rates on automobile lines would he 
lower if someone else besides the in- 
surance companies were furnishing the 
insurance, and the only means of sec- 
uring lower rates seems to be in trying 
to devise new and devious wuys of 
handling or supervising the business. 

The report of u company which paid 
out large sums in automobile fire and 
theft losses over a period of two years, 
and made an examination njf its ex- 
perience, showed that 75 per cent of 
the tire and theft losses were due to 
forgetfulness, or lack of normal pre- 
cautions. on the part of the car owner. 

It is further estimated that at least 
one-half of the premiums annually paid 
in fire and theft losses could be saved 
if tiie individual owners were more 
careful in the safeguarding of their 
cars, adjusting short circuits, putting 
i<» use tiie locking devices, and curing 
for their cars as they would their 
homes. 

The same reasoning applies to lia- 
bility rates and losses. More care in 
driving, more consideration for the 
rigliis of others, adherence to the rules 
of tin* roud, keeping everlastingly to 
attention to tlte brake equip- 
ment, will make liability rates lower 
quicker than anything else. 

No laws made by legislatures, no 
hoards of control or supervision cre- 
ated, no arbitrary reduction of rates 
as a political gesture, no normal pen- 
alties inflicted for minor infractions of 
i lie highway rules, can hope to accom- 
plish as much us the individual effort 
of each ear owner ad driver to drive 
more reasonably and safely. The 
Standard.

Work On New 

Bathhouse Stopped 

Plumbers* Strike Church Walkout 
at New Building 


The plumbers and steamfltters of 
Newton and vicinity, members of the 
Newton plumbers union, who struck 
on June 1st for a five day week and 
$12 per day have brought about a 
complete cessation of work on the 
new bathhouse at Crystal Lake, New- 
ton Highlands. The plumbing work 
on the bathhouse is being done by 
Benjamin Thomas of Newton. The 
rough plumbing was completed before 
the strike went into effect. The first 
of this week Mr. Thomas moved into 
the building a gas heater which was 
outside the structure. As a result, a 
sympathetic strike of carpenters, roof- 
ers, painters, electricians, plasterers 
and all union men employed on the 
building was called. General contract 
work on the bathhouse was supposed 
to have been finished the middle of 
this month but Buildings Commission 
er Chadwick is in doubt now if the 
bathhouse will be ready for use this 
summer. 

Plumbers ahd steamfltters in the 
Newtons have been working 5*2 days 
each week, and receiving $11 per 
day. The master plumbers offered 
$11.50 per day for a five day week 
but this offer was declined. About 
100 plumbers and steamfltters are af- 
fected by the strike.

Not a few people have spoken to 
me about the tearing down of Play- 
ers Hall. All seemed to regret the 
passing of this structure where they 
have seen a number of stage produc- 
tions that will always provide pleas- 
ant memories. Like bidding farewell 
forever to an old friend, they smile, 
almost sadly, and say, “Well, that’s 
the last of it. Too bad!” 

Unless one has strutted that stage 
one may not fully realize the feeling 
that comes with the thought that its 
hoards have been pulled apart, its foot- 
lights thrown in the rubbish pile, its 
walls stripped of scenery and its seats 
junked up until nothing is left. The 
last to appear. It seems, was Old Man 
Time. One recognizes that character. 
A long white robe, a long white beard, 
long white hair and a grave face. He 
carries as "hand props” an hour 
glass and scythe. His steps are slow 
hut firm. He enters quietly and takes 
the center of the stage. He has the 
last speech, the final cue. or as the 
actors would say, "the tag line.”. 

All the players stand aside and wait 
for him to speak. They have long ex- 
pected his entrance. He may not 
come on until the very end, hut he has 
the principal role. Nobody may eclipse 
his brief performance: nobody is big 
enough, strong enough, handsome or 
beautiful enough, young enough or 
clever enough to “steal” the show 
from him. He is the lead, the heavy, 
the tragedian, the funnyman, the hero 
and the villain. He plays all the 
parts, he gives the electrician and 
the curtain man the cue that means 
the dropping of the canvass roll never 
to be rung-up again. 

The audience, too. bows to him. 
They begin to pick up their wraps 
without taking their eyes off the 
stage. When he has appeared, even in 
silence, for his pantomime is signi- 
ficant and calls for no speech, the 
show Is over. 

What the building wreckers may not 
take away are the delightful recollec- 
tions. They will always remain. And 
no play was ever produced that did not 
bring joy to all taking part. Not that 
it did not entail work, hard work and 
plenty of it. Rut the satisfaction of 
having done something that pleased 
others is a feeling that makes all drud- 
gery. exertion, worry and anxiety 
worth the while. 

The most amazing thing is what 
comes of united effort. A first rehears- 
al is almost a puzzle. The actors have 
read the manuscript and allowed their 
imaginations to travel. But there are 
lines to be learned and these are most 
important. Unless they are fully print- 
ed on the memory there can he no 
Play. Moreover, there is stage busi- 
ness to he memorized. One must cross 
to center on this speech, "work down 
stage" on that speech, or cross to a 
place behind the table, or sit down, or 
move towards the right upper exit. One 
is seldom still, lest the action suffer in 
consequence. 

Night after night there are rehears- 
als. The players find their days and 
nights crowded and they themselves 
weary from loss of sleep. The direc- 
tor is impatient and no wonder. The 
picture that was painted when rehears- 
als started seems now dim. It looks as 
if players and audience might both be 
disappointed. "You must learn your 
lines”, says the director emphatically. 
"Maybe you do know them but you 
don’t pick up your cues fast enough. 
This show lacks pep. Come on, now, 
get busy and put this over with a 
bang." 

The gloom is deepest until the dress 
rehearsal. Then, however, come cost- 
umes and make-up and scenery and 
properties. The whole production 
takes on a new lease of life. Every- 
body is on his or her toes. Pride in- 
spires attention to the business in 
hand. Nobody wants to be a flop be- 
fore his friends. 

Then the night of the first show! 
There are no longer empty benches 
out front. Laughing, expectant 
friends have gathered. They look for 
something creditable. The actors are 
running about making sure their make- 
ups are suitable and that the stage is 
set and everything that to lie used in 
the action is at hand. 

The orchestra starts the overture. 
In a minute or two will come the 
stage-manager’s call of "Curtain". 
Then the show is on. How eagerly 
those who do not enter at first stand 
in the wings to see how the audience 
takes it. How delighted is everybody 
when the first big laugh rolls over the 
footlights. How heartened all when 
the laughs become more frequent. 
Thus the show travels on. The first 
act is over. Somebody comes back 
stage. He is surrounded by the actors, 
who demand. "How is it going? Do 
they seem to like us?” 

The play is over. Then come the 
exchange of experiences. “Gosh, I al- 
most forgot my entrance in the sec- 
ond act", says one. “You sure did”, 
says another, "I thought you’d never 
get there. I didn’t know what I’d do 
to fake out the scene”. And so on. 
little blunders that meant nothing to 
audience and which distressed the 
actors at that time are good jokes.

Things to talk about afterwards. All 

In the game. 

“There must be n lot of work in 
those plays, but you probably get a 
great deal of fun out of it”, says the 
friend who has never tnken part. 
And he’s right. 

"Please do not put your hands and 
feet on this wall. Thank you.” 

When I rend this sign in the corri- 
dor of one of our largest and most 
attractive public buildings I was puz- 
zled. It seemed strange to me that 
people should be urged to keep their 
hands and feet under restraint. I could 
not for the life of me comprehend the 
necessity of such a warning. It 
seemed to me that an investigation 
was necessary. O, no. I wns not in- 
quisitive. I merely wanted to ascer- 
tain why such signs should he re- 
quired. 

First I studied the situation. The 
wall was tinted a sort of delicate 
cream color. Just the shade that 
shows every speck of dirt. It made 
the whole place look brighter but 
nevertheless I could see where it 
would have to he kept clean. 

In pursuing my inquiry I asked sev- 
eral people if they knew of any at- 
tempts that had been made to scale 
the wall in question. They replied 
they were not aware of any such 
cases. Then I surmised there must 
be nothing but a desire on the part 
of some people to make a clean wall 
look unattractive. And sure enough 
that was the case. 

“If we didn't have that sign", said 
the man in charge, "we would have 
the wall all spotted. I don't know 
what gets hold of some people but 
they don't seem satisfied unless they 
have leaned against that wall there. 
You'll admit that if it wasn’t clean it 
would look terribly. Well, we used 
to have an awful time cleaning-up 
after people. I suppose they were 
thoughtless or indifferent. At any rate 
it seemed as if they never washed 
their hands and that when their 
fingers were covered with ink 
chocolate or some such things they 
made haste to see what damage they 
could do. 

“We tried watching them but they 
managed to escape our vigilance. Then 
we decided on the sign and that 
seems to have discouraged a lot of 
people." 

“I notice you have also said, ‘Thank 
you’ ”, I remarked. 

"Yes,” he replied. "That’s a little ad- 
vance politeness and I believe it goes 
a long way.” 

No passages were cancelled on the 
New York to Boston airlines as a re- 
sult of the regrettable accident last 
week. 

To my air-conscious mind that is 
the most cheering news I have heard 
for many months. Hysteria is such a 
contagious emotion, and fear of risk- 
ing one's precious neck is so general, 
it would not have been very strange 
if a few timid persons had called off 
projected air trips to the Metropolis 
after reading accounts of the mishap 
which occurred when the New York 
bound plane cracked-up at Boston air- 
port. 

It is indeed encouraging to learn 
that the people of New England have 
passed the stage when they can be dis- 
mayed at an accident of this sort to 
such an extent as to discourage them 
from using this modern means of 
transportation. 

It would he trite to say that there 
Is hardly more danger in air travel 
than In another mode of transporta- 
tion. Comparisons are still odious, too. 
At that same time it would be well 
to consider the number of persons car- 
ried in the history of the Boston-New 
York aviation service and to note the 
extremely low accident rate. 

Every week a dozen or so persons 
are killed in this State by automobiles. 
But, you say. there are many times 
more autos than planes. True, but 
there are never a dozen air fatalities. 
If you could obtain the statistics and 
figure it out, I’d wager that the rate 
of fatality per passenger in aircraft 
compares very favorably with that 
for persons riding in autos. Try it 
some time. 

We don’t resolve never to ride in a 
motor car again because people lose 
their lives in unfortunate accidents, 
do we? Then why should we adopt 
that attitude regarding airplanes? 

So much praise has been bestowed 
on the Newton tercentenary pageant 
that there is little to be added from 
this column. It has been demonstrated 
once more that there is much to be 
achieved by intelligent leadership of 
community spirit. You will find people 
enthusiastic to do this and that, but 
unless you have a well defined ob- 
jective you might as well not make 
the endeavor. Newton was especially 
fortunate in having an author who 
not only possessed creative genius, 
but also the skill to direct. 

It has been my good fortune to ob- 
serve Rev. Mr. Drummond putting his 
ideas of dramatic values into compre- 
hensive shape. There is an art, by 
the way, and one of which he is plain- 
ly master. He can convey to a player 
the importance of a point that to the 
performer might seem of no particu- 
lar consequence. Here is where the 
finishing touches are made. One must 
have a background from which to 
bring forth technique, the lights and 
shades of acting. When an author can 
originate and make his player grasp 
his ideas you have something that it 
is an education to witness. I am not 
in the least surprised that the page*

MAY BUILDING REPORT

alty and helpfulness, or to voice his 
regret at her leaving. 

He said in part —“She departs with 
the deepest respect and best wishes 
of a host of friends. She goes, I am 
sure, with the feeling that Newton 
has been good to her.” 

“We sometimes say of children that 
they were fortunate in the choice of 
their parents. In the same way, I 
think Miss Bragg was fortunate in 
choosing Newton as the laboratory for 
her achievements, although I had to 
use a little persuasion to induce her 
to come here. She has had no small 
part in the successful administration 
of our schools in whose interests she 
has consecrated her strength and her 
talents. Newton has been her oppor- 
tunity, and well she has met it, and 
the results to her and to us are am- 
ple proofs that she chose wisely in 
coming here. Newton has afforded her 
splendid training through which she 
has risen to national and international 
fame.” 

“On many and varied occasions dur- 
ing the past few weeks, you have had 
tangible evidence of the love and es- 
teem in which you are held by the 
teachers and principals of Newton. 
This tribute of good will is, I am sure, 
a source of great satisfaction to you. 
It is a spontaneous expression of ap- 
proval of your helpful leadership.” 
In behalf of her associates in the New- 
ton schools Mr. Wheeler presented 
Miss Bragg with a substantial purse 
of gold. 

In response, Miss Bragg expressed 
her appreciation for the gift and for 
the honor shown her by those who 
had gathered to evidence their friend- 
ship. She told of the enjoyment she 
had derived from her work in the 
Newton schools and of her gratitude 
for the loyal support she had received 
from the teachers. She praised Mr. 
Wheeler's leadership as Superintend- 
ent of the schools of this city. She 
stated that although she is to relin- 
quish her position in the Newton 
schools, she will not leave this city, 
which she has grown to love, but will 
continue to reside here and will en- 
deavor to be helpful to the city. 

The last issue of the Boston Uni- 
versity Press Bulletin contained lauda- 
tory references to Miss Bragg. In- 
cluded among these were the follow- 
ing: 

Story-teller, teacher of children, 
teacher of teachers, supervisor, "co- 
ordinator,” lecturer, and educational 
leader of the twentieth century. Miss 
Brag will bring to students in Boston 
University’s school of education an un- 
flagging zeal and personality that is 
worth more than twenty college de- 
grees. She was never graduated from 
a college. 

It is hard to realize that this short, 
stockily built woman with the amaz- 
ing essence of vitality, has given near- 
ly forty years of teaching to the world. 
The majority of it has been across the 
east and west, north and south of the 
United States. In Porto Rico she has 
taught teachers how to teach. 

The Newton plan for health educa- 
tion, sponsored and developed under 
her leadership, has received interna- 
tional adoption. Hundreds of thous- 
ands of visitors from all parts of the 
educated world have made Newton 
schools their mecca. They have come 
in curiosity, and departed in wonder

to emulate Newton’s example. At pres- 
ent she is a member of President Hoo- 
ver's White House Conference on 
health of children. Newton has be- 
come a better place in which to rear 
families since Miss Bragg has been 
there. 

Born in Braggville, near Milford, 
Miss Bragg attended school there, in 
Bristol, Rhode Island and was gradu- 
ated from the Providence R. I. Nor- 
mal School where she later taught. 

Following her graduation from the 
Providence school, she was asked to 
become an assistant in the English 
department, and she stayed there for 
two years, going then to the normal 
school in Westchester, Pa. In the 
nineties she returned to Providence 
Normal as head of the English depart- 
ment. Paying deep tribute to the 
many friends she has been privileged 
o make in all her contacts, Miss Bragg 
called especial attention to the group 
with whom she worked later in the 
Lowell Normal School. That teaching 
staff included Eleanor Hallowell Ab- 
bott, Amy Rachel Whittier, and Mabel 
Hill who has just retired from Dana 
Hall. 

The never-ending wonder to all her 
hosts of friends is Miss Bragg’s ca- 
pacity for hard work. Superintendent 
Wheeler says of her, “She is a tireless 
worker. It is her strong, compelling 
personality and her sympathetic na- 
ture that wins attention, followers, 
and friends.” She explains it herself. 
“My work is my life. People refresli 
me. I enjoy my friends. The great- 
est treasure to me of my institute lec- 
turing which took me up and down 
the forty-eight states and brought me 
into contact with all the leading peo- 
ple in the educational world of Am- 
erica, is that of the friendships I 
made.” 

From her years of experience as a 
teacher of youth and as a training 
teacher of teachers, Miss Bragg has 
seen tremendous changes occur in the 
educational history of the country. 
Her advice to the young teacher Is 
manifold and comprehensive. Eight 
points she regards as quite important: 

1. Thorough preparation for her 
work. 

2. An understanding of people and 
of children as people. 

3. Establishment of friendly rela- 
tions. 

4. The contribution of as much of 
herself as she can give to her 
school and her community. 

5. Continued improvement in serv- 
ice. never resting on the fact that 
“this year may he her last.” 

6. Enlargement of opportunities in 
PLAY as well as work. 

7. Large investments in friendships. 

8. Appreciation at all times of her 
fellow workers. 

Miss Bragg is a member of the joint 
committee of the National Education 
and American Medical Associations, 
the Superintendents’ Department of 
tie- N. E. A., a director of the New- 
ton Red Cross, member of the Central 
Council of the Junior Red Cross, the 
director of the Newton Welfare Bu- 
reau, temporary chairman of the New- 
ton Zonta Club, lecturer on public 
health at Harvard, and once a year 
lor Professor Turner’s class at Tech- 
nology, and has been a part-time fa- 
culty member of Boston University 
for several years. She will conduct 
courses in elementary education, story 
telling in teaching, and health educa- 
tion, and will co-operate with Prof. 
John J. Mahoney in supervision of 
English courses. 

‘There bus always been a great deal 
of criticism of the schools,” Miss 
Bragg said, speaking of present condi- 
tions, "perhaps more so now than at 
any previous time. Schools are the 
one thing that people think they know 
about, and so feel free to dictate. It 
is a good thing, in general, all this 
c riticism. It makes the school people 
step up on their toes, and survey what 
is under fire. If the code is weak, they 
begin to strengthen the thin spots. If 
it is all right, they find it so only 
after careful analysis.” 

Following the meeting in the audi- 
torium, those present went to the 
gymnasium of the school where Miss 
Bragg received their greetings. She 
was assisted in the receiving line by 
Mayor and Mrs. Weeks; Chairman 
George H. Tracy of the School Com- 
mittee-, and Mrs. Tracy and Mrs. Helen 
S. Hutchinson of the School Commit 
t<*c. The High School orchestra 
played.

During the past six months piano 
classes have been held in practically 
all the grade schools in Newton.

ROTARY CLUB 

The regular weekly luncheon meet- 
ing of the Rotary Club of Newton was 
held on Monday, June 9th, at the 
Woodland Golf Club at Auburndale, 
President Charles D. Ansley presid- 
ing. 

Visiting Rotarians were welcomed 
from Florida and Maine, the two ex- 
treme points north and south In the 
United States, as well as several vis- 
itors and Rotarians from the nearby 
cities. 

Frank J. Perry introduced as the 
speaker at this meeting. Mr. G. W. 
Sulley of the Merchants Service Divi- 
sion of the National Cash Register 
Company. Mr. Sulley lias spoken be- 
fore over eight hundred Rotary Clubs 
and confined his talk, in a non-com 
mercial manner, to the different de- 
partments in the business world. 

Mr. Sulley stated that the producers 
of raw material, in many places, were 
not making their proper share in the 
profits on their product. While on 
the other hand, the manufacturing, 
transportation, financial, and wholesale 
ends of the business were practically 
assured of their fair revenue from 
their various endeavors and that tin 
distribution of the finished product 
were in the same class as the pro 
ducers of the raw material and in 
many cases not making their fair re- 
turns for their work. 

Two interesting points were brought 
out by Mr. Sulley. First, that 25% of 
all the stores in this country were? 
selling 80% of the commodities dis- 
tributed and the average length of 
time that these concerns had been in 
business was twelve and one-lmlf 
years. The remaining 20% of the 
commodities sold were distributed by 
75% of the existing stores and only 
remained in business for an average 
of two and one-lmlf years. 

He attributed the success of the first 
group to their methods in handling 
their business, which meant proper 
supervision, good advertising, attrac- 
tive displays, and the development of 
efficient salesmen, proper supervision 
being the most important factor in the 
development of bigger business today. 

He believed that business organiza- 
tions were a great aid to local trading 
and pointed out that in localities 
where such organizations existed, lo- 
cal trading is flourishing, while in oth- 
er localities .where there were no or- 
ganizations, the people preferred to 
trade with out-of-town companies. 

Frank W. Stevens, who Is still con- 
fined to his home at Beacon street on 
account of sickness, is reported to be 
improving.

RINDGE WINS TO 

ANNEX FIRST TITLE 

Rindge Technical school defeated 
Newton high last Saturday on the 
Claflin field diamond. 9 to 1. to win 
Its first Suburban league championship 
since joining the league years ago. 
The victory assured the title as on 
Friday Somerville had nosed out Cam- 
bridge Latin In a free hitting battle 
to knock the latter out of a tie with 
Rindge for first place. Had Rindge 
lost a quadruple tie between the two 
Cambridge teams. Brookline and Som- 
erville. would have resulted. Inci- 
dentally this is the first time in many 
years that Newton has ended its base- 
ball season in the cellar position of 
the league. 

The orange and black had none too 
successful a season this spring, win- 
ning but five games out of sixteen. 
The bright spot in the entire schedule 
was a late-game rally to nose out 
Coach Jark Leary's Waltham high nine 
on May 21st. Newton broke even in 
its league games with Everett and 
Somerville for its only two league vic- 
tories. The other two wins were in 
the first two games of the yfcar when 
both West Warwick high of Rhode 
Island, which by the way is one of the 
pennant contenders in its sectional 
league, and Woburn high visited New- 
ton’s new diamond. 

The loss of many veteran players 
through the “three-year" rule brought 
Coach John Sullivan of Newton face 
to face with a difficult problem. Cap- 
tain Perry Elrod. outfielder, was the 
only letter man of the 1929 team eligi- 
ble to play under the new state rilling. 
Naturally the 1930 team was Inexperi- 
enced and below the average of New- 
ton teams in recent years. Unaccus- 
tomed to playing new positions and 
alongside other players the nine lacked 
teamwork as well as individual steadi- 
ness that resulted in an overwhelm- 
ing handicap. The same situation has 
prevailed in practically every major 
sport at Newton this past school year. 
The coming year should show a dis- 
tinct forward step. There are a num- 
ber of letter men available In all 
sports. 

In baseball it would seem that Coach 
Sullivan lias laid a foundation for a 
nine that should be far removed from 
the bottom of the league. In addi- 
tion to Captain-elect Bernard Litch- 
field other members of this year’s 
nine to return will be George Hil- 
dreth. Charles Butler. Warren Colby, 
George Kraber. and Tommy Rhodes. 
There are several others scholastically 
ineligible this year who may fit in 
nicely next season. Litchfield. Butler 
and Colby will probably be the nucleus 
of the 1931 infield. Hildreth, who 
started the season in the outfield only 
to he forced to don the catcher’s mitt 
and mask when the three receivers on 
the sqund became ineligible, will un- 
doubtedly return to one of the outer 
gardens. Rhodes and Kraber are 
pitchers. The former, a freshman, is 
one of the best prospects at Newton 
in years and had he been supported 
by a stronger team this season would 
have been far more impressive than 
lie was. He has a world of stuff for a 
schoolboy, is cool with men on bases, 
learns quickly, and uses his knowledge 
well. His outstanding weakness is 
lack of speed, due in ail probability to 
his youth. Added weight and the ex 
perience he gained this season should 
lie of inestimable value to him in 1931. 
Kraber pitched several nice games and 
should have hung up a better record 
with a better team. His main weak- 
ness seems to lie lack of confidence 
in himself. With veterans having the 
inside track on five of the nine posi- 
tions the prospects for 1931 are good. 
Next year’s regular catcher will prob 
ably lie one of two on this year’s squad 
at the start of the season who later 
became ineligible. Norbert Champ- 
agne or Tommy Lyons. One infield 
postion and two outfield positions will 
he the Newton mentor’s biggest prob- 
lems. Several members of the inter- 
mediate varsity team who were 
brought up to the varsity squad near 
the close of the season will be bat- 
tling for regular berths. Norman Ap- 
plevard, a substitute infielder the past 
season, may come through to fill the 
hole in the infield to give it a largely 
veteran appearance.

Newton Federation 

ANTIQUE EXHIBIT: Not only from 
Newton residents, hut from all over 
Greater Boston, come favorable com- 
ments on the largest exhibition of pri 
vate antiques ever shown here. Each 
village chairman, with her committee, 
and all headed by Mirs. W. J. Freethy 
of Waban, worked hard to achieve 
the results obtained, and this exhibit 
will he remembered as one of the 
principal events of Newton's Tercen- 
tenary celebration. 

Genuine Museum pieces were among 
the collection, and many the Interest 
ing bits of history connected with 
them. In the Colonial Bed-room, fur- 
nished by West Newton, an attendant 
proudly pointed to a beautiful mahog- 
any bed. With equal pride, Waban 
called attention to an early American 
kitchen, where a chair from the old 
Woodward House bore the date 1749. 
A reminder of the perils of the early 
settlers, was the old musket and pow- 
der horn, used in 1756 by Ebenezer 
Knapp at Fort Henry. 

Newton Corner, not to be outdone, 
explained that, among their other 
relics, was a chair once owned by 
Governor Winthrop, and a sewing 
table owned by Sarah Winchester, 
wife of Major Timothy Jackson, which 
was found in a hay-mow, where she 
had hidden it at the time of the siege 
of Boston in 1795. 

In the charming old hall, arranged 
by Newton Upper Falls, was an old 
Grandfather clock, a pair of candle- 
sticks once owned by President Tyler, 
and smiling down from her glided 
frame, was the sweet face of Nancy 
Gould. 

The charming Sheraton Dining-room 
of Newton Centre, drew many envious 
glnnces. How many wished they 
might sit at the polished table, in the 
beautiful carved chairs, called Shera- 
ton “Fancies,” and drink tea from 
the cups of Swansea lustre, dating 
back to 1789, or pass the Bristol glass 
compotes, two hundred ami fifty years 
old. while candles twinkled from two 
solid brass candlesticks of the same 
period, lighting up old silhouettes and 
rich French brocades. 

The Early American Living-room, 
by Auburndale, was of a more severe 
type, as maple and pine were used, 
and all the furnishings kept strickly 
to that era. Beautiful hooked rugs 
covered the floojj and the walls were 
hung with valunble old portraits. An 
unusual sampler was displayed which 
was beaded instead of worked in wool. 
Old fashioned flowers in vases 150 
years old stood on desk and tables. 
There was a charm and air of com- 
fort however, which the very simplic- 
ity of the furniture created. 

In tha 17th century Dining-room 
over which Newton Highlands presid- 
ed, again one might wish to he a 
guest, and sit at the table, dating back 
to 1630, covered with rare pewter 
dishes, and <dd glass. Here wer< 
shown an old pair of candlesticks used 
on one of the whaling ships. Thrown 
over a chair, ns if the owner had come 
in weary, was a coat, hand woven, 
and a hat worn at the time of the 
Revolutionary War. Nearby was an 
old hook opened to an advertisement 
of “Board and Room. 25 cents a week." 

Upstairs, the Balcony drew admir- 
ers. Here were children’s clothes, 
dolls, choice fans, bed quilts, and rare 
manuscripts — in short all the things 
not used in the rooms below. 

To tile visitor, entering the hall, was 
what seemed to he a garden. Would 
there be a fountain and bird baths? 
But no. it proved to be u Well-sweep, 
hanked with foliage, and looking as 
if it might have been there for a hun- 
dred years. Glancing up from this, 
i tlie eye met the "Meteor" the first 
train to come into Newton a century 
ago. These two reproductions were 
made by Mr. Carl Somers for the New- 
tonville share in t he exhibit, and were 
carried out with wonderful accuracy 
of detail. 

Tlie attendance was good on all 
four days of the Exhibit, but the mus- 
ical program included on Sunday, 
i made that a record day. Particularly 
enjoyable was the evening program 
by the choir boys of Saint Mary’s 
Episcopal Church, directed by Mr. 
Albert Walker. Newton Lower Falls, 
sponsoring this part of tlie celebra- 
tion. 

While it was impossible as one look- 
ed back to the olden days, not to make 
comparisons with our more efficient 
equipment, who shall say what will 
lie the result, should a similar exhibit 
be staged 100 years from now. Surely 
we are not going to stand still from 
now on. and what will be tlie result? 
Will our fast trains, our automobiles, 
and our aircraft, draw similar com- 
parisons from our descendants one 
hundred years from now? Who knows? 


The official Newton Post No. 48, 
American Legion Band, which was 
Formed about a month ago by Harold 
Ames of Newtonvllle, is now com- 
posed of fifty-eight, members, and 
every Monday evening this hand holds 
its rehearsals at the old Legion Head- 
quarters in West Newton. Within 
the next few days several more mem- 
bers of Newton Post will join the hand 
ami when this band appears in the 
National Convention Parade Next 
October, there will be at least seventy 
five members in tlie organization, and 
every member will be a paid up mem- 
ber of Newton Post 48. 

Practically all the present members 
of the band are men who have never 
played an instrument before, and sev- 
eral musicians, who were in various 
Army and Navy Bands during the 
war, are waiting to join the present 
band. 

The members of the band have 
voted to have the official American 
Legion Uniform as its uniform, with 
the exception that a different head 
piece will be worn, instead of the 
present Legion Cap. 

Thomas Cummings, a member of the 
Newton Police Department, has been 
elected as drum major. Harold Ames, 
is the chairman of the band commit- 
tee, Edward R. Ennis is the secretary. 
Dr. Thomas F. Dowd is the treasurer. 
Russell Viies has been elected cus- 
todian, Robert L. Cunningham the 
librarian, and Francis J. Barry publi- 
city manager.

The culmination of 32 years of faith- 
ful service as a faithful employee of 
the Street Department of Newton 
came to John J. Hurley, when he was 
selected to drive the four horses which 
pulled the old stage coach in the 
Memorial Day parade and in the page- 
ant performances.

SAMUEL POWERS HONORED 

(Continued from page 1) 


Weir and addresses were made by 
Judge George W. Anderson of the Fed- 
eral bench. Mr. Thomas W. Proctor 
and Mr. Robert P. Clapp. 

Judge Anderson said in part: “He 
accomplished his ambition of achiev- 
ing distinction in his chosen profes- 
sion. Probably he was not a great or 
learned lawyer, as those terms are 
commonly understood: but he cer- 
tainly knew law enough to make him 
a sound and practical adviser, as well 
as a good and effective trier of cases. 
He was an excellent judge of men and 
of the motives that dominate most 
human activities. Hence, his forma- 
lion of the Tantalus Club when in 
Congress, which probably made him 
the most influential new member or 
Congress In fifty years. 

“He was no radical reformer. He 
thought pretty well of our existing 
institutions. They treated him and 
his intimate friends so well that he 
looked askance on any revolutionary 
change therein. He rather preferred 
mild, suave lines of gentle progress. 

“Sam Powers was a wit: few men 
in our day have been such masters 
of apt and illustrative witty stories. 
They seemed to flow from him spon- 
taneously and always to fit the situa- 
tion. They were never barbed. The 
outstanding feature of his long career 
is found in his genius for friendship." 

Mr. Proctor said: “He had a strong 
understanding. His industry, his tact 
and his practical talent were prodigi- 
ous. His eye never left the target, 
hut he made no enemies and made 
every man his friend. In matters 
peculiarly professional his manage- 
ment of measures und of men was 
masterly. He was a kind uml gen- 
erous friend. He was spared to live 
in health a long, full and useful life. 
He was a greut citizen of the Re- 
public." 

Mr. Clapp said: "His reputation and 
accomplishments as a member of tlie 
Massachusetts Bar were such ns in 
themselves to entitle him to a high 
place on its honor roll; but there is 
due his memory a tribute of respect, 
not only for his ability as a lawyer, hut 
also for Ills qualities as u man. In 
tills Held of study he became ex- 
ceedingly proficient. IB* loved men: 
lx* liked to associate with them, to 
talk with them and to gather anec- 
dotes about them." 

Judge Field’s Address 

In accepting tin* resolution, Judge 
Field reviewed the public service of 
Mr. Powers and said his dominaut 
interest was in human beings, In per- 
sons, rather than in abstract Ideas. 
The wide luugo of his friendships was 
a tribute to Ills character,, for though 
lie "wulked witli kings" he did not 
lose the common touch. 

‘Mr. Powers,” said Judge Field, 
"hud quulities which we like to think 
iik an success at tlie bar: sound Judg 


meat, loyalty to clients, force, cour- 
age and above all, uprightness. He 
could stute a proposition clearly and 
accurately, and as favorably to his 
clients as the law and the facts war- 
ranted. but he would not overstate it. 
Fairness to him was the best policy, 
but. more than that, it was an essen- 
tial principle of life. He sought for 
his clients solutions of their problems, 
which would he favorable and lasting, 
yet fair to all parties, and failure by 
others to be fair aroused his indigna- 
tion.” 

The resolution follows: 

Samuel Leland Powers, son of 
Larned and Ruby (Burton) Powers, 
horn at Cornish, New Hampshire, Oc- 
tober 26. 1847. was a practitioner at 
the Massachusetts Bar from 1876 
until Ills death at Ills home in Newton, 
November 30, 1929. 

He was a student at Phillips-Exeter 
Academy and at Kimball Union Acade- 
my. anil was a Bachelor of Arts in 
the Class of 1874 at Dartmouth Col- 
lege. from which he received the 
degree of Muster of Arts in 1908. He 
studied law at the University of the 
City of New York, and in the office 
of Very & Gaskill at Worcester, Mass- 
achusetts. where he was admitted 
to the Bar on November 17, 1875. 

Mr. Powers was an outstanding 
lawyer whether as counselor or ad- 
vocate. He was quick to grasp and 
facile to make clear to Court or Jury 
the strength of his own case or the 
weakness of his adversary: but kind- 
ly in manner and courteous in speech 
— solicitous that no man suffer un- 
duly through the work he had to 
do. He pointed his argument with 
in apt story rather than with invective 
or denunciation. His manner was prov- 
erbial: it marked a trail of kindliness 
through more than half a century of 
busy professional life. 

As a member of the 57th and 58th 
Congresses of the United States he 
had, by virtue of Ills capacity for 
leadership, an influence seldom at- 
tained during so brief a service. 

As a member of the Constitutional 
Convention of Massachusetts 1918-1919 
he was notable among a notable group 
of men. 

As a trustee of his Alma Mater and 
of the New England Conservatory of 
Music, as a Member of the Massa- 
chusetts Board of Education, and by 
his benefactions to Kimball Union 
Academy, he showed his continuing 
interest in the cause of education. 

As a member, and for some years 
chairman, of the State Trustees for 
the operation of the Boston Elevated 
Railway, he performed well a valua- 
ble service to the people of the Metro- 
politan District.

Plumbers On Strike 
Over Question Of Pay 

Work on Crystal l*ak<* IVithlioiisi 
Held Up 


The strike of t lie Journeymen plumb- 
ers and steamfltters of Newton who 
an- members of Loral _'oi bad not 
been settled as the GRAPHIC went to 
press today. This strike started the 
first of this mouth when the master 
plumbers of the Newtons refused to 
grant the demands of their employees 
for a five-day week and an Increase 
in wages from $11 to $12 per day. The 
master plumbers had offered a com- 
promise of $11.50 per day, which offer 
was declined. 

The focal point of attack by the 
strikers is the new bathhouse under 
construction at Crystal Lake, Newton 
Highlands. Benjamin M. Thomas of 
Newton has the contract for the 
plumbing work in this building and 
when the strike was called, the plumb- 
ers working for him on this job quit 
in common with union plumbers on 
other small jobs in this city. On 
Tuesday. June 10th, all the union work- 
ers on the bathhouse were ordered off 
the job because it was claimed that 
Thomas had used non-union men there 
after the strike had gone into effect. 
Mr. Thomas states that no plumbing 
work was performed by him after the 
strike had started. On Tuesday. June 
3rd. two of ills sons moved a sectional 
gas-heater from outside the building 
into the structure to protect it from 
the weather. 

On June 12th Mr. Thomas received a 
letter from Herbert W. Colby, archi- 
tect of the bathhouse, in which the lat- 
ter granted the plumbing contractor an 
extension on the time in which he 
might complete the work, with the 
understanding that it should be com- 
pleted as soon as possible. This ex- 
tension was granted with the approval 
of Buildings Commissioner Chadwick. 

On June 16th Mr. Chadwick in- 
formed Mr. Thomas that from an in- 
vestigation he had made on the 
continued delay, it would be 
unreasonable for the plumbing 
contractors to expect to have mat- 
ters continue as they now stand. Ac- 
cordingly. the Buildings Commissioner 
notified Mr. Thomas to have enough 
men on the job Wednesday morning. 
June 18 so that the work will be com- 
pleted without further delay. Fol- 
lowing a conference between Thomas. 
Chadwick and Mayor Weeks on Wed- 
nesday morning, it was agreed to grant 
Mr. Thomas a further extension to 
Monday, June 23. 

Wednesday night the Master Plumb- 
ers held a meeting and sent a letter 
to the strikers asking that the latter 
agree to submit the matter of wages 
to arbitration by Mayor Weeks or 
some person who might be designated. 
It was specified in this letter that a 
reply be given not later than Friday 
noon. June 20. 

There was a conference between the 
Master Plumbers and representatives 
of Local 201 a few months ;iuo when 
the journeymen plumbers and steam- 
fltters asked that the $12 per day wage 
start on April 1. At that time the Mas- 
ter Plumbers asked that the increase 
he postponed until building conditions 
improve and the country become more 
prosperous. 

The striking plumbers contend that 
the wages sought are being paid in 
Boston. Waltham and other places and 
should be paid here without further 
delay. Meantime, the crucial point of 
the battle seems to be the new bath- 
house.

Richard H. Ellis, for the past nine 
years Commissioner of Public Works 
at North Andover, and recently ap- 
pointed by Mayor Weeks to succeed 
J. Clifton Whitney as Water Commis- 
sioner of Newton, was confirmed by 
the Board of Aldermen on Monday 
night by a vote of 15 to 3. The con- 
firmation followed a lengthy discus- 
sion participated in by Aldermen 
Chase. Gallagher. Grebenslein. Harte 
and Powers. The two aldermen from 
Ward 1 opposed the appointment and 
the increasing of the salary attached 
to the position in no uncertain terms. 
Aldermen Haile and Grehenstein de- 
fended Mayor Weeks' action in ap- 
pointing Mr. Ellis and the larger sal- 
ary to be given him. 

When President Collins of the 
Board announced that a vote would he 
taken on the matter of confirming Mr. 
Ellis. Alderman Chase of Ward 3 
called attention to the fact that Sec- 
tion 13 of the City Charter stipulates 
that all meetings of the Board of Al- 
dermen shall be public — "except when 
action is taken upon appointments or 
removals.” Mr. Collins consulted with 
City Solicitor Bartlett and informed 
the Board that Mr. Chase's point was 
well taken, but that the matter of vot- 
ing an $85't salary increase for the 
position of Water Commissioner must 
he acted upon in open meeting. Al- 
derman Chase stated that his object 
in suggesting the closed meeting was 
because he wanted to ask some ques- 
tions concerning Mr. Ellis ebefore he 
would vote on the matter of the sal- 
ary increase. He explained that not 
knowing the appointee, he desired to 
learn more about him. 

Alderman Gallagher of Ward 1 bit- 
terly assailed the proposal to have 
the aldermen go into secret session 
on the matter of confirming Mr. Ellis. 
He said “What are we afraid of? Let 
the public hear what we have to say 
about this matter. We will discuss 
it right here and now. There is too 
much underground stuff: confirm this 
man in the open Board as has been 
done in all other confirmations. Are 
we afraid the public might hear the 
story?” 

Aldermen Confirm Ellis 

Alderman Chase replied that it was 
not his purpose to have the meeting 
private and he would not so insist. 
He merely desired certain information. 
President Collins inquired if any mem- 
ber desired the confirmation of the ap- 
pointee to be discussed by the Board 
privately and receiving no affirmative 
answer, called for action on the mat- 
ter in open meeting. 

Alderman Gallagher, who is chair- 
man of the special committee on 
Water Supply took the floor and 
vented his indignation on the appoint- 
ment in vehement terms. He said in 
I part — “I do not know who Mr. Ellis 
is, but I do know he is not lacking 
in nerve. He demands a higher sal- 
ary titan Mr. Whitney, who served 
over 50 years, received : a salary high- 
er than almost and city official re- 
ceives. Have we any right to go out- 
side of the city to get a man for this 
job? I like native sons. I don’t see 
why we should go to a hick town to 
get a man for this office." 

"The Water Committee of which 
I am a member was never consulted 
about this appointment. Not a single 
word was said to us about it. Now. 
here is a man who has just left this 
room and you deny him this job. The 
Mayor has denied this job to the man 
who deserves it. Alderman Henry Bail. 
He is as white as the driven snow and 
knows more about Newton water than 
anybody else. We should be proud to 
have him as Water Commissioner 
One politician told him— I would not 
hack you Bail because you come front 
the Board of Aldermen.' The Mayor 
said 'You are too old Mr. Bail.’ Then 
he offered the job to an older man. 
Bail was still in the offing, but they 
hud to go and get somebody from out 
side."

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"Then there was Ed Earle who was 
a member of the Public Works Com- 
mittee for eight years and who gave 
freely of his time. He was never 
af ked. There is Arthur Weston, one 
of the best authorities on water it 
this State, assistant to Mr. Good- 
enough. Chief Engineer of the Metro- 
politan Water Board. He is a New- 
ton man. Was he considered? No, — 
not by half a minute. We have in 
Newton Centre a consulting engineer. 
F. Wellington Gilcreas. who has made 
many analyses of Newton water while 
working for Weston & Sampson. Why 
was he not a*ked? Man to man we 
are far superior to any city in this 
State and yet we can't find one sol- 
itary individual inside our city limits 
considered qualified to fill this pos- 
ition." 

"There are 66.000 people in this 
city. Can't we find one man available 
and fit to take this job? You will 
never get another man like Mr. Whit- 
ney. Night, noon and morning he 
worked, taking about two hours vaca- 
tion yearly. His successor is to get 
more money. I would favor the in- 
crease after he shows he is worth it.” 

Alderman Gallagher said that he 
knew the stage was all set for the 
confirmation of Mr. Ellis, and that 
the members of the special commit- 
tee on Water Supply will greet the 
new Commissioner courteously and 
try to give him a "bed of roses,” but 
he criticised severely the action of 
the Aldermen in confirming the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Ellis when compe- 
tent men are available in this city. 
He called attention to the undesirable 
results which followed years ago when 
outsiders were imported into this city 
to head two other departments. 

Alderman Powers of Ward 1 also 
opposed the confirmation of Mr. Ellis' 
appointment. He said in part — 

"The Mayor and I are friendly and 
I regret feeling constrained to oppose 
him in this matter. But he. even as 
you and I. is not infallible and when, 
in my opinion, he has made a poor 
decision. I shall honestly take issue 
with him. I endeavor not to be nar- 
row in my views, or too provincial, 
but. if it is 'Main Street' to be loyal 
to one’s city. I accept this character- 
ization. It may be that because of 
having been born in Newton, residing 
in Newton and working in Newton. I 
regard this matter in a different light 
than the majority of members of the 
Board, but is my belief that when 
public positions are to be filled in this 
city. Newton men should fill them.” 

"We had a pageant a couple of 
weeks ago — “The City Beautiful.' in 
which the progress of Newton for 30u 
years was depicted and the fact that 
Newton is an outstanding community 
demonstrated. Last week I listened 
to Payson Smith. State Commissioner 
of Education, assert at the Newton 
High School that the public schools 
of Newton are excellent and models 
for other schools to follow: they have 
a national reputation. Yet. with such 
unusual educational advantages, it 
seems to be the vogue the past couple 
of years to go outside the city to fill 
vacancies in public positions here 
Are residents of Newton so deficient 
mentally as to be incompetent to fill 
such positions?” 

"One reason given for the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Ellis is — ‘that he is a 
civil engineer.’ There is no need of 
the Water Commissioner being a 
civil engineer. The City Charter and 
ordinances of Newton provide that all 
engineering work for this city shall 
be performed by the City Engineer 
and his assistants. A civil enginev 
or any other type of engineer is not 
going to produce any change iu the 
quality of Newton water. The ap- 
pointee. not beiug a chemist or a 
necromancer cannot transmute New- 
ton water into a liquid such as Vichy. 
Apollinaris or Schlitz. According to 
analyses of experts. Newton water was

ALDERMEN MEET 

A number of persons residing on 
Washington street. West Newton, were 
present at the meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen on Monday night to pro- 
test against the proposed widening of 
this street between Greenough street 
and Woodlnnd road. Joseph C. Foley 
of 1605 Washington street led the op- 
position agniiiHt the plan to take 15 
feet on the north side of Washington 
street. He also objected to the plnn 
to widen Greenough street. He stated 
that he does not object to some im- 
provements on Greenough street but 
thinks the land for the widening of 
this street should be taken from lots 
on both sides and not nil from the 
easterly side. He criticised the plnn 
to have a sidewalk 9 feet wide on 
this street, stating that 5 feet Is 
enough. Apparently, Mr. Foley was 
not aware that some of the space re- 
served for sidewalks is taken up by 
a grass border, ns he also objected to 
a 10 foot space being reserved for 
sidewalk purposes on Washington 
street. 

Mr. Foley does not object to the 
widening of Washington street, but 
thinks 10 rather than 15 feet should 
he the limit of the takings from the 
lots on the north side of the street 
between Greenough street and Com- 
monwealth avenue. He feared that if 
15 feet Is taken the shade trees along 
the street will be sacrificed. He Is 
of the opinion that there will be less 
traffic along Washington street when 
the new Boston to Worcester highway 
along the route of Boylston street is 
completed. 

Joseph O’Sullivan of 1629 Washing- 
ton street opposed the widening be- 
cause It will cause the removal of the 
trees and bring truck traffic 15 feet 
nearer to the houses. Dr. Harry Berg 
of 1643 Washington street opposes the 
land for the widening being taken 
from the north side. He thinks the 
widening should be made equally on 
both sides. John Hagerty of 1623 
Washington street also voiced opposi- 
tion. 

Alderman Murray explained that if 
15 feet of land is taken from the 
lots on the north side of Washington 
street, the trees will not be cut down, 
hut will be on a grass plot between 
the sidewalk and the street. If but 
10 feet should be taken, the trees 
would be in the middle of the side- 
walk. and would have to be removed. 
By taking 15 feet, nine trees would be 
all that must he removed. He stated 
that all the widening must he done 
o:i one side of the street. It is not 
practical to take ~V 2 feet on one side 
and the same width on the other side. 
City Engineer Morse explained that it 
is impracticable to widen the street 
on the south side because of the high 
bank there. 

Members of the Public Works Com- 
mittee will meet residents of the sec- 
tion affeeled tonight and the matter 
will he discussed on the site in ques- 
tion so that a clear understanding may 
he had of just what the project will 
result in. The necessity of widening 
Washington street between Auburn 
street and Commonwealth avenue was 
recognized some years ago and an 
agreement was made between the city 
and the then owners of the property 
on the north side of the street so 
that houses erected at that time were 
built sufficiently far back from the 
street to permit a widening at a la- 
ter date. The widening is desired 
now because of the resurfacing of 
Washington street with a bithulitic 
pavement and it is feasible to com- 
plete the improvement at this time. 

Albert T. Stuart appeared to petition 
for a permit to erect a gasoline tilling 
station at the southeasterly corner of 
Beacon and Walnut streets. Newton 
Centre. He stated this lot has a front- 
age of ISO feet and a high class sta- 
tion will be erected and conducted in 
a first class manner. He promised to 
tear down two old houses now on this 
property. 

No one appeared to favor or oppose 
the petition of George E. Tufts for a 
public garage and filling station at 
7S4 Beacon street, Newton Centre. It 
is not intended to erect a new garage 
or tilling station. Mr. Tufts forgot to 
have his permits renewed at the spe- 
cified time and so had to apply for new 
permits. 

The Licenses Committee reported 
favorably on the following petitions: 
Edison and Telephone companies, pole 
locations, Here ward road, 2 poles; 
Rotherwood road, 3 poles: Rosalie 
road, 2 poles; Newton Buick Company, 
licenses to deal in second hand motor 
vehicles at 371 Washington street, 69 
Elmwood street and 714 Beacon street. 
The committee reported adversely on 
these petitions: Nellie Nelson, 20 
Richardson street. 2 car garage: Edi- 
son Company, pole locations on Park 
street: Mary Baker, common victualler 
license at 67 Crafts street: Bartholo- 
mew Kelly, permit for 3 car garage at 
23 Charlotte road. The Board sus- 
tained the committee in all these re- 
ports. 

The majority of the Licenses Com- 
mittee. with Alderman Temperley dis- 
senting, reported favorably on the pe- 
tition of Jacob Cohen for permits to 
move two dwellings from the corner 
of Walnut and Beacon streets across 
Walnut street to locations at the rear 
of S7u Walnut street. Alderman Pow- 
ers asked that thiH matter be referred 
buck to the committee for further 
consideration. He stated he is not 
opposed to a permit being granted 
to move one of these houses, but ob- 
jects to both houses being moved 
across the street to form tt group of 
closely clustered dwellings. 

Chairman Hawkins of the commit- 
tee did not favor the matter being re- 
ferred back. He said the committee 
lists considered this matter, the houses 
will be 15 feet apart, which is amply 
wide enough. Alderman Holden said 
the report should be accepted and the 
permits given because it will aid the 
Newton Cemetery Corporation which 
will benefit financially if it can sell 
the old houses. 

Alderman Powers argued that when 
Mr. Ross of the Cemetery Corpora- 
tion petitioned for the gasoline filling 
station permit at the locus on which 
the houses in question now stand, he 
told tin* Aldermen that one reason 
why the permit for the filling station 
Hhould he granted was because it 
would result in the removal of two un- 
sightly old houses. The Ward 1 al- 
derman commented Unit if the dwell- 
ings are unsightly in their present In 
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cations, they will not be an asset to 
the neighborhood across the street if 
both are moved over, forming a some- 
what crowded group of buildings 
which will tend to prevent proper de- 
velopment of vacant land nearby. He 
took issue with Alderman Hawkins 
“that 15 feet between dwellings is am- 
ple and stated that persons residing 
In houses this close together must be 
quite careful of their conduct If they 
wish to maintain their reputations. He 
stated that the cemetery corporation 
will receive but a few hundred dol- 
lars for these old dwellings and can 
struggle along even if it does not ob- 
tain this amount from the sale of both 
these houses. 

Alderman Ball seconded the mo- 
tion to have the matter referred back 
to the committee and by a vote of 9 
to 8 the motion was carried. Aider- 
man Pratt, favoring the motion, had 
commented that when a permit was 
granted to move the former residence 
of Jack Sharkey from Stone avenue 
to Lee road. Chestnut Hill, it was 
promised that this house would he 
moved in one day. It took three days. 
The Ward 6 alderman does not favor 
impeding traffic by allowing houses 
to block streets while in the process 
of being moved from one location to 
another. 

A committee consisting of Aldermen 
Temperley, Mansfield and Chase 
was appointed to compose resolutions 
commending those who planned the 
teceiit pageant and participated in it. 

It was voted to hold hearings at 
the next meeting of the Board on June 
30 on the following petitions — Con- 
structing a sidewalk on Clarendon 
street, taking land for a drain on 
Bishopgate road, laying a sewer In 
Chestnut street.

ANOTHER

In spite of the frequent reduction 
in the prices of new automobiles and 
the descending values in used cars, 
there are still some of us who stick 
to the trolleys — because we are 
obliged to. if you want the truth. 
This. I think, should be said before 
somebody asks why we don’t get a 
small car and regulate our own trans- 
portation system between Newton and 
Boston. But we are not alone, we 
earless (I didn’t write careless) citiz- 
ens. A lot of people use the electrics, 
who own at least one car and could 
afford two or three. 

Now that I have explained the 
reason for the Elevated’s patronage 
I should like to say for those who 
cannot help themselves and who, for 
some reason, do not expect help from 
the Elevated, that these centre-door 
trolleys between Park street, Boston, 
and our own Nonant um square, are 
not so cool. That is a Summer time 
of disparagement. 1 n the Winter one 
would say, “not so hot”. 

Fate has stacked the cards In such 
a way that l have been 'obliged to 
patronize the Elevated on days when 
the temperature was highest and at 
hours when the records were broken. 
This is not an attempt to blame the 
road or its management for the weath- 
er. although 1 dare say there are those 
who would like to fix the responsibil- 
ity thus. All I want to prove is that 
these centre-door cars are more like 
portable sunparlors without screens. 
Many windows are tightly closed and 
remain that way, defying the struggles 
of strong-armed men and women. 

ir a little lubricant would help, we 
each of us might go forward in the 
morning provided with oil cans. But 
I think we would have to put in more 
time than is consumed in a trip be- 
tween Newton and Boston ami we 
couldn't get the job done in time to 
enjoy the fruits of our endeavors, 
providing we were able to raise some- 
thing besides our anger. When you 
see more than half of the windows 
closed there is nothing apparently 
to he done about it. Yes, one thing 
is possible — we may sit still and see 
different passengers get on and make 
ineffectual attempts to open this or 
that window. 

Speaking for the regular patrons I 
wish It were possible to get more air. 
They tell me that these centre-door 
cars were brought to us from East 
Boston and that our long end-door 
curs have been converted Into puy-as- 
you-enters and are rolling through 
East Boston. In the luttor district 
they are said to be dissatisfied with 
the rearrangement. Well, ut least they 
can get tile windows open. 


As long as cuts and dogs wander 
abroad through the earth they are 
certaiu to have their troubles Uke 

their liuihuu co-inhabitants. 1 con- 


fess that I am one of those soft- 
hearted individuals who feel that the 
human or inhuman race causes much 
of the suffering inflicted on the four- 
footed creatures. Without going into 
a discussion of that point I defy con- 
tradiction when I state that the prob- 
lem of relieving cats and dogs of 
misery is a part of the complex prob- 
lem of life. 

It may be that we open the front 
door some morning and find a stray 
kitten or a dog. Possibly tile younger 
member of the household insists upon 
adopting it. In such cases all is well, 
or often turns out satisfactorily. But 
in the majority of instances people 
are not prepared to do more than 
provide a meal or two. No sooner are 
we confronted with such a situation 
than somebody suggests. “Send for 
the Animal Rescue League". Sup- 
posing, however, the idea is advanced 
that it might lie well to tell the police- 
man on that beat or to call up Police 
Headquarters. Wliat is the advice 
offered by the uniformed protectors 
of tile public pence? Why, the same 
tiling. "Send for the Animal Rescue 
League". 

In other words we find that the 
league is the only way out, provid- 
ing we are not so utterly heartless 
that we don’t care what happens to 
tiie wandering animal. All right then, 
doesn't that prove the league has 
come to lie indispensable? Of course 
it does, lmt then comes the next ques- 
tion. "Who pays the bills?” You can- 
not expect tiie league to run without 
funds. No other service which we 
expect and receive is supplied free 
of charge. Why then have we the 
right to assume that a group of pliil- 
authopists should draw checks to keep 
dogs and cats from suffering. The 
fact is they do. but that does not re- 
move our own obligation. The Animal 
Rescue League is essential — any 
police official will tell you that. We 
certainly do not want to return to tiie 
barbarous times when policemen shot 
and killed cats and dogs. I know that 
tiie policemen hate the thought of it 
themselves. 

Wlmt I'm getting at is that we 
should contribute our bit. Think of it. 
tiie league sends its ambulance 
til rough nil the Newtons twice u day 
in response to calls from householders 
or the police, in order to mercifully 
care for the stray dog or cat that may 
Itave no friends hut quite us likely is 
the pet of a family t bat is actually 
grieving over Its loss. 

You muy not happen to know it lmt 
• ar own fellow citizen, Mr. William 
E. Brigham of the Boston Transcript, 
who lives in NewtonviUe, is giving 
unselfishly of his time and means as 
managing director of the league. 
When public spirited citizens are will- 
ing to make such sacrifices the rest 
of us should lie willing to do u minor 
part. 

It churned to be my good fortune 
last week to inspect the theatre at 
Yale University. If you are interested 
in i lie latest in playhouses you cer- 
tainly will agree that this is it. I 
know you must have looked upon 
t lieu ties and admired them for vuri- 


tliere certainly Is nothing like It In 
tills or any other counfry. 

A render of this column reminded 
me the other day of what we bad to 
say anenl frankfurt sausages. He 
agreed that lie didn’t like to bear 
them called, "Hot dogs". "However," 
be went oil, "wlmt makes me tired are 
those large signs on the roadside 
stands that proclaim tiie opportunity 
of liuying this kind of food. They 
need not be so large and ugly — It 
spoils tiie fun of eating". 

I found that lie bad a pet peeve on 
restuurant cooking in general. It was 
indeed interesting. Anybody will dis- 
cuss food with enthusiasm even when 
there is no food in sight and It may 
not happen to be mealtime. 

“They rook tilings too fast nowa- 
days". said our fellow reader. "Just 
look at apple pies for instance. You 
don’t get tiie flavor in the crust that 
you should. All bread is dry, too. 
There should be a moisture in bread 
and there should be a flavor in pie 
crust. The trouble is that things are 
baked too hurriedly. Ft it a matter of 
economy with the baker. He has his 
oven heated and it’s good business to 
get as many batches out in as short 
a time as possible in order to save 
fuel. 

"Grandmothers who baked the bread 
and pies and cakes that we so well 
remember took plenty of time. There 
was no need of crowding the things 
in and out. They gauged the fire so 
that plenty of opportunity was given 
for the various ingredients to form a 
complete and perfect whole. And. my 
how different they tasted! 

"I am not finding fault with the 
quality of tiie food or the prices. My 
contention is that this age of haste 
has got into the kitchen and is play- 
ing the mischief with it. Everything 
is haste. You can’t enjoy your food 
if you eat It fast and you can't make 
it enjoyable if you cook it fast." 

Well, now there's hot weather topic. 
I agree with my friend in his conclu- 
sions. How about you? 


On my recent automobile trip, 
which included a large part of this 
State. Connecticut and Rhode Island. I 
made a discovery, or feel that I did. 
Possibly my natural dullness has con- 
cealed the fact from me until now. but 


since it has arrived I cannot resist 
putting It on paper. 

And It Is this. In place of our "ex- 
perts” that used to occupy chairs at 
blacksmith forges and In livery 
stables we have a newer group of 
wiseacres. When horses galloped 
over the roads every settlement, be 
It village, town or city, had its men 
who knew ail about horses, or 
thought they did. Let a horse be 
brought in to be shod or stabled for 
the night, and comments would be 
made as to its worth. 

The countryside was full of those 
who could put it ail over David Harum 
in a horsetrade. At least, you would 
think so to hear them talk. They could 
tell the age of a horse, whether it was 
liable to go lame if driven any dist- 
ance. whether it bad the heaves or the 
spavin and all those things. 

Now what nave we? No horses to 
talk about. I'll admit. Instead we have 
automobile sharps. A younger crowd 
hut no less confident of their own judg- 
ment and opinion. They see an au- 
tomobile roll into a filling station or 
a garage and they can tell the name 
and the year of manufacture right 
off the reel. They know whether it 
has been repainted, and how many 
times. They can. by squinting one 
eye. ascertain that the tires have 
been patched and in how many places. 
They know what you might expect to 
get for such a vehicle if you decided 
to trade it in. I doubt if there is any- 
thing they don't know about automo- 
biles. 

All this, I say, has come to take the 
place of the horse experts of bygone 
days just as the autos have come to 
take the place of the horses. The next 
step, of course, is airplanes. I am 
sure that if I had time to hang around 
the airport I would find there a group 
of keen men who could pick an air- 
plane to pieces, mentally, to be sure, 
and give us the inside dope about how 
she'd fly In a strong wind.

LIFE LIKE GOLF 


Dr. J. Edward Park. President of 
Wheaton College. Norton. Mass., gave 
the Commencement Address at the Fes 
senden School, in the course of which 
he said: 

“My first acquaintance with the 
Fessenden School was more than 
twenty years ago. I used to play golf 
on the links which surrounded it then 
even more completely than they do 
today. And I was interested to see 
as 1 was driving up here a few minutes 
ago that the course still looks blasted 
on certain points where twenty years 
ago I missed a very easy putt. An 
easy putt seems so easy but beware 
of overconfidence! More games are 
lost on the putting green than any- 
where else. It seems so smooth, so 
near, just to roll the ball into the cup. 
But there is nowhere from which the 
howl of disappointment from the on- 
lookers goes up so frequently as when 
an easy putt has been missed. 

“There was a man with whom I used 
to play here twenty years ago who al- 
ways told me the reasons for the fail- 
ure of any of his strokes. He ex- 
I plained always that lie would have 
j hit the ball if it had uot been for the 
I wind, if his foot had not slipped, or 
j because of the poor club or the fact 
that the ball rolled off the tee. We 
i all came to avoid that player because 
. the only value of excuses is as a com- 
I fort to yourself, never tell them to 
j others. 

"It is curious why so many people 
are never clear about why other peo- 
pie do not like them, it is because they 
■ are bossy or are show-offs or are 
continually sharpening their mean 
humor on other people's feelings. It 
is how you play the game that after 
all makes the fun of it. It is the 
courtesy, the thoughtfuiuess. the hon- 
or. nnd the humor. 

"The whole trick in golf is the 
swing. Take the ball on the way. If 
you try to Hit the hall you are a fail- 
ure. The man who has the swing 
succeeds. The man who tries to swipe 
tiie hall fails. And the best example 
is this school. When 1 first knew it. 
it was just beginning and it has never 
I needed to advertise much. I never 
came into the ruilroad station at New 
touville and found the banner over it 
reading : ‘The Fesseudeu School is 

the best.' The best advertisement of 
the Fessenden School has been the 
Fessenden boy because it was started 
with the right swing.

CHIEF OF POLICE BURKE RETIRES 


' Chief Burke of the Newton police de- 
partment will retire from active serv- 
ice tomorrow evening after having 
served the City of Newton faithfully 
for over 42 years. He was appointed 
a patrolman on December 15, 1889 and 
made a fine record in that capacity. 
While stationed at Newton Corner as 
a day patrolman he gained a reputa- 
tion for fearlessness when he stopped 
a team of runaway horses at Nonan- 
thin Square, clinging to the bridle of 
one horse until the frightened ani- 
mals dragged him through a plate 
glass window in the Nonuntum Build- 
ing. When Chief Burke first went on 
the force as a night patrolman, there 
was but one shift and the hours of 
duty wtfre considerably longer than at 
the present time; so were the routes. 
Also, the life of a policeman in those 
days was much more hectic than at 
present. A policeman had to frequent- 
ly give battle to some inebriate who 
harbored a grudge against the "cops” 
and it was no job for anyone who 
could not take care of himself in a 
physical encounter. 

On October 30. 1903. Patrolman 

Burke was promoted to the rank of 
sergeant, on April 26. 1917, lie was 
advanced to the rating of Lieutenant, 
lie was made Captain on February 25. 
1922, and became Chief November 
20. 1922. In accordance with the spe- 
cial law i elating to the tenure or ser- 
vice of tlie Chief of Police of this 
city. Chief Burke could have retired 
on a pension when lie reached tlie age 
of 65 in 1925. He had the option, how- 
ever. of applying for re-appointment 
each succeeding year until lie reached 
the age of 70. He elected to ask for 
reappointment the past four years but 
decided to retire this year. 

Chief Buike lias been highly praised 
by judges and other law enforcement 
officials for his insistency in enforcing 
tlie law indiscriminately. He has not 
made a practice, as has been done in 
other cities of interfering with ills 
subordinates when they obtained com- 
plaints against persons for viola- 
tions of automobile and other laws. 

Chief Burke resides at Wildwood 
avenue. West Newton. His family 
consists of his wife, two daughters 
and three sons.

WADE SCHOOL EDIFICE SOON 

TO BE A MEMORY ONLY 

To the Editor of the Newton Graphic: 

Like many another landmaik the 
disused Wade Schoolliouse at Upper 
Falls will soon be a memory only. It 
Is to be razed at the close of school 
that a portable building may be erect- 
ed In the Emerson School yard. The 
structure, which was built In 1868, 
ceased to house pupils with the open- 
ing of the Emerson School In Septem- 
ber 1905, a quarter of a century ago. 
The past 20 years the property has 
been in the care of the local Improve- 
ment Society. Whatever net receipts 
accrued from the use of the building 
have been used mainly for village bet- 
terment, the playground land pur- 
chase and playground activities com- 
ing in for a considerable share. 

While numbers of adults who re- 
ceived their early education within 
its portals reside in or adjacent to 
Upper Falls, scores of them may be 
found in many states of the Union, 
and it is not rash to say that all of 
these “old grads” cherish fond mem- 
ories of incidents occurring inside its 
walls. 

The School housed in the building 
was first given the name of Prospect 
Grammar. It has had seven masters 
as follows: Levi C. Wade, who taught 
at first what was called the "little 
schoolliouse” (now Foresters’ hall), 
going into the new and large building 
which at the time stood facing on 
High street on part of the present 
site of the Emerson. Mr. Wade at the 
time resided on Chestnut street in the 
house near the depot now occupied 
by Mrs. Fisher. He left Upper Falls 
in the early 70’s to engage in the 
practice of law. He later became in- 
terested in railroads, and in later life 
was more or less prominent in State 
politics. He built a residence in Oak 
Hill now owned by the Charles River 
Country Club. At the time of his 
death he was president of the Mexican 
Central Railroad. 

Hon. Albert L. Harwood of Newton 
Centre followed Mr. Wade as master 
of the school. He in addition had 
under his guidance the schools at 
Newton Highlands, Oak Hill and New- 
ton Centre. Like Mr. Wade he left 
the rather painstaking profession of 
teaching and went into law and pol- 
itics, serving some years ago as State 
Senator. 

The late David S. Farnluim of New- 
ton Centre took up the task in the 
School, laid down by Mr. Harwood. 
He was succeeded about 1879 by Mr. 
Walter C. Frost who left in the middle 
80’s to connect with a business house 
in Boston. Mr. Frost was a favorite 
with many of his boys and was rather 
strong for athletics. He was given to 
telling his admirers how. when in col- 
lege, "he used to vault over a horse" 
(not a saw horse, either). 

As a mixer, and yet master, who 
was a disciplinarian first, last and all 
the time, Mr. Charles E. Hussey, who 
became master after Mr. Frost, made 
a mark, it would seem, for all time. 
He got results in his teachings*. He 
joked with tin- pupils on occasion 
and the boys once in a while would 
“get one” on the master. However, 
when he called "up straight boys" to 
a bunch who sought early to acquire 
a collegiate slouch, those addressed 
"snapped into it" instantly. 

Mr. Hussey left Upper Falls in the 
middle 90’s going to higher teaching 
position. 

Mr. Charles C. Weatherbee of New- 
ton Highlands took the master’s chair, 
vacated by Mr. Hussey, at a time* too. 
when there was a tendency to revise 
many educational methods as applied 
to elementary schools. He left the 
school (which during his administra- 
tion was renamed the Wade), about 
1903 and became principal of a group 
of Boston schools of which the Prince 
School is (he centre. Mr. Charles C. 
Gaffney followed Mr. Weatherbee and 
was the last master of the school. He 
became the first principal of the Emer- 
son school when it was opened in 1905. 
He left to engage in business and was 
succeeded by Mr. F. R. Hodge who 
came from Malden in 1906. 

This brief record of a few oj the 
old schools nearly four decades of 
activity, would be lacking if no men- 
tion were made of some of the teach- 
ers other than masters. The dean of 
them all was Miss Martha L. Perkins 
who for 35 years in one school or an- 
other instructed the juveniles of Up- 
per Falls. Then there was Miss Ella 
F. Crooker who held sway in the 
fourth and fifth grades for many 
years. Remembered perhaps by but 
a few of the very old people attending 
the school were the Misses Ellen and 
Emoline Briggs. The former Height 
under Mr. Wade and later became the 
wife of Mr. Luther Paul of Newton 
Centre. She passed away a few years 
ago in Newton Centre. 

Not teachers in the Wade, but close 
to. and a part of it. in the “little 
schoolliouse.’’ were Miss Mary P. Guil- 
ford (now Mrs. Frank Fanning), and 
Miss Lizzie Everett, who "trained the 
young idea to shoot." Miss Everett 
iel’t school to become Mrs. Hicks and 
moved to Allston. Her place was 
taken by Miss Linda E. Nickelson. 
who to this day remains as a teacher 
in the Emerson school. 

A man. although not a teacher, who 
played an important part in the affairs 
of the Wade school was the late 
Joshua L. Randall, janitor through 
nearly if not all of the terms of six 
masters. He was a favorite of the 
boys in the school. At the many so- 
cial functions of the old days, for 
which the hall of the schoolliouse 
seemed to he about the only available 
headquarters, he rendered aid invalu- 
able to the smooth running of such 
affairs. Mr. Randall was also a mem- 
ber of the call tire company of Hose 
seven. 

Listed on the city’s books as worth 
$5000. the old Wade building (soon 
to become a heap of plaster, iron, 
stones, bricks and broken sticks), in 
the hands of its one time teachers has 
been an instrument for the creation 
of wealth beyond count and impos- 
sible to measure by the dollar sign.

No wonder he spends most of 
his time in Paris. Who wouldn’t? By 
the way one of the beautiful statues 
at the Casino was designed by Sarah 
Bernhardt. 


As our ship approached the Straits 
of Messina. Nature staged for us a 
rare show the equal of which has sel- 
dom been seen, even by old seamen. 
From the lower side of some heavy 
dark clouds, suddenly a funnel-shaped 
form slowly descended to the agitated 
surface of the sea. The tapering 
spiral column appeared to be sus- 
pended, rope-like, from a tremendous 
height. After lasting about fifteen 
minutes, the column broke away from 
the parent cloud, gradually, telescop- 
ing into the sea and finally disappear- 
ing in spray. A photograph of this 
wonderful water spout was taken by 
several on board and was afterwards 
published in many American papers. 


India, that land of mystery and 
romance, gave us the most beautiful 
sight ’we saw in all our travels, and 
also the dirtiest and filthiest. The Taj 
Mahal in Agra fulfilled all expecta- 
tions and is without doubt the most 
exquisite gem of architecture in all the 
world. On the other hand, Benares 
the holy city of the Hindus, presents 
the most disgusting sights imagin- 
able. The cow’ is sacred. It must not 
be molested. You walk through its 
filth everywhere. The bodies of the 
dead are burned along the river bank 
and the ashes thrown into the Ganges. 
Infants and cattle are thrown in with- 
out burning. In the same stream 
countless thousands are seen every 
day bathing and drinking the water, 
for here it is that one million pilgrims 
come every year to bathe, believing 
that in so doing they will gain en- 
trance into Heaven. 

The Taj Mahal, the world's most 
famous mausoleum, was built 300 
years ago by Shah Jahan in memory 
of his wife. It is "a dream in marble" 
showing the love of man for a woman. 
It required seventeen years to build, 
employed 20.000 workmen and at the 
end, tiie architect, whose name is un- 
known, was put to death that he 
might never be able to build its equal. 

While Java belongs to the Dutch, a 
large proportion of its inhabitants are 
Chinese. Here I had the unique ex- 
perience of being entertained in a 
Chinese home. My host was one of 
the leading Chinese merchants of the 
city. Afternoon tea was served. One 
of ’the many delicacies was a layer 
cake, only an inch thick but consisting 
of thirty-two layers. Get that — one 
inch thick— thirty-two layers. It took 
three months to make, but only three 
minutes to eat. It was delicious. The 
ladies of the household were all 
dressed in Chinese costumes of rich- 
est brocades: so was the little three- 
year-old tot. All spoke excellent Eng- 
lish. In fact the adults speak five 
languages. 


Java is the home of the mangos- 
teen — said to the most perfect effort 
of Nature at fruit creation. The man- 
gosteen resembles a dark purple ap- 
ple with a thick rind inside of which 
are five white segments looking like 
perfumed show. They melt on the 
tongue. At one moment you think of 
the juiciest most fragrant apple: at an- 
other. you think of the smoothest 
richest ice cream. So far it has de- 
fied all efforts of transportation, not 
even with the aid of refrigeration or 
when coated with wax. It must be 
eaten within four days after leaving 
the tree: otherwise it becomes a pulp- 
less bnnvn mass. The Queen of the 
Netherlands has offered a handsome 
reward to the first person success- 
fully gracing her roya! table at The 
Hague with a mangosteen. 


In Bangkok. Siam. I was enter- 
tained by an American gentleman 
who has ilved in Siam for twenty-five 
years. He has received several deco- 
rations from the King and is one of 
the leading men of Bangkok. Here a 
small reception was tendered to us at 
which I met quite a number of the 
Siamese young men of the city. Real 
genuine American Ice Cream, made 
by the hostess, tasted mighty good 
iii that hot country. 

Bangkok has the finest Buddhist 
Temple in the Orient. The Porcelain 
Temple glistens in the sun as if made 
from burnished gold. The Sleeping 
Buddha is 160 feet long and has two 
feet, each foot being sixteen feet long 
and having five toes. The entire 
statue reclines on its side and is 
covered with gold leaf. 

It was good to see the stars and 
stripes floating from the buildings in 
Manila. The Philippine Constabulary 
Band of 75 pieces welcomed us at the 
Pier by playing familiar Amerlcau 


airs which brought a throb to many a 
heart. The Pier at which we landed 
was the largest and finest we saw in 
all our travels not excepting New 
York. Americans may well feel proud 
of what our country has done In the 
Philippines. 


When in China one should do as the 
Chinese do. If a total abstainer, dele- 
gate your drinking to a servant taking 
him wherever you go. If a guest at 
dinner, face the door so you will not 
be taken unawares should an enemy 
enter. After a hearty meal belch 
loudly, out of gratitude to your host. 
At a Chinese theatre, chat, drink tea, 
eat watermelon seeds and throw’ wet 
towels, but do not applaud as that 
suggests your disapproval. If pur- 
sued by devils, suddenly dart around 
a corner and permit them to pass on. 
Devils Journey in straight lines only. 


China is in a most pitiable state. 
Incessant war between the different 
factions gives one a constant feeling 
of insecurity and uncertainty. While 
in Canton there was fighting within 
fifteen miles of us. Well-to-do people 
in Shanghai ride about in the most 
dilapidated motor cars thinking that 
in so doing they give a semblance of 
poverty and escape kidnapping. Yet 
kidnapping occurs every day and 
brigandage is rife everywhere. Going 
up to Pekin, soldiers with gatiina 
guns were at the front and rear of our 
special train to protect us. Within 
ten minutes of the time we left 
China's shores, our special train, the 
finest in all China, had been com- 
mandeered and the entire Railroad 
taken over by the Northern Army. 


To add to China's troubles the Yen 
has depreciated in value. When I was 
there it was only worth from 31 to 35 
cents in gold instead of 50 cents, 
which has been its value for many 
years. In consequence, merchants are 
afraid to buy new goods, not knowing 
the price at which they can be sold 
when purchased. Business therefore 
is almost dead. 


Japan on the contrary is prosperous. 
Prices are high. Business is good. 
The Japanese, however, are great 
copyists and will not buy anything 
abroad which they can manufacture 
at home. Consequently from Osaka. 
Kyoto, Tokyo and other large cities, 
thousands of smoke stacks are belch- 
ing forth their smoke to the skies re- 
sembline our most thriving western 
cities. Progress is the order of the 
day in Japan. 


Mark Twain pronounced the Ha- 
waiian Islands "the loveliest fleet of 
islands that lie anchored in any 
ocean." Those who have been there 
agree with Mark. Springtime is al- 
most perpetual. When it rains it is 
called "liquid sunshine." Joe Jamie- 
son of Newton placed leis of beauti- 
ful Hawaiian flowers around the necks 
of both Mrs. Graff and myself as the 
strands of colored ribbons which 
bound our ship to the shore were 
about to part. 


We were gone 136 days — but with 
us the sun rose 137 times and we had 
137 beautiful sunsets. Can you ex- 
plain why?

NEWTON HOSPITAL 

On Tuesday, June 10th. the doctors 
of the Newton Medical Club held their 
annual outing. As for several years 
past the outing was held at Dr. Irving 
J. Fisher’s camp at Cochituate. A 
hall game was played in the afternoon, 
and those who did not participate in 
that enjoyed watching it. or pitching 
quoits, or the less strenuous activity 
of playing cards. At six-thirty a sup- 
per was served by Seiler, and after 
supper Dr. K. Granville Crabtree en- 
tertained the groups with an illus- 
trated talk on his trip through Spain. 
About sixty of the doctors attended. 
On Wednesday. June 11th, the Alum- 
nae Association held a business meet- 
ing at the hospital. 

On Wednesday evening the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Staff held their 
regular monthly meeting at the home 
of Dr. George L. West, the chairman. 

During the mouth of May the num 
her of patients rose on one day as 
high as 197, within five of the record 
high mark of 202 established in Feb- 
ruary 1930. The smallest number in 
the house of any twenty-four hours 
was 136, and the daily average for 
the month was 162.45. There were 
551 admissions to the regular wards 
of the hospital, and 149 for x-ray and 
as out-patients in the accident ward. 
2 patients were admitted to the con- 
tagious department. 75 babies were 
born during the month, the largest 
number In any one month since a rec- 
ord has been kept. There were 39 
boys and 36 girls. 191 operations 
were performed in the operating room. 
36 major. 37 minor, and 11S nose and 
throat. There were 237 admissions 
to the x-ray department, and 665 visits 
made to the out-patient department. 68 
calls were made by the social worker, 
44 in the hospital, and 24 in the homes 
of the patients. 33 patients were 
transported by the social service car, 
and 1 by a volunteer car. 

On June 7th the number of patients 
in the hospital was 182, although dur- 
ing the week it had risen as high as 
206 for one twenty-four hours, the 
highest number ever reached in the 
history of the hospital, exceeding by 
four the record made in February. Of 
the 1S2 patients in the house June 
7th, 66 paid as much as cost of care, 
oi more. 65 paid less than cost of care, 
and 51 including babies were treated 
free of charge. 17 babies were born, 
8 boys and 9 girls. 127 visits were 
made to the out-patient department, 
and 20 patients were admitted to the 
accident ward. 

Of the twenty emergency cases ad- 
mitted to the accident ward during 
I he past week only six were automo- 
bile accident cases. Two of these were 
girls: one with a laceration of her lip, 
and the other with a sprained ankle. 
The other two were boys: one with a 
fractured leg. and the other with a 
question of a fractured leg. One man 
was treated for an injury to his hack 
received in an auto accident. One 
girl was admitted for examination 
after she had been struck by an auto 
as she ran from the sidewalk. She 
was found to have sustained no in- 
juries. Seven men were treated for 
various injuries: one for a dislocated 
shoulder received during a struggle, 
one with temporary amnesia who was 
brought to the hospital when found 
in an unconscious state, one smoke 
suffocation, one for burns on both 
hands and legs, one for lacerations of 
Ills face, one for a laceration of his 
foot sustained while swimming, and 
one for a laceration of his scalp 
caused when he was struck by the 
end of an oar. One woman was treated 
for second degree burns of her body 
and arms received while burning pa- 
pers in her yard, and one for a frac- 
tured leg caused by a fall. Four hoys 
were treated for various injuries: one 
for a partial amputation of his little 
finger caused when a collapsible box 
c losed on his finger, one for a splinter 
in his leg caused while sliding bases 
in a baseball game, one for a lacer- 
ation of his scalp caused when he fell 
on the sidewalk, and one for a frac- 
tured wrist caused when another child 
fell on his arm.

ALDERMEN CONFIRM MAYOR 
WEEKS APPOINTMENT OF 
ELLIS AS WATER 

(Continued from page 1) 

never of better quality than at pres- 
ent. We shall, as the city grows, be- 
come more and more dependent on the 
Metropolitan water supply. So, who- 
ever is Water Commissioner, we shall 
receive just what the Metropolitan 
rupply gives us.” 

Referring to the $850 increase in 
salary which the new appointee will 
leceive over the salary of the present 
Water Commissoner, Alderman Pow- 
ers said, "You are going to vote to 
give a salary to this young man, just 
appointed, more than is received by 
City Engineer Morse. Mr. Morse has 
worked 49 years for the City of New- 
ton. He has charge of nil the engin- 
eering, not only of the Water Depart- 
ment, hut also the Street and Sewer 
Departments. He has been faithful 
and efficient. His standing is proved 
by the fact that he holds membership 
in the American Association of Civil 
Engineers. He asked this year to 
have his salary increased from $4400 
to $4500 and his request was refused 
by the Mayor. Last year the then 
Mayor recommended such an increase 
for the City Engineer and you mem- 
bers of the Finance Committee of the 
Aldermen declined to grant this in 
crease. Do you call this justice? Do 
you think it will tend to make em- 
ployees of this city more assiduous 
in the performance of their duties, 
more loyal, when you deny to those 
who have worked faithfully and effi- 
ciently for 40 or 50 years, who have 
an intimate knowledge of the city, 
what you will grant to a young man 
who knows nothing of Newton and 
who you do not know. Apparently 
you regard long experience gained in 
the performance of duties in this city 
as of little value, and lesser exper- 
ience acquired elsewhere as of much 
greater value.’’ 

The Ward 1 alderman also referred 
to the fact that several of the City 
Engineer’s assistants, men who have 
worked from 15 to 51 years for this 
city, who are accredited civil engin- 
eers, have been repeatedly within late 
years denied increases of $100, even 
though they receive but $2800. He also 
called attention to the fact that the 
new appointee will receive a consid- 
ably larger salary than does the Li- 
brarian. Fire Chief and other depart- 
ment heads. He said "I believe the 
Mayor has acted sincerely in this mat- 
ter and is doing what he believes to be 
for the best interest of the city in 
making this appointment. I feel con- 
fident that Mr. Ellis is a capable man 
and i do not blame him for asking 
for $4500 if he is worth such a sal- 
ary and can obtain it elsewhere.” 

Favoring the confirmation of Mr. 
Ellis', AJderman Harte of Ward 6 
said — 

"Is it not pertinent, Mr. President, 
to clarify certain of the issues relative 
to Mr. Ellis’s confirmation that have 
been raised by the excellent speeches 
just made by the Vice President of the 
Board and the Alderman from Ward 
1 ." 

For some months I have been fol- 
lowing a matter in Cambridge that 
has many of the same principles in- 
volved as the matter before us to- 
night. The Mayor of Cambridge has 
presented the names of several candi- 
dates as City Treasurer to the Cam- 
bridge City Council for ratification. 
One candidate after another has failed 
of confirmation. The candidates of 
the Cambridge Mayor have not been 
judged, I believe, unfit for office, but 
rather the majority of the Council- 
men have felt there was no good rea- 
son for a change in office of the Treas- 
urer, at least for the present.” 

I have discussed the principles in- 
volved in Cambridge with two lawyers. 
Both agreed the Cambridge Council 
have exceeded their authority. When 
the Mayor recommends a candidate 
for office the only question that the 
Council has jurisdiction over is; Is 
tlie Mayor’s candidate fit or unlit for 
the office? If, in the opinion of the 


Council, he Is fit, the Council has no 
choice in the matter but to confirm 
the Mayor’s appointment. The Coun- 
cil can fall to confirm on no other 
ground. It Is not the privilege of the 
Council to turn down a candidate be- 
cause it may prefer some other." 

"The same principles are involved 
in the question before us this evening. 
Will we or will we not confirm Mr. 
Ellis’s appointment as Water Com- 
missioner.” 

"Our decision must be given on 
one, and one only, point. Is Mr. Ellis 
fit or unfit to perform the duties of 
Water Commissioner in Newton? We 
have nothing to say whatsoever as to 
whether he should he a Newton resi- 
dent, whether he should he 70 years 
old of 30 years old, what his previous 
experience must be, etc., etc. The 
settlement of such matters is a duty 
of the executive branch of our City 
Government, and therefore is decided 
by the Mayor.” 

"The only question we are privi- 
leged to pass on is: Is Mr. Ellis fit 
or unfit for the office? If he is fit, 
we should confirm him; if, in our 
Judgment, lie is unfit, we should not 
confirm his appointment.” 

Defending the appointment and sal- 
ary increase, Alderman Grebenstein of 
Ward 2 said — that when he learned of 
opposition to the appointment of Mr. 
Ellis, he went to Mayor Weeks’ office 
and inquired what method had been 
pursued in making this appointment. 
He was informed that the Mayor had 
written to several engineering con- 
cerns asking that each submit three 
names of men competent to take the 
position of Water Commissioner of 
this city. The names heading these 
lists were those of the man who de- 
clined to accept the position (Mr. Kil- 
ham of the Metropolitan Water Board) 
and Mr. Ellis. 

Mr. Grebenstein said — "The Mayor 
wants to get the best man lie possibly 
can. The Mayor said ‘After interview- 
ing several men, I picked the one I 
thought the best: I believe that in 
Richard H. Ellis, I have that man. I 
know that there are people in the 
City of Newton and on the Board who 
believe we should have a Newton man, 
hut I think we have the best man ob- 
tainable.” 

Mr. Grebenstein said that no member 
of the Board has shown that Mr. Ellis 
is not a fit man for the job. He said 
the salary of the Water Commissioner 
and the salaries of other department 
heads are not on the same basis. He 
asked Aldermen Gallagher and Pow- 
ers what method they would have 
used in appointing a Water Commis- 
sioner if either of them happened to 
he Mayor? Alderman Powers replied 
— "I would have made a serious effort 
to find some Newton man competent 
to fill the position and I am quite con- 
fident there would have been little dif- 
ficulty in finding one.” 

A vote by ballot was then taken on 
the matter of confirm ing the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Ellis. The result was — 
Yeas, 15; Nays, 3. A roll-call vote 
was then taken on the recommenda- 
tion of Mayor Weeks that $425 be ap- 
propriated to provide for an additional 
salary for the Water Commissioner 
from July 1st to December 31st of this 
year, so as to allow an increase in the 
salary attached to this position of 
$850. The aldermen voting in the af- 
firmative were — Bowen. Collins, Floyd, 
Gordon, Grebenstein. Harte, Holden, 
Hawkins, Jamieson, Mansfield, Murray, 
Prior, Pratt, Temperley and Woodcock. 
The aldermen voting in the negative 
were — Chase, Gallagher ami Powers.

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Low Water In Charles River Spoils 
Canoeing And Causes Health Protests 

Officials Investigate Conditions There And Plan To Prevent 
Recurrence 


For the past several weeks the 
water In the Charles River between 
the dam at Moody street bridge in 
Waltham and Newton Lower Falls has 
been so low that canoeing on the river 
has largely been spoiled, launches at 
Norumbega Park have been stopped 
from navigating the stream and large 
areas of mud flats have been exposed 
to create stenches under the rays of 
a burning sun. Naturally, protests 
arose and as a result Mayor Weeks 
has been in communication with the 
Metropolitan District Commission and 
the State Board of Health. 

The cause of this unusual, unde- 
sirable and unhealthy condition on the 
most beautiful and most patronized 
section of the Charles River is — the 
drastic change in late yloars in wo- 
men’s wearing apparel. This may ap- 
pear to be a weird statement, but it 
is a fact. 

In 1813 the first large textile power 
plant in this Commonwealth, and one 
of the first in this country, was estab- 
lished at Waltham. The Boston Manu- 
facturing Company, makers of fine cot- 
ton fabrics, built a large mill on the 
shore of the Charles at Waltham and 
to obtain water-power erected a dam 
there, obtaining certain riparian 
rights. Seven years later, the inter- 
ests controlling the big cotton mill, 
built a bleachery and dye works about 
a mile down the river. 

The Boston Manufacturing Company 
and the Waltham Bleachery thrived 
for over a century until the women 
and girls, in recent years, changed 
from wearing long skirts and ample 
underthings to the quite abbreviated 
costumes which comprise the attire of 
the ordinary female today. Also, mod- 
ern feminine clothing instead of being 
made of ginghams and other cotton 


fabrics has as materials silk or rayon. 
As a result, the Boston Manufactur- 
ing Company, in common with many 
other cotton mills, went from bad to 
worse, and finally had to cease opera- 
tions some months ago. 

The business of the Boston Manu- 
facturing Company is in process of 
liquidation. Complications have arisen. 
A suit was brought against this com- 
pany by the Waltham Bleachery & Dye 
Works. In 1901 the bleachery was 
sold by the then owners, the Boston 
Manufacturing Company. One of the 
agreements of sale was the provision 
that a certain, large flowage of water 
would be assured the Bleachery. So, 
when the affairs of the Boston Manu- 
facturing Company were being settled 
lately, the present owners of the 
Bleachery instituted a suit against the 
former concern which involved among 
other things the riparian rights and 
the water supply. As a result, the 
management of the Boston Manufac- 
turing Company lowered the flash 
boards at the Moody street dam and 
the water in the river dropped 32 
inches below normal level point. 

Following the complaints made to 
the Mayor of Newton, Metropolitan 
District Commission and the State 
Board of Health, officials of the latter 
body made an investigation and were 
to have made a report this week. Of- 
ficials of the Boston Manufacturing 
Company have shown a disposition to 
co-operate in remedying the nuisance 
which followed the lowering of the 
water and replaced the flash boards, 
It is probable that Newton and Wal- 
tham representatives in the Legisla- 
ture will take steps to prevent a re- 
currence of the low water evil and 
assure the river being kept at a level 
which will not spoil it as a recreation 
centre and cause unhealthy conditions.

Waban Man Is 

Brutally Assaulted 

Thieves Attack Raymond Wells In 
Boston Office 

Raymond Wells of 120 Collins 
road, Waban, was brutally assaulted 
Tuesday night at his office, 39 King- 
ston street, Boston, by two robbers 
who attempted to force him to open 
the snfe there and who threw him 15 
feet from a balcony to a floor below. 

Mr. Wells is president and treasurer 
of Brown & Wells, manufacturers of 
cravats and has built up a large bus- 
iness. At 9:30 Tuesday night, Dr. 
Lund of 319 Longwood avenue, Bos- 
ton, received a telephone call from 
Mi*. W|ells asking that the doctor 
come to the Kingston street address. 
Before any further information could 
be given by Wells, lie collapsed, ap- 
parently. The physician notified po- 
lice headquarters in Boston and a 
squad of men went to Mr. Wells’ bus- 
iness place, broke in the door and 
found him unconscious on the floor. 
He was rushed to the Faulkner Hos- 
pital at Jamaica Plain where he re- 
covered consciousness long enough to 
tell that he had left his office shortly 
after 6 p. m., went to a nearby bar- 
ber shop and returned to the office 
about 7 o’clock. 

As he entered the place he en- 
countered two young men who assault- 
ed him and forced him into an inner 
office where the safe was located. He 
was ordered to open the safe and 
when, after fumbling with the dial for 
a few minutes, he refused to yield to 
the demand of the robbers, he was 
beaten and kicked, robbed of his 
watch and $90 in cash. He was then 
carried to the outer office and as his 
assailants were searching for a rope 
with which to hind him lie tried to 
escape by climbing a stairs leading to 
a balcony. The robbers caught him 
at the top of the balcony, kicked him 
severely and then threw him over the 
balcony to the floor underneath. A 
couple of hours later lie recovered suf- 
ficiently to telephone Dr. Lund. At 
the hospital it was found that Mr. 
Wells had received probable fractures 
of the skull and neck, lacerations of 
the chin and cheHt and contusion of 
tiie right eye. His name was placed 
on the danger list.

MAN KILLED AT NEWTON 
CORNER

DISAPPROVE PLAN 
FOR CARE OF FIELD 

Without attempting to pnss on tho 
legality of the plan, the Newton School 
Committee Monday night disapproved 
the proposal of Mayor Sinclair Weeks 
that a part of the proceeds of the 
athletic contests at the high school 
athletic fields be turned Into the city 
treasury to reimburse the city for the 
care and maintenance of the field. 

The committee likewise deemed It 
inadvisable for a member of the com- 
mittee to represent It on the high 
school athletic board, as suggested by 
the mayor. 

Relative to the proposal to use some 
of the proceeds from the games to 
reimburse the city, the committee sug- 
gested that the matter might be taken 
up again in the future, in the event 
that the construction of the new sta- 
dium results in a great increase In 
the profits. 

The report of the sub-committee on 
sites and playgrounds, which had in- 
vestigated the situation, was accepted 
by the committee. The report, signed 
by the members of the sub committee, 
Joseph F. Lockett, chairman; W. F. 
Conn and F. Marcinn Rutts, gave a de- 
tailed description of the workings of 
the high school athletic board and In 
conclusion made the following recom- 
mendations: 

A. At present we do not recom- 
mend any attempt be made to return 
any part of the funds credited to the 
Boys’ Athletics account to the City 
Treasury, assuming that such proced- 
ure would be entirely lawful. To sug- 
gest otherwise might considerably 
hamper and curtail the excellent work 
now being done. Since these activi- 
ties are In a sense self-supporting the 
primary purpose should be to en- 
courage more boys to participate in 
athletics irrespective of whether or 
nor they are qualified to engage In 
actual competition. A larger fund 
would provide equipment for more 
boys. The money should, of course, 
he properly and wisely spent as we 
believe it has been in the past. With 
the building of the stadium the reve- 
nue may increase considerably. If 
such should prove to be the case this 
matter can again be considered. 

B. It seems unnecessary for any 
member of the School Committee to 
be added to the Board of Boys’ Ath- 
letics. 

C. We recommended that the Bur- 
sar’s office file wtih the Superintendent 
of Schools a copy of each month’s 
trial balance of the Newton High 
School Associates. There is now be- 
ing filed with the Superintendent a 
condensed statement of receipts and 
expenditures of the Boys’ Athletics ac- 
count as of May 31st of each year. 
We suggest the continuance of this 
practice and approve the date of May 
31st as the end of the fiscal year. 

D. We recommend that the same 
high standard of conducting inter- 
scholastic sports in which the New- 
ton High School is represented, free 
and clear of any taint of commer- 
cialism, be maintained. 

E. In general we believe that the 
members of the faculty should not 
receive any additional compensation 
for work done in connection with the 
physical activities of the school but 
that such activities should be taken 
into consideration when fixing their 
salaries. Occasions may arise where 
it will be necessary to create excep- 
tions to this rule. In such cases it 
would seem advisable for the principal 
who has immediate supervision of the 
matter to consult with the Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 

F. While it appears there has been 
no conflict between Mr. Wilson, the 
Director of Physical Education in the 
Newton Public Schools and the Board 
of Boys’ Athletics it would seem to 
be in the interest of efficiency that 
Mr. Wilson’s duties be defined both 
with respect to his activities in con- 
nection with the High School and with 
other schools. To this end we recom- 
mend that the Superintendent of 
Schools make an investigation and 
report to the School Committee at his 
convenience his suggestion as to pow- 
ers and duties of Mr. Wilson.

especially upon a hot day with Its 
dense shade. 

Now the South side of the City has 
not been touched with the idea of 
open spaces or reserving any areas 
for the future. We may think of only 
house lots upon developed streets 
often at great expense whereas houses 
built about parks have an added value 
to the adjoining land. In some com- 
munities parks and local playgrounds 
have had areas set aside for the future 
and the development has been carried 
on gradually as the need demands, 
especially with building of a new 
community. 

Sometimes land developers see the 
advantage of public land reserved in 
their development and offer such to 
the City with proper restrictions. 
Sometimes persons wishing to give a 
memorial for their family or for some 
deed of exploit of history give or 
cause to be collected funds to obtain 
such open space. 

There are many ways of acquiring 
open spaces and such should lie con- 
sidered by the forward looking cit- 
izens of Newton. Foresight in such 
matters are far to he commended than 
hindsight. If we plan rightly we will 
not have the thought running through 
the community IT MIGHT HAVE 
BEEN. Concerted and public inter- 
ests will accomplished great tilings for 
the future.

The news of what has been done 
to make the tercentenary of more 
than ordinary attractiveness appears 
to have spread not only throughout 
the United States but fo other coun- 
tries.

1 
mention tills as a suggestion to those 
who would read it. and if my tip is 
worth anything you should be the 
possessor of a copy. 

When you stop and ask yourself. 
“How would l go about it if called 


upon to write a history of Newton?” 
you begin to realize the magnitude of 
the task. The first thing that occurs 
to you is the possibility or impossibil- 
ity of turning-out a large volume. It 
doesn't occur to you that it can be 
done in a reasonable amount of space. 
Sc you are quite likely to say. “I 
couldn't do that — it would take 
years". . . 

We are inclined to be mentally lazy 
in perusal of histories. The size of 
the book is apt to make us throw 
up our hands and say, “I must sit 
down sometime and read that all 
through." But few of us ever find the 
time to do that very thing. When, 
however, we are handed something 
vital in a brief form we are al- 
most certain to be grateful. There- 
fore. the writer who can say what he 
has to in something like a thousand 
words may be certaiu of a wide read- 
ing. 

Mr. Prescott has not only managed 
with skill to compress the chief points 
of Newton’s history into what would 
lie a column or so of newspaper space, 
but lie has given it a slant that makes 
it doubly interstitig. Instead of 
spreading out for the purpose of cov- 
ering a wide runge of dates. Mr. 
Prescott lias hit upon the one point 
about Newton that surmounts all 
others, historically speaking — its dis- 
tinctive character as a suburb of Bos- 
ton. 

And this is not the only happy fea- 
ture of ills work. You read of New- 
ton's relation to Boston in 1630, of the 
development of that relationship 
through the centuries and where it 
stands today. Mr. Prescott’s clear 


thinking and facile writing have pro- 
duced a result that makes delightful 
reading. 

Frequently we are apt to speak of 
the "good old days” and yet refer to 
times not so remote as they might be. 
With all the changes in public enter- 
tainment we may express a longing 
for the stage delights that are now 
longer ours. Then we get to talking 
about favorites of the footlights and 
wonder lias become of them. More 
than likely you recall dainty Louise 
Galloway. You will be interested to 
learn that she lias a tearoom in Brook- 
field and is making a marked success 
of it. She has taken au imposing old 
homestead and bv some magic has 
transformed it into as delightful a 
spot as you would wish to visit. The 
best known New York artists, friends 
of hers, have given some marvelous 
touches to the interior and exterior 
decorations which you will find fascin- 
ating. There are a lot of other things 
that strike one as characteristic of 
this charming actress, who is not only 
happy but prosperous in rustic sur- 
roundings.

THE STORY OF A FOREST FIRE 


Some weeks ago, on the afternoon 
of May 4th, the woodland on the en- 
tire east side of Nobscot Hill went up 
in flames. "Dan” Ingraham, the 
Ranger, will tell about it for years to 
come. He was in the woods with a 
group of Boy Scouts when the wind 
brought them warning. The roaring 
noise, explosive crackle and snap of 
lire among the big pines and the 
smell of smoke reached them not a 
moment too soon. Thick underbrush 
and pines lay as tinder directly in the 
path of the lire. There wus no chance 
to check it! 

Back in the woods, shut up In the 

Back in the woods, shut up in the 
Ranger’s car as in a trap, was his 
faithful dog, Rags, (rescued years ago 
from mangy puppyhood on the Texas 
border). Directing the boys how to 
escape, Dan ran along the wood road, 
directly in the path of the Are to the 
ear. Smoke blinded him and flames j 
were swirling toward the car when 
he reached it. Fearing an explosion I 
•of the gasoline tank, he made no at- | 
tempt to save the car or its contents, j 
Releasing the dog, he whistled to him j 
and dashed for freedom down the i 
•mountainside - a wild race for life 
with wind and flames at his heels. 

Twice Rags dropped behind, con- 
fused by Are and smoke; twice Dan 
returned and whistled him to heel. 
The third time Rags disappeared, and 
only when Dan reached the safety of 
the highway did he discover the dog, 
dashing blindly back and forth across 
the open field, but safe! In twenty 
short minutes the lire had swept the 
entire hillside, wiping out all living 
things in its path. Seven hundred 
acres were devastated. Firemen from 
four towns and many volunteers re- 
sponded to urgent calls for help. For 
three days the embers burned, leav- 
ing charred trunks and barren ground, 
mute testimony that hore had once 
been living trees. 

What happened next? Dun will toll 
you. This particular tract of laud is 
dear to many boyish hearts, for It is 
the enmping ground of 900 Boy Scouts 
of the Norumbega Council of Newton. 
Thunks to Dan’s insistence on a clear- 
ing around each building, only two of 
the fourteen camp shacks belonging 
to the different troops wore destroyed. 
In the heart of the woods the boys had 
built an Indian Village around the 
very stone mortar used by the Indians 
in grinding their corn and another 


stone where they sharpened their ar- 
rowheads and knives. In a natural 
amphitheatre they had held council 
many times. Under a big oak, Dan 
has fed the birds through many a 
long winter. He has listened to the 
foxes at night, has discovered a nest 
of baby bobcats hidden away, and seen 
their mother slinking off into the 
woods. 

Plans for restoring the beauty of 
these woodlands were started almost 
before the Are was out. Within 
twenty-four hours the Norumbega 
Council had ordered 24,000 Pine Seed- 
lings; four hundred Boy Scouts and 
a hundred of their friends and leaders 
planted these in two days’ time. Then 
they looked for bigger trees, funds 
were appropriated for reforestation 
and re-planting of lnrger trees began 
at once. Arrangements were made 
with the Little Tree Farms of Fram- 
ingham Centre to plant 2500 big 4 to 
G foot trees. They furnished the 
plants at less than cost, and for three 
days their crew of twenty men toiled 
among the blackened trunks, planting 
living trees. Twenty huge truck- 
loads of these big evergreens went up 
the wood road and were planted on the 
barren hillside. A mile of hose and a 
big portable pump have been loaned to 
the boys so that they may water the 
forest through midsummer. This year 
and for many summers to come the 
boys will have plenty of work to do; 
they will open Are lanes, clear out 
springs and brooks, cut down under- 
growth on the sides of wood roads and 
along the boundaries and remove 
burned timber. They love their camp- 
ing ground and their efforts to restore 
it will eventually make the mountain- 
side again a mass of living green.

Autoists who attempt to drive on- 
to Washington Btreet from Adams, 
Crafts and other side streets during 
those hours when traffic is heavy, do 
so at the peril of their lives. Many 
operators of cars west hound along 
Washington street do not slacken their 
pace to permit cars to emerge from 
side streets but rush onward at high 
speeds, forcing the drivers of the 
other cars to dead stops to avoid col- 
lisions. Police traps should be fre- 
quently set at pointH along Washing- 
ton street and enough of the selfish, 
reckless speeders brought into court 
to convince this type that they must 
obey the traffic laws. 


What is the sense of compelling au- 
tomobiles to carry registration plates 
when many automobiles have plates 
attached so covered with dirt, rust — 
or otherwise illegible that the num- 
erals on them cannot be read? 


Those persons who petitioned the 
Mayor to allow skating on the small 
pond at Farlow Park, Newton cannot 
be old timers in this city or they would 
be somewhat sceptical about the feas- 
ibility of such a plan. We have a dis- 
tinct recollection as to the reason the 
water was drained from this small 
pond In our boyhood days. Even when 
the pond had water in it during the 
winter season there was little oppor- 
tunity for skating. As soon as ice 
commenced to form, the boys going 
to the Bigelow School would dare one 
another by teetering across the thin 
ice. If a youngster got his feet wet 
in such a performance he was some- 
what of a hero. If he became fully 
submerged when the ice broke under 
him, he was a real hero — if popular, 
and he got the raspberry, if unpopu- 
lar. 

One winter morning, a couple of 
boys who had gotten their shoes well 
soaked at the park pond were sent 
home tho get dry shoes and stockings 
by Master Sawin ot' the Bigelow 
School. They were told to return for 
the afternoon session. The next 
morning several boys came to school 
with wet feet, and they also were 
sent home for the morning. The fol- 
lowing day about twenty boys appear- 
ed at school with wet feet and "Dad- 
dy” Sawin got wise. He communi- 
cated with the Street Department and 
had the water in the pond drained off. 
One method of obtaining half-day va- 
cations was abolished. 


Frequently, on evenings, our gang 
would resort to Farlow Park to play 
"relievo,” "Bull in the Ring,” or sim- 
ilar games. In those years the young 
folks attending Eliot Church held oc- 
casional socials which we youngsters 
who used the park as a playground 
termed "ice cream festivals." The 
young people conducting the socials al- 
ways seemed to order more than 
enough ice cream, and the surplus was 
donated to the kids frequenting Far- 
low Park. We recall one evening in 
late Spring when we played at the 
park. Several of our companions 
were over at the door of the church 
where the ice cream tubs were lo- 
cated, filling up on the frozen dainty. 
One of them brought over to 
us a clean shingle on which 
reposed about a pint of strawberry ice 
cream. We had consumed a sufficien- 
cy of cream that night, so did not care 
to eat that which was so informally 
carried on the shingle. It seemed too 
bad to waste so much good ice cream, 
so we conceived an idea as to how to 
dispose of it. 

One of the boys in the gang, Jack 
Carter, was among those over at the 
church door. Jack was wearing a 
new blue serge suit that night and had 
left the coat on a bench nearby where 
we were standing. So, it was decided 
to give the ice cream to Jack and 
someone placed half of it in one pocket 
of his coat, and the other half in the 
other pocket of the coat. Then, one of 
the perfect young gentlemen in the 
group sat on the coat. Soon Carter 
came hack and we waited expectantly 
until he put on his coat. Then, some- 
one asked him for a match. Then fol- 
lowed the debacle. There may have 
been a more angry, indignant kid in 
this country than the victim of our 
crude humor, but we never saw one. 
If he only knew just which one vil- 
lain to blame for the outrage he 
would have assaulted the culprit tooth 
and nail. But, with several appar- 
ently in the plot, poor Jack had to 
allow his anger to cool, assisted by 
“sincere" expressions of sympathy 
from the rest of the gang. 


One of the City Councilors of Bos- 
ton is seeking to have an ordinance 
passed in that city which will prohibit 
persons from using loud speakers on 
radios which can be heard 50 feet be- 
tween the hours of 11 p. m. and 7

President Hoover deserves the 
thanks of the great majority of the 
people of this country for his wisdom 
and cournge in vetoing the pension, 
or compensation bill for those who 
had served in the World War. By 
contrast — the weak-kneed, vacillating 
so-called representatives of the peo- 
ple in Congress are entitled to nil 
the contempt and repudiation which 
he heaped upon them. That the 
President had the support of those 
who really have the interests of de- 
serving veterans at heart was proved 
by the action of General Edwards and 
other ex-service men whose loyalty 
to the victims of the late war is not 
questioned. 

It is u sad commentary on the abili- 
ty or sincerity of our Senators and 
Representatives at Washington when 
they vote so overwhelmingly to pass 
such a bill as the President vetoed. 
Especially when this country is in 
such sore economic straits as at the 
present time. No just person be- 
grudges liberal compensation to 
those men who really are suffering 
because of wounds or sickness re- 
sulting from their service in the late 
war. Unfortunately, too many of 
these sufferers have not been properly 
cared for financially. It is probable 
that many of them would have ob- 
tained what they are entitled to had 
not fake victims of the World War, 
using political influence, been draw- 
ing liberal compensation which should 
have gone to men really deserving aid. 
The voters, at the next election, 
should remember the peanut politi- 
cians who attempted to foist upon 
this country a hill which would have 
added taxation burdens to millions of 
people already finding it difficult to 
meet living expenses.

English Law Demanded 

Attendance at Church 

8undny holiday makers and trippers 
will be Interested to know that a stat- 
utory law In England yenrs ago pro- 
hibited such frivolity, says the London 
Dally Mall. The Act of Uniformity, 
1M2, requires: All persons, sxcept 
those dissenting from ths worship or 
doctrines of the Church of England 
and usually attending soms plnce of 
worship not belonging to the Church 
of England, are, If they have no law- 
ful or reasonable excuse for absence, 
to endeavor to attend their parish 
church or accustomed chopel, or. If 
reasonably prevented from so doing, 
some other plnco where the divine 
service of the Church of England Is 
performed, on oil Sundays and other 
days ordained and used to be kept ns 
holy days, and to abide there orderly 
and soberly during the time of com- 
mon prayer, prenehlng, or other di- 
vine service there performed Fail- 
ure to observe this law renders the 
offending "parishioner or Inhabitant 
of a parish" who Is not legnlly ex- 
empt from attendance at divine serv- 
ice on Sundays and holy days “llnble 
In proceedings taken ngnlnst him In 
the ecclesiastical courts to be cen- 
sured for the ofTense, admonished ns 
to his attendance In the future, nnd 
to be condemned In the costs of the 
proceedings."

France Hat Monopoly 

on Roquefort Cheese 

The pilgrim father of all cheese In 
America today is Roquefort, which 
can trace Its “blue blood” ns far ns 
the First century, when Pliny remarked 
about Its excellent flavor. 

Attempts have been made In the 
United States to duplicate the famous 
French product, but such experiments 
have been fruitless, as the Ideal curing 
conditions of Aveyron, France, can- 
not be reproduced anywhere In the 
world. The wholesale price of the 
imported Roquefort is so low, and 
the flavor so appetizing that American 
hostesses nre purchasing it In greater 
quantities than ever before. 

Epicures bow their beads In respect 
to the shepherd whose misfortune was 
responsible for its origin. He left his 
lunch of bnrley bread nnd native 
ciiee.se made of sheep's milk in a cave 
near the town of Roquefort, in south- 
eastern Frnnce, to keep It cool until 
noontime. A sudden storm arose which 
forced him to forget nbout his lunch. 
Two weeks later he passed that way 
again, nnd thought about his aban- 
doned food. He found the brend 
worthless, nnd the cheese covered with 
a curious culture mold. Ills .curiosity 
nnd hunger being great, he nibbled a 
bit, and found the cheese bad n flavor 
surpassing any food be had ever eaten. 
—Chicago Evening Post. 


Three Idioms of Latin 

Tongue Long Employed 

Ecclesiastical Latin differs from 
classical Latin In various ways, these 
changes being due principally to the 
origin and derivation of ecclesiastical 
Latin. Originally the Romnns spoke 
the old tongue of Latin known ns the 
prison Intinitas. In the Third century 
B. C., Ennibus nnd a few other writ- 
ers trained in the schools of the 
Greeks made certain changes and, en- 
couraged by the cultured classes, thus 
developed the classical Latin. The 
mass of the Roman people, however, 
continued to speak the old tongue, nnd 
after the Third century there were two 
separate idioms. The necessary con- 
tact between the two classes produced 
still a third. When the church devel- 
oped a Latin It was necessary to em- 
ploy a language which would appeal 
to the masses ns well ns to the Uternry 
clnss ; hence some of the factors of 
each Idiom were used. St. Augustine 
says: “I often employ words which 
nre not Latin, nnd I do so that you 
may understand me. Better tlint I 
should Incur the blame of the gram- 
marians than not to he understood by 
the people.” — Washington Star. 


Effect of a Yawn 

One day doctors will be able to tell 
us why yawning Is so Infectious. The 
other morning n woman sitting oppo- 
site me in the bus gave vent to a pro- 
digious yawn, writes a well-known 
practitioner. Within a few seconds 
both her neighbors were yawning also, 
and shortly afterwards I began to 
yawn myself, although I felt quite 
fresh nnd wideawake. I made a de- 
liberate attempt to check myself, but 
could not succeed, nnd It was only 
when my mind had been occupied by 
some other matter that I forgot to 
yawn. Probably by now you nre yawn- 
ing yourself. The very word “yawn” 
seems ns Infectious ns the habit. — Ex- 
change. 


English in Switzerland 

A traveler recently returned from n 
six months’ holiday In Switzerland 
gave two quaint examples of English 
as she Is written In out-of-the-way 
mountain chalets. One notice, taken 
from a hotel frequented by rock- 
climbers, runs ns follows: “It Is de- 
fended to circulate In the corridors 
in boots of ascension before seven 
hours of the morning."

Stone Carving Thought 

to Be of Bronze Age 

On n hill near Allinge, in Bornholm, 
Denmark, a large block of stone carv- 
ings has been found on the face of 
the rock, which, It Is thought, belongs 
to the Bronze nge. The carvings are 
made with flint, and show a vessel 
about forty-three Inches In length, with 
n smaller one above it. The date Is 
supposed to bo from 1000 to 500 B. C. 

There will he difficulty In removing 
the stone, ns the ground Is at present 
n quarry, but It is proposed to divide 
It Into parts and remove It to the 
Ronne museum garden. Rocks of the 
Iron nge have been found In parts of 
Denmark, hut tills Is the largest one 
yet found of the Bronze nge, In that 
country. 

English coins have also been plowed 
up In Denmark and Germany recently. 
The coins are about 1,000 years old, 
and are from the reigns of Sven Es- 
trldsen of Denmark, Canute the Great, 
Hnrdlcnnute and Magnus the Good. 
These consist of pennies, with the 
names, In runic letters, of makers of 
coins, Assur and Alfrlk, and the arms 
of Lund, Exeter and ltoskllde cathe- 
drals on one side, the other having 
the figurehead— Philadelphia Inquirer. 


Average Printed Word 

Not Long Remembered 

In a work published In 1822 It Is 
said there were at that time 1,000 
books published yearly In Great Brit- 
ain, on GOO of which there was a com- 
mercial loss, on 200 no gain, nnd only 
on 100 any considerable profit. Of 
the total, 750 are forgotten In a year, 
another 100 within 2 years, another 
100 in 3 years, not n>ore than 50 sur- 
vive 7 years nnd only 10 nre thought 
of after 20 years. 

Of the 50,000 books published In 
the Seventeenth century, the volume 
stntes, not 50 nre remembered. Of the 
80,000 published In the Eighteenth cen 
tury, not more than 300 are considered 
worth reprinting. 

Since the first writings, 1,400 years 
before Christ, in 32 countries, only 
about 500 works of all writers had 
sustained themselves against the de- 
vouring influence of time.

Grade* of Silk 

Silk Is graded for thickness of 
thread, the size being measured In 
denlers. The French denier weighs 
one-twentieth part of a gramme. The 
basis for raw nnd thrown silk adopted 
by the permanent committee of the 
Paris International congress of 1900 
was a fixed length nnd a variable 
weight, the stnndnrd of length being 
450 meters and tlie weight the denier. 
Thus a bale of silk of 13 to 15 denlers 
means that a thread Is required of 
which 450 meters, measured off, will 
weigh between 13 nnd 15 denlers. Silk 
is reeled ns fine ns 8 to 10 denlers nnd 
ns coarse ns 28 to 30 denlers ; for some 
purposes even 38 to 40 denlers. 


Where “Charlie” Landed 

In the Outer Hebrides, where soli- 
tude may he hnd in wholesale quanti- 
ties, lies the tiny island of Erlskny, 
about three miles long nnd two miles 
wide. It was in July, 1745, that 
Chnrles Stuart landed on this rock 
spot, nnd, feeling the ground of his 
family’s ancient kingdom under ids 
feet for the first time, exclaimed, “I 
am come home.” Charles took with 
him from France some seeds of the 
pink convolvulus nnd sowed them in 
commemoration of his landing nnd 
of the sanctuary he hnd received in 
France. Tills plant still grows on Erls- 
kny, nnd It Is believed not to exist 
anywhere else in tlie British Isles.
